' z Mofes my Servant is dead ; now 
therefore, arife, go over this Jordan, thou, and all this 
Petq>Ie, unto the Land which I do give to them, even to 
the Children of Ifiael 
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1 1 And as foon as we had heard thefe Things, our Hearts 
did melt, neither did there remain any more Courage in 
any Man, becaufe of you : for the Lorp your God, he i^ 
God in Heaven above, and ip the Earth beneath : 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, fwear unto me by th^ 
Lord, fince I have fliewed you Kindnefs, that ye will alfo 
ijiew Kindnefs unto my Father's Houfe ; and give me a 
teue Token : 

13 And that ye will fave alive my Father, and my 
Mother, and my Brethren, and my Sisters, and all 
^t they have, and deliver our t^ives from Death. 

14 Ajid the Men anfwered her. Our Life for yours, if 
ye utter not this our Bulinefs. And it (liall be when the 
Lord hath given us thp Land, that we will deal kindly and 
truly with thee. 

1 5 Then (he let them down by a Cord through the Win- 
dow : for her Houfe was upon the Town- wall, and fliq 
^wclt upon the Wall. 

16 And (he faid unto them. Get you to the Mountain, 
left the Purfuers meet you ; and hide yourfelves there three 
pays, until the Purfuers be returned : and afterward may 
ye go your way. 

1 7 And the Men faid vintQ her. We will be blamelefs of 
this thine Oath which thou haft made us fwear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the Land, thou flialt 
tind this Line of fcarlet Thrpad in the Window which thou 
didft let us down by : and thou flialt bring thy Father, and 
thy Mother, and thy Brethren, and all thy Father's Houf- 
liold home unto thee. 

19 And it fliall be, that whofoever fliall go out of the 
poors pf thy Houfe into the Street, his Blood fliall be up- 
on his Head, and we will be guiltlefs : and whofoever fliall 
be with the^ in the Houfe, his Blood fliall be on our Head, 
^f any Hand be upon him. 

20 And if thou gtter this our Bufinefs, then we will be 
quit of thine Oath which thou haft made us to fwear. 

21 And flie faid, According to your Words, fo be it. 
And flie fent them away, and they departed : and flie bound 
the fcarlet J^ine in the Window. 

22 And thpy went, and came unto the Mountain, and 
nbode there three Days, until the Purfuers were returned. 
And the Purfuers fought the(p throughout aH th^ Way^

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2) So the two Men returned, and defcended from the 
Mountain, and palled over, and came to Jofhua, and told 
him all Things that befel them ; 

24 And they faid unto Tofhua, Truly the Lord hath 
delivered into our Hands all the Land ; for even all thf. 
Inhabitants of the Country do faint becaufe of us. 

CHAP. in. 

I Jojbua Cometh to Jordan. 7 The Lord encouragetb Jojhua* 
9 Jojbua encourageth the People. 14 Jordan divided. 

Ver. I A ND Jofliua rofe early in the Morning, and they 
jljL removed from Shittim, and came to Jordan, he 
and all the Children of Hrael, and lodged there before they 
pafled over. 

2 And it came to pafs after three Days, that the Officers 
went through the Hoft 5 

3 And they commanded the People, faying. When ye 
fee the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord your God, and 
the Priefts the Levites bearing it, then ye (hall remove from 
your Place, and go after it. 

4 Yet there fhall be a Space between you and it, about 
two thoufand Cubits by Meafure : come not near unto it, 
that ye may know the way by which ye muft go : for ye 
have not pafTed this way heretofore. 

5 And Jofliua faid unto the People, SanAify yourfelves : 
for To-morrow the Lord will do Wonders among you. 

6 And Jofliua fpake unto the Priefts, faying. Take up 
the Ark of the Covenant, and pafs over before the People. 
And they took up the Ark of the Covenant, and w^nt be- 
fore the People. 

7 And the Lord faid unto Jofliua, This Day will I be- 
gin to MAGNIFY thee in the Sight of all Ifrael, that they 
may know that, as I was with Mofes, fo I will be witn 
thee. 

8 And thou flialt command the Priefts that bear the Ark 
of the Covenant, faying, When ye are come to the Brink 
pf the Waters of Jordan, ye (hall ftand ftill in Jordan. 

9 And Jofliua faid unto the Children of Ifrael, Come 
hither, and hear the Words of the Lord your God. 

10 And Jofliua faid. Hereby ye fliall know that the li- 
ning God is among you, and that he will without fail 
drive out from before you the Canaanltds, C^^ 

^ ' ^ ' ^ II Behold, 
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1 1 Behold, the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord of 
ill the Earth, pafTeth over before you into Jordan. 

1 2 Now therefore take ye twelve Men out of the Tribes 
of Ifrael, out of every Tribe a Man. 

1 3 And it (hall come to pafs, as foon as the Soles of the 
Feet of the Priefts that bear the Ark of the Lord, the 
l»ord of all the Earth, fliall reft in the Waters of Jordan, 
that the Waters of Jordan fhall be cut off from the Waters 
that come down from above : and they (hall ftand upon an 
Heap. 

14 And it came to pafs when the People removed from 
their Tents, to pafs over Jordan, and the Priefts bearing 
the Ark of the Covenant before the People ; 

15 And as they that bare the Ark were come unto Jor- 
dan, and the Feet of the Priefts that bare the Ark were 
|}ipped in the Brim of the Water ( for Jordan overfloweth 
gll his Banks all the time of Harveft.) 

1 6 TTiat the Waters which came down from above, ftood 
IHmI rofe up upon an Heap very far from the City Adam, 
that is befide Zaretan : and thofe that came down toward 
the Sea of the Plain, even the Salt-fea, failed, and were 
cat off : and the People paflcd over right againft Jericho,

I Twehi Stones taien for a Memorial out of Jordan: 9 Twelve^ 
other Stones fet up in the midji thereof \o The People pafs 
ffver. 14 Qpo ma^nifieth Jojbua. 

Fir.g JOSHUA fct up twelve Stones ia the midft of 
Jordan, 
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to For^brPriefts which bare the Ark, ftood in the midft 
bf Jordan, until every thing wa« finiflicd that the Lord 
commanded Jc^ua to fpeak unto the People, according td 
all that Mofes commanded Joihua : and the People hafted 
and pafled over. 

1 1 And it came to pafs when all the People were clean 
^tfled over, that the Ark of the Loio paiTed over, and th^ 
Priefts in the prefence of the People. 

12 And the Children of Reuben, and thq phildren of 
Gad, and half the Tribe of Manafleh, pafled over aimed 
before the Children of Ifrael, as Mofes fpake unto them : 

1 3 About forty thoufand prepared for War, pafled over 
before the Loud unto Battle, to the Plains of Jericho. 

14 On that Day the Lord magnified Jofhua itk the 
fight of all Ifrael, and they feared him as they feared MoTes^ 
all the Pays of bis Life. 

1 8 And it came to pafs when the Priefts that bare thf 
Ark of the Covenant of the Lord, were come up out of the 
tiiids of Jordan, and the Soles of the Priefts Feet were lift 
up unto the dry Land, that the Waters of Jordan returned 
unto their Place, and flowed over all bis BankSf as they 
i\i before. 

19 And the People came up out of Jordan on the tenth 
Day of the firft Month, and encamp^ in Gilgal, ii) thei 
Eaft Border of Jericho. 

20 And thofe twelve Stones which they took out of Jor- 
^, did Jofbua pitch in Gilgal. 

21 And he fpake unto the Children of Ifrael, faying^ 
When your Children (hall a(k their Fathers in time to 
coiiie, &ying. What mean thefe Stones. 

22 Then ye (hali let your Children know, feyiz^ Ifrael 
came over this Jordan on dry Land. 

23 For the Lord your God dried up the Waters of 

Ean from before you, until ye were pafled over, as tb9 
d your God did to the Red Sea, which he (brjed up 
before us, until we were gone over. 

24 That ALL the People of the Earth might know 
the Hand of the Lord, that it is mighty ; that ye might 
FiEAR the Lord yoUr God for iviR. 
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C H A P. V.

Vir. I A ND it came to pafs when all the Kings of the 
XX Amorites, which were on the Side of Jordan 
Weft-ward, and all the Kings of the Canaanites, which 
were by the Sea, heard that the Lord had dried up the 
Waters of Jordan from before the Children of Ifrael, until 
we were pafled over, that their Heart melted ; neither was 
there Spirit in them any more, becaufe of the Children df 
Ifrael. 

2 At that Time the Lord faid unto Jofliua, Make thee 
fharp Knives, and circumcife again the Children of Ifrael 
the fecond time. 

4 And this is the Caufe why Jofliua did circumcife : All 
the People that came out of Eigypt, that were Males, even 
all the Men of War died in the Wildemefs by the way, af- 
ter they came but of Egypt. 

5 Now all the People that came out, were circumcifed ; 
but all the People that wefe born in the Wildemefs, by the 
way, as they came forth out df Egypt, them they had not 
circumcifed. 

6 For the Children of Ifrael walked forty Years in the 
Wildemefs, till all the People that were Men of War, which 
came out of £gypt were consumed, becaufe they obeyed 
NOT* the Voice of the Lord : unto whom the Lord fware 
that he would not fliew them the Land which the Lord 
fware unto their Fathtrs that he would give us, a Land that 
floweth with Milk and Honey. 

7 And their Children whom he raifed up in their ftead, 
them Jofliua circumcifed. 

8 And it came to pafs when they had done circumcifing 
all the People, that they abode in their Places in the Camp^ 
till they were whole. 

J And the Lord faid unto Jofliua, This Day have I 
sd away the Reproach of Egypt from off you : where* 
fore the Name of the Place is called Gilgal unto this Day. 

10 And the Children of Ifrael encamped in Gilgal, and 
kept the Paflbver on the fourteenth Day of the Month a( 
Even, in the Plains of Jericho. 

It And 
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, 1 1 And they did eat of the old Com of the Land bfl the 
Morrow after the Paflbver, unleavened Cakes, and parched 
Com in the felf-fame Day. 

12 And the Manna ceased on the Morrow after they 
had eaten of the old Com of the Land, neither had the 
Children of Ifrael Manna any more, but they did eat of 
the Fmit of the Land of Canaan that Year. 

1 3 And it came to pafs when Jofliua was by Jericho, 
that he lift up his Eyes and looked, and behold, there flood 
a Man over againft him, with his Sword drawn in his Hand : 
and Jofhua went unto hini, and faid unto him. Art thou 
for us, or for our Adverfaries ?

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2*And the Lord faid unto Jofliua, See, I have given 
into thine Hand Jericho, and the King thereof, and the 
mighty Men of Valour. 

3 And ye fliafl compafs the City, all ye Men of Waf, 
and go round about the City once : thus (halt thou do fix 
Days. 

4 And fevenPriefts (hall bear before the Ark feven Trum- 
pets of Rams Horns : and the feventh Day ye (hall compafs 
the City feven times, and the Priefts fhall blow with the 
Trumpets. 

5 And it (hall come to pafs that when they make a long 
Blaft with the Ram's Horn, and when ye hear the Sound 
of the Trumpet, all the People fhall fliout with a great 
Shout : and the Wall of the City fhall fall doWn flat, and 
the People fhall afcend up every Man flraight before him. 

6 And Jofhua called the Priefts, and faid unto them^ 
Take up the Ark of the Covenant*, and let feven Priefts bear 
feven Trumpets of Rams Horns before the Ark of the Lord. 

7 And he faid unto the People, Pafs on, and compafs the 
City, and let him that is armed pafs on before the Ark of 
the Lord. 

8 And it came to pafs when Jofhua had fpoken urito the 
People, that the feven Priefts bearing the feven Trumpets of 
Rams Horns, paflcd on before the Lord, and blew with 
the Trumpets : and the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord' 
followed them. 

9 And the armed Men went before the Priefts ^hat Hew 
with the Trumpets, and the Rereward came after the Arfc^ 
the Priefts going on, and blowing with the Trumpets. 

I o And Jofhua had commanded the People, faying, Ye 
fhall not fhout nor make any Noife with your Voice, nei- 
ther fhall any Word proceed out of your Mouth, until the 
Day I bid you fhouf, then fhall ye fliout. 

I I So the Ark of the Lord compafTed the City, going 
about it once : and they came into the Camp, and loidged 
in the Camp. 

12 And Jofhua rofe early in the Morning, and the 
Priefts took up the Ark of the Lord. 

1 3 And feven Priefts bearing feven Trumpets of Ramy 
Horns before the Ark of the Lord, went on continually, 
and blew witb the Trumpets : and the armed Men went 
before them, but the Rereward came after the Ark of the 
Lord, the Priefts going on, and blowing with the Trumpets* 

14 Ani 
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% 4 And the fecond Day they compafled the City once, 
und returned into the Camp : fo they did fix Days.

1 6 And it came to pafs at the feventh time, when the 
Priefo blew with the Trumpets, Jofhua faid unto the Peo- 
ple, Shout, for the Lord hath given you the City. 

1 7 And the City fhall be accurfed, even it and all that 
are therein, to the Lord : only Rahab the Harlot fhall live, 
flie and all that are with her in the Houfe, becaufe {be hid 
jthe Meflengers that we fent. 

1 8 And you in any wife keep yourfdvcs fron^ the ac- 
curfed Thing, left you make yourfelves accurfed when ye 
lake of the accurfed Thing, and make the Gamp of Ifrael 
a Curfe, and trouble it. 

1 9 But all the Silver and Gold, and Veflels of Brafs and 
Iron, are confecrated unto the Lord : they fhall come into 
the Treafury of the Lord.

26 And Jofhua adjured them at that time, faying. Cur-

CHAP. VII. 

I The T/raelites are fmitten at Ji. 6 Jq/hua^s CompIainK 
10 God vjJlruSfcth him what to do, 16 ylchan is taken bjf 
Lot : 19 His Confejfion : 22 He and all he had are de^ 
Jiroyed in the Valley of Achor. 

Ver. '"DUT the Children of Ifrael committed a TrefpafB 
IJ in the accurfed Thing : for Achan of the Tribe 
of Judah, took of the accurfed Thins; : and the Anger of 
the Lord was kindled againft the Children of Ifrael. 

2 And Jofliua fent Men from Jericho to Ai, which is 
befide Beth-aven, on the Eaft-fide of Beth-cl, and fpake 
unto them, faying. Go up and view the Country. And the 
Men went up and viewed Ai. 

3 And they returned to Joftiua, and faid unto him. Let 
not all the People go up : but let about two or three thou- 
fand Men go up and fmite Ai, and make not all the People 
to labour thither ; for they are but few. 

4 So there went ijp thither of the People about three 
thoufand Men, and they fled before the Men of Ai. 

5 And the Men of Ai fmotc about thirty and fix Men : 
for they chafed them from before the Gate even unto She- 
barim, and fmote them in the going down : wherefore the 
Hearts of the People melted, and became as Water. 

6 And Jofliua rtnt his Clothes, and fell to the Earth up- 
on his Face, before the Ark of the Lord, until the Even- 
tide, he and the Elders of Ifrael, and put Duft upon their 
Heads. 

7 And Jofliua faid, Alas, OLord God, wherefore haft 
thou at all brought thcfe People over Jordan, to deliver us 
into the Hand of the AmoriXes, to deftroy us ? would to 
God w$ h^d b^pn content, and dwelt on the other fide 
Jordan. 

8 O Lord, what fliall I fay, when Ifrael tumeth their 
packs before their Enemies. 

9 For the Canaanites and all thp Inhabitants of the Land 
^W hear of it> anc] fl)al{ environ us rpund^ and cut off d\xt 
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Kame from the Earth : and what wilt thou do unto thy 
GREAT Name? 

10 And the Lord faid unto Jofliua, Get thee up, where-r 
fore lieft thou thus upon thy Face ? 

11 Ifrael hath sinned, and they have alfo tranfgreiTed 
my Cyenant which I commanded them : for they have 
even taken of the accurfed Thing, and have alfo ftolen^ 
and difiembled alfo, and they have put it even amongft theilr 
own Stuff. 

1 2 Therefore the Children of Ifrael could not ftand be- 
fore their Enemies, but turned their Backs before their E- 
Bemies, becaufe they were accurfed : neither will I be with 
you any more, except you deftroy the Accurfed from 
amongft you. 

1 3 Up, fanftify the People, and fay, Sanftify yourfelves 
againft To-morrow : for thus faith the Lord God of If- 
rael, There is an accurfed Thing in the midft of thee, O 
Ifrael : thou canft not ftand before thine Enemies, until yc 
take away the accurfed Thing from among you. 

14 In the Morning therefore ye fhall be brought accor- 
ding to your Tribes : and it (hall be that the Tribe which 
the Lord taketh, (hall come according to the Families 
thereof ; and the Family which the Lord fhall take, fhall 
come by Houftiolds ; and the Houfhold which the Lord 
fhall take, fhall come Man by Man. 

1 5 And it fhall be that he that is taken with the accurfed 
Thing fhall be burnt with Fire, he and all that he hath : 
becaufe he hath tranfgrefled the Covenant of the Lord, and 
becaufe he hath wrought Folly in Ifrael. 

1 6 So Jofhua rofe up early in the Morning, and brought 
Ifrael by their Tribes ; and the Tribe of Judah was taken. 

1 7 And he brought the Family of Judah; and he took the 
Family of the Zarhites : and he brought the Family of the 
Zarhites Man by Man ; and Zabdi was taken : 

1 8 And he brought his Houfhold Man by Man ; and 
Achan of the Tribe of Judah was taken. 

19 And Jofhua faid unto Achan, My Son, give, I pray 
thee. Glory to the Lord God of Ifrael, and make Con- 
feflion unto hin^ ; and tell me now what thou haft done, hide 
it not froni me. 

' 20 And Achan anfwered Jofhua, and faid. Indeed I hayc 
finned againft Uie {^ord God of Ifrael, and thus and thus 
have I dQne# "" 

%i When 
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21 When I faw among the Spoils a goodly BABYLONJsif 
Garment, and two hunlrcJ jShckels of Silver, and a 
Wedge of Gold of fifty Shekels weight, then I coveted 
them, and took them, and hchold they are hid in the Earth 
in the midft of my Tent, and the Silver under it. 

22 So Jofliua fent Meflcngers, and they ran unto the 
Tent, and behold, it was hid in his Tent, and tlfc Silver 
under it. 

23 And they took them out of the midft of the Tent, 
and brought them unto Jofliua, and unto all the Children 
of Ifrael, and laid them out before the Lord. 

24 And Jofliua and all Ifrael with him, took Achan, and 
the Silver, and the Garment, and the Wedge of Gold, and 
ibis Sons, and his DaiJghtcrs, and all that he had : and they 
brought them unto the Valley of Achor. 

25 And Jofliua faid. Why haft thou troubled us ? the 
Lord fliall trouble thee this Day. And all Ifrael ftoned him 
with Stones, and burned them with Fire, after they had 
ftoned them with Stones. 

26 And they raifed up over him a great Heap of Stones 
unto this Day : So the Lord turned from the Fiercenefs 
of his Anger : wherefore the Name of that Place was cal- 
led, The Valley of Achor unto this Day.

Ver. I A ND the Lord faid unto Jofliua, Fear not, nei- 
Xjl ther be thou difmayed : take all the People of 
War with thee, and arife, go Mp to Ai : fee, I have given 
into thy Hand the King of Ai, and his People, and his Ci- 
ty, and his Land. 

2 And thou flialt do to Ai, and her King, as thou didft 
unto Jericho and her King : only the Spoil thereof, and the 
Cattle thereof fliall ye take for a Prey unto yourfelves : lay 
thee an Ambufli for the City behind it. 

3 So Jofliua arofe, and all the People of War, to go up 
againft Ai : and Jofliua chofe out thirty thoufand mighty 
Men of Valour, and fent them away by Night. 

' 4 And he commanded them, faying, Behold, yc (hall lie 
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In wait againft the City, even behind the City : go not far 
from the City, but be ye all ready. 

5 And I, and all the People that are with me, will ap- 
{jroach unto the City : and it (hall come to pafs when they 
come out againft us, as at the firft, that we will flee before 
them. 

6 (For they will come out after us) till we have drawn 
them from the City ; for they will fay, They flee before us, 
as at the firft : therefore we will flee before them. 

7 Then ye (hall rife up from the Ambufh,' and feize up- 
(Jn the City : for the Lord your God will deliver it inta 
your Hand. 

8 And it fliall be when ye have taken the City, that ye 
fliall fet the City on fife : according to the Commandment 
of the Lord (hall ye do. See, I have conmianded you. 

14 And it came to pafs when the King of Ai faw it, that 
they hafted and rofe up early, and the Men of the City 
went out againft Ifrael to Battle, he and all his People, at 
a Time appointed, before the Plain ; but he wift not that 
there were Liers in Ambufli againft him behind the City. 

1 5 And Jofhua and all Ifrael made as if they were bieatdi 
before them, and fled by the way of the Wildemefs. 

1 6 And all the People that were in Ai, were called to- 
gether to purfue after them : and they purfued after Jofhaa, 
and were drawn away from the City. 

17 And there was not a Man left in Ai, or Beth-el, that' 
Ivent not out after Ifrael : and they left the City open, aAd 
purfued after Ifrael. 

18 And the Lord faid unto Jofhua, Stretch out the 
Spear that is in thy Hand toward Ai ; for I will give it into 
thine Hand. And Jofhua ftretched out the Spear that he 
bad in his Hand toward the City. 

19 And the Ambufh rofe quickly out of their Place, an<t 
they ran as foon as he had ftretched out his Hand : and they 
cntred into the City, and took it, and hafted, and fet the 
City on fire. 

2 3 And the King of Ai they took alive, and brought him 
to Jofhua. 

25 And fo it was, that all that fell that Day, both of 
Men and Women, were twelve thoufand, even all the Men 
of Ai. 

30 Then Jofhua built an Altar unta the Lord God of 
Ifrael in Mount Ebal.

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3 1 As Mofes the Servant of the Lord commanded thd 
Children of Ifrael, as it is written in the Book of the Law 
of Mofes, an Altar of whole Stones, over which no Man 
hath lift up any Iron : and they offered thereon Burnt-offer- 
ings unto the Lord, and facrificed Peace-offerings. 

32 And he wrote there upon the Stones a Copy of the 
law of Mofes, which he wrote in the prefence of the Chil- 
dren of Ifrael. 

33 And all Ifrael, and their Elders and Officers, and their 
Judges, ftood on this fide the Ark, and on that fide, before 
the Priefts the Levites, which bare the Ark of the Covenant 
of the Lord, as well the Stranger as he that was bom a- 
mong them ; half of them over againft Mount Gerizzim, 
and half of them over againlt Mount Ebal : as Mofes the 
Servant of the Lord had commanded before, that they 
Ihould blefs the People of Ifrael. 

34 And afterward he read all the Words of the Law^ 
the Blessings and Cursings, according to all that is writ- 
ten in the Book of the Law. 

35 There was not a Word of all that Mofes commanded, 
which Jofliua read not before all the Congregation of 
Ifrael with the Women, and the Little ones, and the Stran- 
gers that were converfant among them.

Ver. ^'^\\OVf it came to pafs, when Adonizedek King of 
XN Jerufalem had heard how Jofhua had taken Ai, 
and had utterly deflroyed it, (as he had done to Jericho and 
her King, fo he had done to Ai and her King) and how the 
Inhabitants of Gibeon had niade Peace with Ifrael^ and were 
among them %

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I That they feared greatly, bccaufe Gibeon was a great 
City, as one of the Royal Cities, and becaufe it was greater 
than Ai, and all the Men thereof were mighty. 

3 Wherefore Adonizedek King of Jerufalem, fent unto 
Hoham King of Hebron, and unto Piram King of Jarmutb, 
and unto Japhia King of Lachifh, and unto Debir King

2 And to the Kings that were on the North of the 
Mountains, and of the Plains, South of Cinneroth, and in 
the Valley, and in the Borders of Dor, on the Weft ;

4 And they went out, they and all their Hbfts with them, 
inuch People, even as the Sand that is upon the Sea-fliore 
In multiti^de, wifh Horfes and Chariots very many. 

5 And when all thefe Kings were met together, they 
came and pitched together at the Waters of Merom, to fight 
againft Ifrael.

9 An4 
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9 And Jofliua did unto them as the Lord bade him : 
\\t houghed their Horfes, and burnt their Chariots with 
Fire, 

10 And Jofliua at that time turned back, and took Ha- 
aor, and fmote the King thereof with the Sword : for Ra- 
zor beforetime was the Head of all thofe Kingdoms. 

1 1 And they fmote all the Souls that were therein with 
the Edge of the Sword, utterly deftroying them : there was 
not any left to breathe ; and he burnt Hazor with Fire. 

1 2 And all the Cities of thofe Kings, and all the Kings 
of them did Jofliua take, and fmote them with the Edge of 
the Sword, and he utterly dellroyed them, as Mofes the 
Servant of the Lord commanded. 

1 3 But as for the Cities that flood ftill in their Strength, 
Ifrael burnt none of them, fave Hazor only ; that did Jo- 
fliua bum. 

15 As the Lord commanded Mofes his Servant, fo did 
Mofes command Jofliua, and fo did Jofliua : he left no- 
thing undone of all that the Lord commanded Mofes. 

1 6 So Jofliua took all that Land, the Hills, and all the 
South-country, and all the Land of Goflien, and the Val- 
ley, and the Plain, and the Mountain of Ifrael, and the 
VaUey of the fame. 

1 8 Jofliua made War a long time with all thofe Kings. 

19 There was not a City that made Peace with the Chil- 
dren of Ifrael, fave the Hivites the Inhabitants of Gibeon ; 
all others they took in Battle. 

20 For it was of the Lord to harden their Hearts, that 
they fliould come againft Ifrael in Battle, that he might de- 
ftroy them utterly, and that they might have no Favour, 
but that he might dellroy them, as the Lord commanded 
Mofes. 

21 And at that time came Jofliua, and cut off the Ana- 
kims from the Mountains of Judah, and from the Moun- 
tains of Ifrael : Jofliua defiroyed them utterly with their 
Qities. 

22 There was none of the Anakims left in the Land of 
the Children of Ifrael : only in Gaza, in Gath, and in 
Aflidod, there remained. 

23 So Jofliua took the whole Land, according to all that 
the Lord faid unto Mofes, and Jofliua gave it for an Inhe- 
ritance unto Ifrael, according to their Divifions by their 
^ribes. And the Land lefted frpm War.

9 And flie faid, I will furely go with thde : notwith- 
ftanding the Journey that thou takeft, fliall not be for thine 
Honour ; for the Lord fliall fell Sifcra into the Hand of a 
Woman. And Deborah arofe, and went with Barak to 
Kadefli. 

10 And Barak called Zebulun and Naphtali to Kadefli, 
and he went up with ten thoufand Men at his Feet : and 
Deborah went up with him. 

12 And they fliewed Sifera, that Barak was gone up to 
Mount Tabor. 

1 3 And Sifera gathered nine hundred Chariots of Iron. 

14 And Deborah faid unto Barak, Up ; for this is the 
Day in which the Lord hath delivered Sifcra into thine 
Hand : is not the Lord gone out before thee ? So Barak 
went down from Mount Tabor, and fen thoufand Men af- 
ter him.

20 They fought from Heaven, the Stars in their Courfes 
fought againft Sifera. 

21 The River of Kiflion fwept them away, that ancient 
River, the River Kiflion : O my Soul, thou haft iroden

22 Then were the Horfe-hoofs broken, by the means of 
the Pranfings, the Pranfings of their mighty Ones. 

23 Curfe ye Meroz (faid the Angel of the Lord) curfe 
ye bitterly the Inhabitants thereof: becaufe they came not 
to the Help of the Lord, to the Help of the Lord againft 
the Mighty.

Ifrael is oppreffed by the Philijlines, 2 Art Angel appeareth 
to ManoaVs Wife, 8 The Angel appeareth to Manoah. 
15 ManoaVs Sacrifice^ whereby the Angel is difcovered. 
24 Samfon is born. 

Ver, I A ND the Children of Ifrael did evil again in the 
JLJL fight of the Lord, and the Lord delivered them 
into the Hand of the Philiftines forty Years. 

2 And there was a certain Man of Zorah, of the Family 
of the Danites, whofe Name was Manoah, and his Wife 
was barren and bare not. 

3 And the Angel of the Lord appeared unto the Wo- 
man, and faid unto her. Behold now, thou art barren and 
beared not : but thou (halt conceive, and bear a Son. 

4 Now therefore beware, I pray thee, and drink not

2 And he came up and told his Father, and his Mother, 
and faid, I have fjsen a Woman in Tinmath of the Daugh- 
ters of the Philiftines : now therefore get her for me to 
Wife. 

3 Then his Father and Mother faid unto him. Is there 
never a Woman among the Daughters of thy Brethren, ^f 
among all my People, that thou goeft to take a Wife of the 
uncircumcifed Philiftines ? and Samfon faid unto his Father, 
Get her for me, for flie pleafeth me well. 

4 But his Father and his Mother knew not that it was 
of the Lord, that he fought an Occafion againft the Phi- 
liftines : for at that time the Phififtines had Dominion over 
Ifrael. 

5 Then went Samfon down, and his Father, and his 
Mother, to Timnath, and came to the Vineyards of Tim- 
nath '. and behold, a young Lion rored againft him.

1 5 And it came to pafs on the feventh Day, that they 
faid unto Samfon's Wife, Entice thy Hu(band, that he may 
declare unto us the Riddle, left we burn thee and thy Fa- 
ther's Houfe with Fire : have ye i:alled us to take that we 
have ? is it ncJt fo ? 

16 And Samfon's Wife wept before him, and faid. Thou 
doft but hate me, and loveft me not : thou haft put forth a 
Riddle unto fhe ChilcJren of my People, and haft not told if 
me. And he faid unto her. Behold, I have not told it my 
Father nor my Mother, and fliall I tell it thee ? 

1 7 And (he wept before him the feven Days, while their 
Feaft lafted : and it came to pafs on the feventh Day, that 
he told her, becaufe (he lay fore upon him : and flie told 
the Riddle to the Children of her People.

5 Wherefore ye (hall make Images of your Emerods, 
and Images of your Mice that mar the Land, and ye (hall 
give glory unto the God of Ifrael : perad venture he will 
lighten his Hand from oflf you, and from off your Gods, 
and from oflF your Land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden your Hearts, as the 
Egyptians and Pharaoh hardned their Hearts ? 
when he had wrought wonderfully among them, did they 
not let the People go, and they departed ? 

7 Now therefore make a new Cart, and take two Milch- 
kine on which there hath come no Yoke, and tie the Kine 
to the Cart, and bring their Calves home from them. 

8 And take the Ark of the Lord, and lay it upon the 
Cart, and put the Jewels of Gold which ye return him for 
a Trefpafs-offering, in a Coffer by the fide thereof, and fend 
it away, that it may go. 

9 And fee, if it goeth up by the way of his own Coaft 
to Beth-(heme(h, then he hath done us this great Evil : but 
if not, then we (hall know that it is not his Hand that 
(mote us ; it was a Chance that happened to us. ' 

10 And the Men did fo. 

1 2 And the Kine took the flraight Way to tlie Way of 
Beth-(heme(h, and went along the Highway, lowing as they 
went ; and the Lords of the Philiftines went after them un- 
to the Border of Beth-(heme(h. 

1 3 And they of Beth-(heme(h were reaping their Wheat- 
harveft in the Valley : and they lifted up ther Eyes, and 
faw the Ark, and rejoyced to fee it. 

14 And the Cart came into the Field of Jo{hua a Befhf 
(hemite, and ftood there, where there was a great Stone : 
and they clave the Wood of the Cart, and offered the Kine 
a Burnt-oSeiing unto the Lord. 

\S Anci 
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1 5 And the Levitcs took down the Ark of the Lord, and 
the CoflFer that was with it, wherein the Jewels of Gold 
were, and put them on the great Stone : and the Men of 
9eth-{hemefh offered Burnt-oSerings, and facrificed Sacri- 
fices the fame Day untcf the Lord. 

1 6 And when the five Lords of the Philiftines had feen 
it, they returned to Ekron the fame Day. 

1 7 And thefe are the golden Emerods which the Phili- 
ftines returned for a Trefpafs-offering unto the Lord j for 
Afhdod one, for Gaza one, for Afkelon one, for Gath 
one, for Ekron one. 

1 8 An(f the golden Mice, according to the Number of all 
the Cities of the Philiftines belonging to the five Lordsy 
both of fenced Cities, and of Country Villages, even unto 
the great Stone of Abel, whereon they fet down the Ark of 
the Lord : which Stone remaineth unto this Day, in the 
Field of Jofliua the Beth-fliemite. 

19 And he fitiote the Men of Beth-&eme(h, becaufe they 
looked into the Ark of the Lord, even be fmote of the 
People fifty thoufand and threefcore and ten Men : and the 
People lamented, becaufe the Lord had finitten many of 
the People with a great Slaughter. 

20 And the Men of Beth-fliemefli faid. Who is able to 
Hand before this holy Lord God ? and to whom (hall he 
go up from us? 

2 1 And they fent MeJTengers to the Inhabitants of Kir-* 
jath-jearim, faying. The Philiftines have brought again the 
Ark of the Lord i come ye down, and fetch it up to you.

3 The IfraeliteSj by SamueVs MeanSy folemnly repent at ATtz* 
peh. 9 Samuel prayings 1 3 the Philiftines are difcomfited. 

Ver. 1 5 A N D Samuel judged Ifrael all the Days of his 
JUL Life. 

1 6 And he went from Year to Year in Circuit to Beth-el, 
ioid Gilgal, and Mizpeh, and judged Ifrael in all thofe Places. 

1 7 And his Return was to Ramah ; for there was his 
Houfe : and there he judged Ifrael, and there he built an 
Alur unto the Lord.

Lord. 

7 And the Lord faid unto Samuel, Hearken unto the 
Voice of the People in all that they fay unto thee : for they 
have not rejcdled thee, but they have rejected me, that 
I {hould not REIGN OVER them. 

8 According to all the Works which they have done fincc 
the Day that I brought them up out of Egypt, even unto this 
Day, wherewith they have forfaken me, and ferved other

9 Now therefore hearken unto their Voice : howbeit, 
yet proteft folemnly unto them, and (hew them the Manner 
of the King that (hall reign over them.

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3 Behold, here I am, witnefs againft me before tfic 
Lord, and before his Anointed : whofe Ox have I taken f 
or whofe Afs have I taken ? or whom have I defrauded ? 
whom have lopprefled ? or of whofe Hand have I received 
any Bribe to blind mine Eyes therewith ? and I will re- 
ftore it you. 

4 And they faid, Thou" haft not defrauded us, nor op- 
preffed us, neither haft thou taken ought of any Man'^ 
Hand.

CHAP. XIV. 

I Jonathan miraculoujly fmiteth the Philijlines Garifon. 1 5 A 
divine Terrour maketh them beat themfelves. 24 Sauts un^ 
advifed Adjuration bindreth the Vi^ory. 36 Jonathan faved 
hy the People. ^ 

Fir. ^'y^lOW it came to p^fs upon a Day, that Jonathan 
XN the Son of Saul faid unto the young Mair that 
bear his Armour, Come, and let us go over to the Phili- 
ftines Garifon, that is on the other fide : but he told not his 
Father. 

4 And between the Paffages by which Jonathan fought 
to go over unto the Philiftines Garifon, there was a (harp 
Rock on the one fide, and a (harp Rock on the other fide. 

6 And Jonathan faid to the young Man that bare his Ar- 
mour, Come, and let us go over to the Garifon of thefe 
Uncircumcifed ; it may be that the Lord will work for 
us : for there is no Reftraint to the Lord to fave by MAmr 
or by FEW. 

8 Jonathan faid. Behold, we will pafs over unto thefe 
Men, and we will difcover ourfelves unto them. 

9 If they fay thus unto us. Tarry tmtil we come to you ; 
then we will iband (till in our Place, and will not go up un^ 
to them. 

10 But if they fay thus. Come up unto us ; then we will 
go up : for the Lord hath delivered them into our Hand ; 
and this (hall be a Sign unto us. 

1 1 And both of them difcovered themfelves unto the Ga* 
rrfon of the Philiftines : and the Philiftines faid. Behold, tbf 
Hebrews come forth out of the Holes, where they had hid 
themfelves. 

1 2 And the Men of the Garifon anfwered Jonathan, and 
faid. Come up to us, and we will (hew you a Thing. And 
Jonathan faid unto his Armour-bearer, Come up after me ; 
for the Lord hath delivered them into the Hand of If* 
rael. 

1 3 And Jonathan climbed up upon his Hands, and upon 
his Feet, and his Armour-bearer after him : and they fell 
before Jonathan ; and his Armour-bearer flew after him. 

14 And that firll Slaughter which Jonathan and his Ar- 
mour-bearer made, was about twenty Men. 

15 And 
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15 And there was trembling in the Hoft, and among all 
the People ; and the Earth ^ijaked : fo it was a very 

great TREMBLING. 

16 And the Watchmen of Saul looked ; and behold, the 
Multitude mdted away, and they went on beating down 
one another. 

17 Tijcn faid Saul, Number now, and fee who is gone 
ftom us. And when they had numbrcd, behold, Jonathan 
and his Armour-bearer were not thejre. 

18 And Saul faid unto Ahiah, Bring hither the Ark of 
Gop. 

19 And it came to pafs while Saul talked upto the Prieft, 
that the Noife that was in the Hoft of the Philiftines went 
on, and increafed. 

20 And Saul, and all the People came to the Batt)e : 
and behold, every Man's Sword was againft his Fellow, ati4 
there was a very great Difcomfiture. 

21 Moreover, the Hebrews that were with the Philiftines 
before that Time, they alfo turned to be with the Ifraelites. 

22 Likewife all the Men of Ifrael which had hid them- 
fclvcs, when they heard that the Philiftines fled, even they 
alfo followed hard after them in the fiattle. 

23 So the Lord saved Ifrael that Day. 

24 And the Men of Ifrael were diftrefled that Day : for 
Saul had adjured the People, faying, Curfed be the Man 
that eateth any Food until Evening, that I may be avenged 
on mine Enemies : fo none of the Peoplp tafted any Food. 

25 And all they of the Land came to a Wood, and there 
was Honey upon the Ground. 

26 But no Man put his Hand to his Mputh : for the 
People feared thp Oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when his Father charged the 
People with the Oath : wherefore he put forth the End of 
the Rod that was in his Hand, and dipt it in an Honey- 
comb, and put his Hand to his Mouth ^ and his Eyes were 
cnlightned. 

28 Then anfwered one of the People, and faid, Thy 
Father ftraitly charged the People with an Oath, faying, 
Curfed be the Man that eateth any Food this Day. And 
|he People were hinU 

29 Then faid Jonathan, My Father hath troubled thp 
Jiand : fee, J pray yoy, how mine Eyes have been enlight- 
ned^ becaufe I tafted a little of this Hon^y : 

* 30 How 
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30 How much more, if haply the People had eaten free* 
ly To-day of the Spoil of their Enemies which they found? 
for had there not been now a much greater Slaughter among 
the Philiftines ? 

31 And they fmote the Philiftines that Day: and the 
People were very faint. 

32 And the People flew upon the Spoil, and took Sheep, 
and Oxen, and Calves, and flew them on the Ground : and 
the People did eat them with the Blood. 

33 Then they told Saul, faying. Behold, the People fin 
againft the Lord, in that they eat with the Blood. And 
he faid. Ye have tranfgrefled : roll a great Stone unto me 
this Day. 

34 And Saul faid, Difperfe yourfelves among the People, 
and fay unlo them, Bring me hither every Man his Ox, 
and every Man his Sheep, and flay them here, and eat ; and 
fin not againft the Lord in eating with the Blood. 

35 And Saul built an Altar unto the Lord: the fame 
was the firft Altar that he built unto the Lord. 

3/ And Saul aflced Counfel of God, Shall I go down 
after the Philiftines ? wilt thou deliver ihem into the Hand 
of Ifrael ? But he anfwered him not that Day. 

38 And Saul faid. Draw ye near hither all the chief 
of the People : and know and fee wherein this Sin hath 
been this Day. 

39 For as the Lord liveth, which faveth Ifrael, though 
it be in Jonathan my Son, he (hall furely die. But there 
was not a Man among all the People that anfwered 

him. 

40 Then faid he unto ^11 Ifrael, Be ye on one fide, and 
I and Jonathan my Son. will be on the other fide. And 
the People faid unto S^ul, Do what feemeth good untq 
thee. f 

41 Therefore Saul f^id unto the Lord God of Ifrael, 
Give a perfeft Lot. AM Saul and Jonathan were taken. 

42 And Saul faid, Caft Lots between me and Jonathan 
my Son. And Jonathan was taken. 

43 Then Saul faid to Jonathan, Tell me what thou haft 
done. And Jonathan tolc^^him, and faid, I did but taftc a 
little Honey with the End oT^-fbcL Rod that was in mine 
Hand, and lo, I muft die. 

44 And Saul anfwered, God do fo, and more alfo : for 
thou flialt furely die. 

4S And 
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45 And the People faid unto Saul, Shall Jonathan die, 
Vho hath wrought this great Salvation in Ifrael ? God for- 
)>id : as the Lord liveth, there (hall not one Hair of his 
Head fall to the Ground ; for he hath wrought with God 
this Day. So the People refcued Jonathan that he died not. 

47 Saul took the Kingdom over Ifrael, and fought againft 
ail his Enemies on every fide : and whitherfoever he turned 
himfelf, he vexednhem. 

48 And delivered Ifrael out of the Hands of them that 
fpoiled them. 

52 And there was fore War againft the Philiftincs all the 
Days of Saul : and when Saul faw any ftrong Man, or an/ 
valiant Man, he took him unto him.

14 And Samuel faid. What meaneth then this bleating 
of the Sheep in mine Ears, and the lowing of the Oxeii 
which t hear ? 

1 5 And Saul faid. They have brought them from the A- 
malekites : for the People fpared the beft of the Sheep and 
of the Oxen, to facrifice unto the Lord thy God, and the 
reft we have utterly deftroyed. 

16 Then Samuel faid unto Saul, Stay, and I will tell 
thee what the Lord hath faid to me this Night. And he 
^id unto him, Sav on. 

17 And Samuel faid, When thou waft little* in thine own 
fight, waft thou not made the Head of the Tribes of Ifrael, 
and the Lord anointed thee King over Ifrael \ 

B b b 18 And 
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1 8 And the Lord fcnt thee on a Journey, and faid, Go> 
and utterly deflroy the Sinners the Amalekites, and fight- 
againft them until they be confumed. 
, 19 Wherefore then didft thou not obey the Voice of the

22 And Samuel faid, Hath the Lord as great Delight in 
Bumt-ofFerings and Sacrifices, as in obeying the Voice of 
the Lord ? Behold, to obey is better than Sacrifice ; and 
to hearken,- than the Fat of Rams. 

23 For Rebellion is as the Sin of Witchcraft, and Stub- 
bomnefs is as Iniquity and Idolatry ; becaufe thou haft re- 
jefted the Word of the Lord, he hath alfo rejedled thco 
from being King. 

CHAP. XVL

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^e Lord : fan£tify yourfelves, and come with me to the 
Sacrifice. And he fanflified Jefle and bis Sons^ and called 
them to the Sacrifice. 

6 And it came to pafs when they were come, that he 
looked on Eliab, and faid. Surely the Lord's Anointed is 
^before him. 

7 fiut the Lord faid unto Samuel, Look not on his 
Countenance, oc on the Height of his Stature ; becaufe I

15 But David went and returned from Saul to feed his 
Father's Sheep at Bcth-lchem. 

16 And the Philiftine drew near Morning and Evening, 
and prefented himfelf forty Days. 

17 And Jeffe faid unto David his Son, Take now for thy 
Brethren, an Bphah of this parched Com, and thefe ten 
Loaves, and run to the Camp to thy Brethren. 

1 8 And carry thefe ten Cheefes unto the Captain of their 
thoufand, and look how thy Brethren fare, and take their 
Pledge, 

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the Men of Ifrael were 
jn the Valley of Elah, fighting with the Philiftines, 

20 And David rofe up early in the Morning, and left the 
Sheep with a Keeper, and took and went, as Jefle had 
commanded him ; and he came to the Trench, as the Hoft 
was going forth to the Fight, and (houted for the Battle. 

21 For Ifrael and the Philiftines had put the Battle in 
aray. Army againft Army. 

22 And David left his Carriage in the Hand of the Keeper 
of the Carriage, and ran into the Army, and came and fa- 
luted his Brethren. 

23 And as he talked with them, behold there came up the 
Champion, ( the Philiftine of Gath, Goliali by Name) out 
of the Armies of the Philiftines, and fpake according to the 
fame Words : and David heard them. 

24 And all the Men of Ifrael, when they faw the Man, 
fled from him, and were fore afraid. 

25 And the Men of Ifrael faid. Have ye feen this Man 
that is come up ? furely to defy Ifrael is he come up : and 
it {hall be that the Man who killeth him, the King will en7 
f ich him with great Riches, and will give him his Daugh'^ 
ter, and make his Father's Houfe free in Ifrael. 

^6 And David fpake to the Men that ftood by him, fay* 
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iipg. What {ball be done to the Man that killeth this Phi- 
liftine, and taketh away the Reproach from Ifrael ? for who 
is this uncircumcifed Philiiline, that he fbould defy the Ar- 
mies of the LIVING God ? 

27 And the People anfwered him after this manner, fay- 
ing. So (hall it be done to the Man that killeth bim. 

28 And Eliab his elded Brother heard when he fpake im- 
to the Men ; and Eliab's Anger was kindled againft David, 
and be faid, Why earned thou down hither? and with 
whom haft thou left thofe few Sheep in the Wildemefs ? I 
know thy Pride, and the Naughtinefs of thine Heart : for 
thou art come down, that thou mighteft fee the Battle. 

29 And David faid. What have I now done ? Is there 
not a Caufe ? 

30 And he turned from him towards another, and fpako 
after the fame manner : and the People anfwered him again 
after the former manner, 

3 1 And when the Words were heard which David fpake, 
they rehearfed them before Saul : and he fent for him. 

32 And David faid to Saul, Let no Man's Heart fail be- 
caufe of him ; thy Servant will go and fight with this Phi- 
(iftine. 

33 And Saul faid to David, Thou art not able to go a- 

?iinft this Philiftine, to fight with him : for thou art but a 
outh, and he a Man of War from his youth.

39 And David girded bis Sword upon bis Armour, and 
he aflayed to go, for he bad not proved it : and David faid 
unto Saul, I carmot go with thefe : for I have not proved 
them. And David put them off him. 

40 And be took bis Staff in his Hand, and cbofe him five 
fmooth Stones out of the Brook, and put them in a Shep- 
herd's Bag which be bad, even in a Scrip, and bis Sling was 
in bis Hand, and he drew near to the Pbilifiine. 

41 And the Pbiliftine came on, and drew near unto Da- 
rid, and the Man that bare the Shield went before him. 

42 Atd wb?n the Pbiliftine looked about and faw David^ 
he difdained him : for he was but a Youth, and ruddy, and 
of a h\t Countenance. 

43 And the Pbiliftine faid unto David, Am I a Dog^ 
that thou comeft to me with Staves ? and the Pbiliftine cur-^ 
fed David by his Gods. 

44 And the Pbiliftine faid to David, Come to me, and t 
wiU give thy Flefh unto the Fowls of the Air, and to the 
Beafts of the Field. 

45 Then faid David to the Pbiliftine, Thou comeft to 
me with a Sword, and with a Spear, and with a Shield % 
but I come to thee in the Name of the Lord of Hosts^ 
the God of the Armies of Israel, whom thou haft de-* 
fied. 

46 This Day will the Lord deliver thee into mine 
Hand, and I will fmite thee, and take thine Head from thee, 
and I will give the Carcafes of the Hoft of the Pbiliftines 
this Day unto the Fowls of the Air, and to the Wild Beafts 
of the Earth ; that all the Earth may know that there is a 
God in Ifrael.

• 5 5 And when Saul faw David go forth againft the Phili- 
ftine, he faid unto Abner the Captain of the Hoft, Abner, 
whofe Son is this Youth ? and Abner faid. As thy Soul liveth, 

King, I cannot tell. 

56 And the King faid, Enquire thou whofe Son the 
Stripling is. 

57 And as David returned from the Slaughter of the Phit • 
liftine, Abner took him and brought him before Saul, witl| 
;he Head of the Philiftine in his Hand. 

58 And Saul faid to him, Whofe Son art thou, thou 
young Man ? And David anfwered, I am the Son of thy 
Servant Jefle the Beth-lehemite. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

1 Jonathan loveth David : 5 Saul envying his Praifej 10 fielt'* 
eth to till him in hrs Fury : 12 Fearing him for his good 
Suae/sy 1 7 be offereth him bis Daughter/or a Snare. 

Fir. I A ND it came to pafs when he had made an end of 
jLX fpeaking unto Saul, that the Soul of Jonathan 
was knit with the Soul of David, and Jonathan loved him 
as his own Soul. 

2 And Saul took him that Day, and would let him go na 
;pore home to his Father's Houfe. 
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3 Then Jonathan and David made a Covenant, becauA 
he loved hijn as his own Soul. 

4 And Jonathan ftript himfelf of the Robe that was up- 
on him, and gave it to David, and his Garments, even to 
his Sword, and to his Bow, and to his Girdle. 

5 And David went out whitherfoever Saul fent him, and 
behaved himfelf wifely : and Saul fet him over the Men of 
War, and he was accepted in the fight of all the People, 
and alfo in the fight of Saul's Servants. 

6 And it came to pafs as they came, when David was 
returned from the Slaughter of the Philiftine, that the Wo- 
men came out of all Cities of Ifrael singing and dancing, 
to meet King Saul, with Tabrets, with Joy, and w ith In- 
ftruments of Mufick. 

7 And the Women anfwpred one another as they played, 
and faid, Saul hath flain his Thousands, and David his 
Ten thousands. 

8 And Saul was very wroth, and the Saying difpleafed 
him ; and he faid. They have afcribed unto David Ten 
thoufands, and to me they have afcribed but Thoufands : 
and what can he have more but the Kingdom? 

9 And Saul eyed David from that Day and forward. 

to And it came to pafs on the Morrow, that the evil 
♦Spirit from God came upon Saul, and he propheficd in the 
midil of the Houfe : and David played with his Hand, as at 
other Times : and there was a Javelin in Saul's Hand. 

1 1 And Saul caft the Javelin ; for he faid, I will fmite 
JDavid even to the Wall with it : and David avoided out o/ 
his Prcfence twice. 

12 And Saul was afraid of David, becaufe the Lord was 
with him, and wa^ departed from Saul. 

13 Therefore Saul removed him from him, and made 
hini his Captain over a thoufand : and he went out and 
canie in before the People. 

14 And David behaved himfelf wifely in all his Ways ; 
and the Lord was with him. 

15 Wherefore when Saul faw that he behaved himfelf 
very wifely, he was afraid of him. 

16 But all Ifrael and Judah loved Diivid, becaufe he went 
out and came in before th^m. 

1 7 And Saul faid to David, Behold, my elder Daughter 
Merab, her will I give thee to Wife : only be thou valiant 
for ine, and fight th^ Lorq's Settles. ; (qx 3a\il ^aid, l^et n^c 

mine 
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mine Hand be upon him, but let the Hand of the Philiftines 
be upon him. 

1 8 And David faid unto Saul, Who am I ? and what is 
my Life, or my Father's Family in Ifrael, that I fhould be 
Son-in-law to the King ? 

19 But it came to pafs, at the Time when Merab Saul's 
Daughter fliould have been given to David, that (he was 
given unto Adriel the Meholathite to Wife. 

20 And Michal SaiJ's Daughter loved David : and they 
told Saul, and the thing pleafed him. 

21 And Saul faid, I will give him her, that fhe may be 
a Snare to him, and that the Hand of the Philiftines may be 
againft him. Wherefore Saul faid to David, Thou flialt 
this Day be my Son-in-law, in the one of the twain. 

22 And Saul commanded his Servants, faying, Commune 
with David fecretly, and fay. Behold, the King hath De- 
light in thee, and all his Servants love thee : now therefore 
be the King's Son-in-law. 

23 And Saul's Servants fpake thofe Words In the Ears of 
David : and David faid, Seemeth it to you a light Thing to 
be a King's Son-in-law, feeing that I am a poor Man, and 
lightly efteemed ? 

24 And the Servants of Saul told him, faying. On this 
manner fpake David. 

25 And Saul faid, Thus fhall ye fay to David, The King 
delireth not any Dowry ; but an hundred Forcfkins of the 
Philiftines, to be avenged of the King's Enemies. But 
Saul thought to make David fall by the Hand of the Phi- 
liftines. 

26 And when his Servants told David thefe Words, it 
pleafed David well to be the King's Son-in-law : and the 
Days were not expired. 

27 Wherefore David arofe, and went, he and his Men, 
and flew of the Philiftines two hundred Men ; and David 
brought their Foreflcins, and they gave them in full Tale to 
the King, that he might be the King's Son-in-law : and 
Saul gave him Michal his Daughter to Wife. 

28 And Saul faw and knew that the Lord was with Da- 
vid, and that Michal Saul's Daughter loved him. 

29 And Saul was yet the more afraid of David j and Saul 
became David's Enemy continually. 

30 Then the Princes of the Philiftines went forth : and 
it came to pafs after they went forth, that David behaveh

1 6 An4 the King faid, Thou fhalt furely die, Ahiftie- 
lech, thou tnd all thy Father's Houfe. 

1 7 And the King faid unto the Foot-men that ftood a- 
btait him. Turn and flay the Priefts pf the Lord ; becaufe 
their Hztid alfo is with pavid, and becaufe they knew when 
he fledy and did not (hew it to me. But the Servants of 
the King would not put forth their Hand to fall upon the 
priefts of the Lord. 

1 8 And the King faid to Doeg, Turn thou and fall upO^i 
fte Pfiefts. And Docz the Edomite turned, and he fell 
upon the Priefts, and uew on that Day fourfcore and five 
Ptrfotpi that did wear a Ihieij Ephod. 

19 And Nob the City of the Priefts, (mote he with the 
Edgje of the Sword, both Men and Women, Children and 
Sucklings, and Oxen, and AfTes, and Sheep, with the Edge 
of the Swprd.

23 Abide thou with me, fear not: for he that feeketF^ 
my Life, feeketh thy Life : but with me thou fhalt be i|i 
Safeguard.

9 And David knew that Saul fecretly pradlifed Mifchief 
againft him ; and he faid to Abiathar the Prieft, Bring hv« 
ihti the Ephod. 

10 Then faid David, O Lord God of Ifrael, thy Ser- 
vant hath certainly heard that Saul feeketh to come to Keilah^ 
to deftroy the City for my Sake.

7 So David flayed his Servants with thefe Words, and 
fuffered them not to rife againft Saul : but Saul rofe up out 
of the Cave, and went on his way. 

8 David, alfo arofe afterward, and went out of the Cave, 
and cried after Saul, faying. My Lord the King. And 
when Saul looked behind him, David ftooped with his Face " 
to the Earth, and bowed himfelf.

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9 And David faid to Saul, Wherefore beared ihou Mens 
Words, faying, Behold, David feeketh thy Hurt ? 

10 Behold, this Day thine Eyes have feen, how that the 
Lord had delivered thee To-day into mine Hand in the 
Cave : and fome bade me kill thee, but mine Eye fpared 
thee, and I faid, I will not put forth mine Hand againft mj 
L<3rd ; for he is the Lord's Anointed. 

1 1 Moreover, my Father, fee, yea, fee the Skirt of thy 
Robe in my Hand : for in that I cut off the Skirt of thy 
Robe, and killed thee not ; know thou and fee that there is 
neither Evil nor Tranfgreflion in mine Hand, and I have not 
finned againft thee ; yet thou hunteft my Soul to take it. 

12 The Lord judge between rtie and thee, and the Lord 
avenge me of thee : but mine Hand (hall not be upon thee. 

13 As faith the Proverb of the Antients, Wickedii'els 
proceedeth from the Wicked : but mine Hand (hall not be 
upon thee. 

f 4 After whom is the King of Ifrael come out ? after 
whom doft thou purfue ? after a dead Dog, after a Flea. 

15 The Lord therefore be Judge, and judge between 
me and thee, and fee, and plead my Caufe, and deliver me 
out of thine Hand. 

16 And it came to pafs when David had made an end of 
fpeaking thefe Words unto Saul, that Saul faid. Is this ftiy 
Voice, my Son David ? And Saul lift up his Voice, and wept. 

1 7 And he faid lo David, Thou art more righteous than 
I : for thou haft rewarded me Good, whereas I have re- 
warded thee Evil. 

18 And thou haft (hewed this Day, how that thou haft 
dealt well with me : forafmuch as when the Lord had de- 
livered me into thine Hand, thou killedft me not. 

19 For if a Man find his Enemy, will he let him go well 
away ? wherefore the Lord reward thee Good, for that thou 
haft done uilto me this Day. 

20 And'now behold, I know well that thou (half furely 
be King, and that the Kingdom of Ifrael (hall be eftabli(hed 
in thine Hand 

21 Swear now therefore unto me by the Lord, that thou 
wiTt not cut off my Seed after me, and that thou wilt not 
deftroy my Name out of my Father's Houfe. 

22 And David fware unto Saul : and Saul went homej 
but David and his Men gat them up unto the Hold.

Ver. I A ND the Ziphjtes came unto Saul to Gibeah, fay- 
XjL ing, Doth not David hide himfelf in the Hill of 
Hachilah which is before Jefliimon? 

2 Then Saul arofe, and went down to the Wildemefs of 
2iph, having three thoufand chofen Men of Ifrael with him, 
^0 feek David in the Wildemefs of Ziph. 

3 And Saul pitched in the Hill of Hachilah, which is 
before Jefhimon by the way : but David abode in the Wil- 
demefs, and he faw that Saul came aftej: hin:; intP the Wil- 
demefs. 

4 David therefore fcnt out Spi^s, and underftood that 
Saul was come in very deed. 

5 And David arofe, and came to the Place where Sa\il 
had pitched : and David beheld the Place where Saul lay, 
and Abner the Son of Ner, the Captain of his Hoft : and 
Saul lay in the Trench, and the People pitched round about 
him. 

6 Then anfwered David and faid to Ahin^elech the Hit- 
tite, and to Abifliai the Son of Zemiah Brother to Joa^, 
faying. Who will go down with me to Saul to the Camp ? 
And Abifliai faid, I will go down with thee. 

7 So David and Abifliai can^e to the People by Nighf, 
and behold, Saul lay fleeping within the Trench, and his 
Spear ftuck in the Ground at his golfter : but Abner and 
;he People lay round about him, 

8 Then faid Abifliai to David, God hath delivered thine 
Enemy into thine Hand this Day : now therefore let me 
fmite him, I pray thee, with the Spear, even tp the Eartji 
a( once, and I will not fmite him the fecond time. 

E e c 2 • 9 And 
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9 And David faid to Abifliai, Deftroy him not : for who 
can ftretch forth his Hand againft the Lord's Anointed, and 
be guiltlefs ? 

10 David faid furthermore. As the Lord liveth, the 
Lord (hall fmite him, or his Day (hall come to die, or he 
ihall defcend into Battle and perifh. • 

11 The Lord forbid that I (hould ftretch forth mine 
Hand againft the Lord's Anointed : but I pray thee, take 
thou now the Spear that is at his Bolfter, and the Crufe of 
Water, and let us go. 

12 So David took the Spear and the Crufe of Water from 
Saul's Bolfter, and they gat them away, and no Man faw 
it, nor knew it, neither awaked : for they were all afleep, 
becaufe a deep Sleep from the Lord was Men upon them. 

1 3 Then David went over to the other fide, and ftood 
on the top of an Hill afar off, (a great Spacp being between 
them.) 

14 And David cried to the Pcoplp, and to Abner the Son 
of Ner, faying, Anfwereft thou not, Abner ? Then Abner 
anfwered and faid. Who art thou that crieft to the King? 

15 And David faid to Abner, Art not thou a valiant 
Man ? and who is like to thee in Ifrael ? wherefore theq 
haft thou not kept thy Lord the King? for there came one 
of the People in to deftroy the King thy Lord. 

16 This Thing is not good that thou haft done : as the 
Lord liveth, ye are worthy to die, becaufe ye have not 
kept your Mafter the Lord's Anointed : and now fee where 
the King'9 Sp^r i^, and the Crufe of Water that was at 
bis Bolfter. 

17 And Saul knew David's Voice, and faid. Is this thy 
Voice, my Son David ?

19 Now therefore, I pray thee, let my Lord the King 
hear the Words of his Servant : If the Lord have ftirred 
thee up againft me, let him accept an Offering : but if they 
be the Children of Men, curfed be they before the Lord ;

3 Now Samuel was dead, and all Ifrael had lamented 
him, and buried him in Ramah, even in his own City : and 
Saul had put away thofe that had ^miliar Spirits, and the 
l^J^Tizards out of the Land.

5 And when Saul faw the Hoft of the Philiftines, he was 
afraid, and his Heart greatly trembled.

7 Then faid Saul unto his Servants, Seek me a Woman that 
hath a familiar Spirit, that I may go to her, and enquire of 
her. And his Servants faid to him. Behold, there is a Wo- 
man that hath a familiar Spirit at En-dor. 

* 8 And Saul difguifed himfelf, and put on other Raiment, 
and he went, and two Men with him, and they came to the 
Woman by Night; and he faid, I pray thee divine unto me 
by the familiar Spirit, and .bring me him up whom I (hall 
name unto thee. 

9 And the Woman faid unto him. Behold, thou knoweft 
what Saul hath done, how he hath cut off thofe that haye 
familiar Spirits, and the Wizards out of the Land : where- 
fore then layeft thou a Snare for my Life, to caufe me to 
die? 

10 And Saul fware to her by the Lord, faying, As the 
Lord liveth, there fhall no Punifhment happen to thee for 
this Thing. 

1 1 Then faid the Woman, Whom (hall I bring up unto 
thee ? and he faid. Bring me up Samuel. 

12 And when the Woman fnw Samuel, (he cried with a 
loud Voice : and the Woman fpake to Saul, faying, Why 
haft thou deceived me? for thou art Saul. 

13 And the King faid unto her. Be not afraid : for what 
feweft thou ? And the Woman faid unto Saul, I faw Gods 
iifcending out of the Earth. 

14 And he faid unto her. What Form is he of? And 
(he (aid, An old Man cometh up j and he is covered 
with a Mantle. And Saul perceived that it was Samuel, 
and he ftoopcd with his Face to the Ground, and bowed 
himfelf. 

15 And Samuel faid to Saul, Why haft thou difquiet- 
cd me, to bring me up ? And Saul anfwered, I am fore 
diftrefTed ; for the Philiftines make War againft me, and 
God is departed from me, and answereth me no mor.*:, 
neither by Prophets, nor by Dreams : therefore | have c:u- 

lea 
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led thee, that thou mayeft make known unto me what I 
ihalldo. 

1 6 Then faid Samuel, Wherefore then doft thou a(k of 
me, feeing the Lord is depart£D from thee, and is be- 
cofeic thine Enemy i 

17 And the Lord hath done to him as he fpake by me : 
for the Lord hath rent the Kingdom out of thine Hancf, 
and given it to thy Neighbour, even to David : 

18 Becaufethou obkyedst not the Voice of the Lord, 
nor executedft his fierce Wrath upon Amalek, therefore 
hath the Lord done this Thing unto thee this Day. 

19 Moreover, the Lord will alfo deliver Ifrael with 
thee, into the Hand of the Philiftines : and To-morrow 
(halt thou and thy Sons be with me : the Lord alfo fhall 
deliver the Hoft pf Ifrael into the Hand of the Philiftines. 

20 Then Saul' fefl ftraightway all along on the Earth,^ 
and was fore afraid, becaufe of the Words of Samuel, and 
there Was ho Strength in him : for he had eaten no Bread 
all the Day, nor all the Night. 

2 1 And the Woman came unto Saul, and faw that he 
w^s fore troubled, and faid unto him. Behold, thine Hand- 
maid hath obeyed thy Voice, and I have put my Life in my 
Hahd, and have hearkned unto thy Words which thou fpa- 
keft unto me. 

22 Now therefore, I pray thee, hearken thou alfo unto the 
Voice of thine Handmaid, and let me fet a Morfel of Bread 
before thee; and eat, that thou mayeft have Strength, when 
thou goeft on thy way.

CHAP. XXXI. 

I Saul having lojl his Army^ and his Sons being Jlain^ he and 
bis Armour-bearer kill themfelves.

Ver. I "^fO W the Philiftines fought againft Ifrael : and 
xN the Men of Ifrael fled from before the Philiftines, 
and fell down flain in Mount Gilboa. 

2 And the Philiftines followed hard upon Saul, and upon 
his Sons ; and the Philiftines flew Jonathan, and Abinadab, 
and Malchifliua, Saul's Sons. ^ 

3 And the Battle went fore againft Saul, and the Archers 
hit him, and he was fore wounded of the Archers. 

4 Then faid Saul unto his Armour-bearer, Draw thy 
Sword, and thruft me through therewith ; left thefe Uncir- 
cumcifed come and thruft me through, and abufe me. But 
his Armour-bearer would not ; for he was fore afraid : there- 
fore Saul took a Sword and fell upon it. 

5 And when his Armour-bearer faw that Saul was dead, 
he fell likewife upon his Sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and his three Sons, and his Armour-bear- 
er, and all his Men that fame Day together. 

7 And when the Men of Ifrael that were on the other 
fide of the Valley, and they that were on the other fide of 
Jordan, faw that the Men of Ifrael fled, and that Saul and 
his Sons were dead, they forfook the Cities and fled ; and 
the Philiftines came and dwelt in them. 

8^ And it came to pafs on the Morrow, when the Phili- 
ftines came to ftrip the Slain, that they found Saul and his 
three Sons fallen in Mount Gilboa. 

9 And they cut off his Head, and ft ripped off his Ar- 
mour, and font into the Land of the Philiftines round about, 
to publifli it in the Houfe of their Idols, and among the 
People. 

10 And 
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10 And they put his Armour in the Houle of Afhtaroth :

how are the Mighty fallen ! 

20 Tell it not in Gath, publifli it not in the Streets of 
AsKELON : left the Daughters of the Philiftines rejoice, left 
the Daughters of the Uncircumcifed triumph. 

21 Ye Mountains of Gilboa, let there be no Dew, nei- 
ther let there be Rain upon you, nor Fields of Offerings : 
for there the Shield of the Mighty is vilely caft away, the 
Shield of Saul, as though he had not been anointed with 

Oil. 

22 From the Blood of the Slain, from the Fat of the 
Mighty, the Bow of Jonathan turned not back, and the 
Sword of Saul returned not empty,

3 And they fet the Ark of God upon a new Cart, and 
brought it oqt qf the fjoufc of Abinadab th;\t was in Gi-

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l>eih : and Uzzah and Ahio the Sons of Abinadaib diave the 
new Cart. 

4 And tlicy brought it out of the Houfe of Abinadab, a^ 
companying the Ark of God j and Ahio went before the 
Ark. 

5 And David and all the Houfe of Ifrael played before 
the Lord on ail manner of Inftruments made of Fir-wood, 
even on Harps, and on Psalteries, and on Timbrels^ 
and on Cornets, and on Cymbals. 

6 And when they came to Nachon's Threfhing-floory 
Uzzah put forth his Hand to the Ark of God, and took 
hold of it, for the Oxen (hook it. 

7 And the Anger of the Lord was kindled againft Ua^ 
zah, and Goo fmote him there for his Error,- and there be* 
died by the Ark of God. 

9 And David was afraid of the Lord that Day, and iaid» 
How ihall the Ark of the Lord come to^ ili6 i 

I o So David would not remove the Ark of the Lord 
unto bim into the City of David : but David carried it afide 
into the Houfe of Obed-edom the Gittite. 

II And the Ark of the Lord continued in the Houfe 
of Obed-edom thfee Months : and the Lord blessed O* 
bed-edom, and all his Houfhold. 

It And it was told King David, faying. The Lori^ 
bath blessed the Houfe of Obed-edom, and all that per** 
taineth unto him, becaufe of the Ark of God^. So Davicf 
went and brought up the Ark of God from the Houfe of 
Obed-edom into the City of David with Gladness. 

13 And it was fo, that when they that bare the Ark of 
the Lord, had gone fix Paces, he facrificed Oxen and Fat- 
lings. 

14 And David danced before the Lord with all his 
Might, and David was girded with a linen Ephod.

6 Whereas 
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6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any Houfe, fince the 
Time that I brought up the Children of Ifrael out of Egypt, 
even to this Day, but have walked in a Tent and in a Ta- 
bernacle. 

7 In all the Places wherein I have walked with all the 
Children of Ifrael, fpake I a Word with any of the Tribes 
of Ifrael, whom I commanded to feed my People Ifrael, fay- 
ing. Why build ye not me an Houfe of Cedar ? 

8 Now therefore fo (halt thou fay unto my Servant Da- 
vid, Thus faith the Lord of Hofts, I took thee from the 
Sheep-cote, from following the Sheep, to be Ruler over 
my People over Ifrael. 

9 And I was with thee whitherfoever thou wcnteft, 
and have cut oS all thine Enemies out of thy fight, and have 
made thee a great Name, like to the Name of the great 
Men that are in the,£arth. 

10 (Moreover, I v^ill appoint a Place for my People If- 
rael, and will plant them, that they may dwell in a Place

1 1 And as fince the Time that I commanded Judges to 
be over my People Ifrael, and have caufed thee to reft from 
all thine Enemies.) Alfo the Lord telletb thee that he will 
make thee an Houfe. 

1 2 And when thy Days be fulfilled, and thou (halt fleep 
with thy Fathers, I will fet up thy Seed after thee, which 
fhall proceed out of thy Bowels, and I will establish 
his Kingdom. 

13 He fhall build an Houfe for my Name, and I will 
ftablifh the Throne of his Kingdom for ever. 

14 I will be his Father, and he fhall be my Son : if he 
commit Iniquity, I will chaften him with the Rod of Men, 
and with the Stripes of the Children of Men.

25 And now, O Lord God, the Word that thou haft 
fpoken concerning thy Servant, and concerning his Houfe, 
eftablifli it for ever, and do as thou haft faid. 

26 And let thy Name he magnified for ever, faying.

27 For thou, O Lord of Hosts, God of Ifrael, haft 
revealed to thy Servant, faying, I will build thee an Houfe: 
therefore hath thy Servant found in his Heart to pray this 
Prayer unto thee.

29 And God gave Solonion Wisdom and Underftanding, 
exceeding much, and Largenefs of Heart, even as the Sand 
that is on the Sea-fhore. ' 

30 And Solomon's Wisdom excelled the Wifdom of all 
thc.Children of theEAST-cbuNXREY, and ail the WisDom 
of Egypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all Men ; than Ethan the 
Ezrahite, and Heman, and Chalcol, and Darda, the Sons 
of Mahol : and his Fame was in all Nations round about. 

32 And he fpake thcee thoufand Proverbs : and bis 
Songs were a thoufand and five. 

3 3 And he fpake of Trees, from the Cedar-tree that is in 
Lebanon, even unto the Hyflbp that fpringeth out of the 
Wall : He fpake alfo of Beafts, and of Fowl, and of creep- 
ing Things, and of Fiflies. • 

34 And there came of all People to hear the Wisdom 
of Solomon, from all Kings of the Earth, which had heard 
of his Wifdom.

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Jerufalem, that they might bring up the Ark of the Ca- 
TENANT of the Lord, out of the City of David, which is 

ZiON. 

2 And all the Men of Ifrael aflembled themfelves unto 
King Solomon, at the Feaft in the Month Ethanim, which 
is the fevcnth Month. 

3 And all the Elders of Ifrael came, and the Priefts took 
up the Ark. 

4 And they brought up the Ark of the Lord, and the 
Tabemade of the Congregation, and all the holy Vefleb 
that were in the Tabernacle. 

5 And King Solomon, and all the Congregation of Ifrael, 
that were aflembled unto him,- were with him before the 
Arlc, facfificitlg Sheep, and Oxen, that could not be tdd 
nor numbered for multitude. 

6 And the Priefts brought in the Ark of the Covenant 
of the Lord unto his Place, into the Oracle of the Houfe 
to the moft holy Place, even under the Wings of the 
Cherubims. 

7 For the Cherubims fpread forth their two Wings over 
the Place of the Auk, and the Cherubims covered the Ark» 
and the Staves thereof above. 

9 There was nothing in the Ark fave the two Tables 
of Stone which Moses put there at Horeb, when the 
LpRD made a Covenant with the Children of Ifrael, 
when they came out of the Land of Egypt, 

10 And it came to pafs when the Priefts were come out 
of the Holy Place, that the Cloud filled the House of 
the Lord. 

1 1 So that the Priefts could not ftand to minifter, becaufe 
of the Cloud ; for the Glory of the Lord had filled the 
Houfe of the Lord. 

12 Then fpake Solomon, The Lord faid that he would 
dwell in the thick Darknefs.

14 And the King turned his Face about, and blefled all 
the Congregation of Ifrael : (and all the Congregation of If- 
rael ftood)

21 And I have fct there a Place for the Ark, wherein 
is the Covenant of the Lord, which he made with our 
fathers, when he brought them out of the Land of E- 
gypt. 

22 And Solomon ftood before the Altar of the Lorb^ 
in the Prefence of all the Congregation of Ifrael, and spread 
forth his Hands towards Heaven : 

23 And he faid. Lord Gob of Ifrael, there is no God 
like thee, in Heaven above, .or on Earth beneath, who keep- 
eft Covenant and Mercy with thy Servants, that WALip 
before thee wijh all their Hpart. 

24 Who haft kept with thy Servant David my Father 
that thou promisedst him: thou fpakeft alfo with thy 
Mouth, and haft fulfilled it widi thine Hand, as it is 
this Day.

39 Then hear thou in Heaven thy Dwelling-place? and 
forgive, and do and give to every Man according to his

/ 54 And it was fo^ that when Solomon had made an* end 
of praying all this Prayer and Supplication unto the Lord, 
be arofe before the Altar of the Lord, from kneeling on his 
Knees, with his Hands fpread up to Heaven. 

55 And he flood and bleffed all the Congregation of If- 
taei with a loud Voice, faying, 

56 Blefled be the Lord, that hath given Rest unto his 
People Ifrael, according to all that he promifed : there hath 
not failed one Word of all his good Promise, which 
he promifed by the Hand of Mofes his Servant. 

57 The Lord our God be with us, as he was with our 
Fathers : kt him not leave us, nor forfake us : 

58 That he may incline our Hearts unto him, to walk 
in all his Ways, and to keep his Commandments, and his 
Sttitutes, and his Judgments, which he commanded our Fa- 
iheys. 59 And 
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59 And let thefe my Words, wherewith I have made 
Supplication before the Lord, be nigh unto the Lord our 
God Day and Night, that he maintain the Caufe of his 
Servant, and the Caufe of his People Ifrael at all Times, as 
the Matter (hall require : 

60 That all the People of the Earth may know that the 
Lord is God, and that there is none elfe. 

61 Let your Heart therefore be perfect with Hit 
Lord your G0D9 to walk in his Statutes, and to keep his 
Commandments, as at this Day. 

62 And the King and all Ifrael with him, offered Sacri- 
fice before the Lord. 

63 And Solomon offered a Sacrifice Of Peace-oflirings, 
which he offered unto the Lord, two and twenty thoufand 
Oxen, and an hundred and twenty thoufand Sheep : So thd 
King and all the Children of Ifrael dedicated the Houfe of 
the Lord.

Ver. 1 2 "T* HEN Solomon oflfercd Burnt-offerings unto the 
X ]LrORD on the Altar of the Lord, which he had 
built before the Porch : 

1 3 Even after a certain Rate every Day, offering accor- 
ding to the Commandment of Mofes, on the Sabbaths, and 
pn the New-moons, and on the folemn Feafts, three times 
in the Year, even in the Feaft of unleavened Bread, and iii 
the Feaft of Weeks, and in the J^eaft of Tabernacles. 

14 And he appointed, according to the Order of David 
his Father, the Courfes of the Pripfts, to their Service, and 
the Levites to their Charges, to praife and miniftcr before 
the Priefts, as the Duty of every Day required ; the Porters 
ialfo by their Courfes, at every Qate : for fo had David tb^ 
Man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the Comrpandment of 
the King unto the Priefts and Levites, concerning any 
l^latter, or concerning the Trqafures. 

16 Now all the Work of Solomon was prepared unto 
the Day of the Foundation of the Houfe of the Lord, and 
until it was finifhed : fo the Houfe of the Lord vy^s per*- 

fcaed. 

* 17 Then went Solomon to Ezion-geber, apd to Eloth, 

^t the Sea-fide in the Land of £dom. 

18 And Huram fent him by the Hands of his Servants, 
Ships, and Servants that had Knowledge of the Sea; and 
they went with the Servants of Solomon to Ophir, and took 
thence four hundred and fifty Talents of Gold, and brought 
them to King Solomon.

2 And {he came to Jerufalem, with a very great Train^ 
with Camels that bare Spices, and vcfy much Gold, and 
precious Stones : and when (he was come to Solomon, flic

22 Then Pharaoh (aid unto him, But what haft thou 
lacked with me, that behold, thou feekeft to go to thine 
own Countrey ? And he anfwered. Nothing : howbeit let 
nie go in any wife. 

23 And God ftfrred him up another Adverfary, Rezon 
the Son of Eliadah, which fled from his Lord Hadadezer, 
KingofZobah. 

24 And he gathered Men unto him, and became Captaia 
over a Band, when David flew them of Zobah : iand .they 
went to Damafcus and dwelt therein, and reigned in Da- 
jpaafcus.

Solomon, beiides the Mifchief that Hadad did : and he ab- 
horred Ifrael, and reigned over Syria. 

,%$ And Jeroboam the Son of Ncbat, an Ephrathitq of 
Zereda, Solomon's Servant, (whofe Mother's Name wis 
Zeruah, a Widow- woman) even he lift up his Hand agaiiift

27. Anc| this was the Ca^fe that he lift up his Hand 
agaiiift the King: Solomon built Millo, and repaired the 
breaches of the City of David his Father. 

28 And the Man Jeroboam was a mighty Man of Va- 
lour : and Solomon feeing the young Man that he was in- 
(luftrious, he made him Ruler over all the Charge of the 
ijpufe of Jofepli, 

29 And it came to pafs at the time when Jeroboam went 
ciiit of Jerufalem, that the Prophet Ahijah the Shilonite 
found him in the Way : and he had clad hirafelf with a new 
Garment; and they two were alone in the Field. 

.30 And Ahijah caught the new Garment that wa$ oh 
lliin, and rent it in twelve Pieces. 

31 And he faid to Jeroboam, Take thee ten Pieces : for 
thti^ faith the Lord, the God of Ifrael, feehold, 1 will rend 
ttfe Kingdom out 6f'tl>e Hand of Solomon, and will giv^ 
ten Tribes to thee : 

32 (But"^ 
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i% (But he Ihall have one Tribe for my Servant David's

3 3 Becaufe that they have forfaken me, and have wor-

flit prefence of King Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt in £- 

' i That they fent and called him : and Jeroboam, and all 
fhc Cragregation of Ifrael camp, and fpake unto Rehoboam. 

4 Thy Father made our Yoke grievous : now therefore 
make thou the grievous Service of thy Father, and his heavy 
Yoke which he put upon us, lighter, and we will fervb 
Aee. 

$ And he fajd unto them, Depart yet for three Days, 
flm come s^in to n^e. And the People departed. 

6 And King Rehoboam confulted with tlie old Men that 
Ibood before Solomon his Father, while he yet lived, apd 
feiA^ How do you advife, that I may anfwi^r this People? 

7 And they fpake unto hi^n, faying. If thou wilt t^e a 
Servant unto this People this Day, and wilt ferve thcmy 
and aalwer them, and fpeak good Words to them, then 
they will be thy Servants for ever. 

% Bvit he forfook the Counfel of the old Men, which 
they had given him, and confulted with the young Men that 
were grown up with him, and which (lood before him : 

9 And he faid unto them. What Covin fel give ye, that 
we may anfwcr this People, who have fpoken to me, lay* 
ing. Make the Yoke which thy Fathe? 4id put upon us, 
lighter? ^ 

10 And the ypung Men that were grown up with him, 
flldk% UUCP bimt faying, Thus (halt thou fpeak vnto this 

pcoplo 
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i^eople that fpake Unto thee, faying. Thy Father made our 
Yoke heavy, but make thou it lighter unto us ; thus Ihalt 
thou lay unto them, My Little Finger (hall be thicker than 
iny Father's Loins. 

11 And now whereas my Father did lade you with a 
heary Yoke, I will add to your Yoke : my Father hath 
efaaftifed you with Whips, but I will chaftife you with Scor« 

t>ions. 

1 2 So Jeroboam and all the People came to Rehoboam 
&c third Day, as the King had appointed, faying. Come 
to me again the third t)ay« 

1 3 And the King anfwercd the People roughly, and for* 
fook the old Mens Counfel that they gave him ; 

14 And fpake to them after the Counfel of the young 
Men, faying. My Father made your Yoke heavy, and! 
Will add to your Yoke ; my Father alfo chaftifcd you with 
Whips, bat I will chaftife you with Scorpions. 

1 5 Wherefore the K ing hearkned not unto the People y 
iox the Caiife was from the Lord, that he might perforM 
his Saying which the Lord fpake by Ahijah the Shilonite 
(into Jeroboam the Son of Nebat. 

16 So when all Ifrael faw that the King hearkned not 
toto them, the People anfwered the King, faying. What 
rbrtion have we in David ? neither have we Inheritance ill 

..the Son of Jeflc : to your Tents, O Ifrael : now fee to thine 
own Houfe, David. So Ifrael departed unto their Tents. 

17 But as for the Children of Ifrael which dwelt in the 
Cities of Judah, Rehoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then King Rehoboam fent Adoram who was over tht 
Tribute; and all Ifrael ftoned him with Stones, that he 
died : therefore Kihg Rehoboam made fpeed to get him up 
to his Chariot, to flee to Jerufalem. 

. I9 So Ifrael rebelled againft the Houfe of David unto this 

bay. 

20 And It came to pafs when all Ifrael heard that Jero- 
boam was come ag^in, that they fent and called him unto 
the Congregation, and made him King over all Ifrael : there 
was none that followed the Houfe of David, but the Tribe 
of Judah only. 

21 And when Rehoboam was come to Jerufalem, he 
aflembled all the Houfe of Judah, with the Tribe of Ben- 
jamin, an hundred and fourfcore thoufand chofen Men, 
which were Warriouis to fight againft the Houfe of Ifrael, 
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to bring the Kingdom again to Rehoboam tlie Son of Solo* 
mon. 

22 But the Word of God came unto Sheniaiah the*Man 
of God, faying, 

23 Speak unto Rehoboam the Son of Solomon Kinjg of 
Judah, and unto all the Houfe of Judah and Benjamin, and 
to the Remnant of the People, faying, 

24 Thus faith the Lord, Ye fliall not go up, noi' fight 
againft your Brethren, the Children of Ifrael : return every 
Man to his Houfe, for this Thing is from me. They 
hearkned therefore to the Word of the Lord, and returned 
to depart, according to the Word of the Lord. 

/ 25 Then Jeroboauoi built Shechem in Mount Ephraim, anA 
dwelt therein, and went out from thence, and built Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam faid in his Heart, Now. fhall the K|ng- 
dom return to the Houfe of David : . _ , 

27 If this PcofJe go up to do facrifice in the Houfe of 
the Lord at Jefufalem, then fhall the Heart of this People 
turn again unto their Lord, even unco Rehoboam King of 
Judah, and they fhall kill me, and go again to Rehpboam 
King of Judah. 

25 Whereupon the King took Counfel, and made two 
Calves of Gold j and faid unto them, It is too'much^ifiM: 
you to go up to Jerufalem : behold thy Gods, O Ifrael^ 
which brought thee up out of the Land of Egypt, 

20 And he fet the one in Beth-d, and the other. put he 
inDan. . , , 

30 Ai)d this Thing became a Sin : for thc;,Pepp\e ,went 
to worfhip before the one, even untp Dan^ ; . , , 1 

3 1 And he made an Houfe of high Places^ and maac 
Priefts of the loweft of the People, which were not of the 
Sons of Levi. 

32 And Jeroboam ordained a Feaft in the eighth Month, 
on the fifteenth Day of the Month, like unto the Feaft that 
is in Judah, and he offered upon the Altar, (fo did he in 
Beth-el) facrificing unto the Calves that he had made : . and 
he placed in Bcth-el the Priefts of the high Places w:hich he 
had made. 

33 So he offered upon the Altar which he had made in 
Beth-el, the fifteenth Day of the eighth Month, even in 
the Month which he had devifcd of his own Heart : and or- 
dained a Feaft unto the Children of Ifrael, and he offered 
upon the Altar and burnt Incenfc.

12 And Judah did Evil in the fight of the Lord, and 
they provoked him to Jealoufy with their Sins which they 
had committed, above all that their Fathers had done. 

24 And there were alfo Sodomites in the Land, and they 
did according to all the Abominations of the Nations whiq|i 
;he LoRP caft out before the Children pf JfraeL 

2 Cur ON. XIL 

2 And it came to pafs, that in the fifth Year of King 
Rehoboam, Shifliak King of Egypt came yp againft Jerulk- 
lem (becaufe they had tranfgrefled againft the Lord) 

3 With twelve hundred Chariots, and threefcore thou- 
fand Horfemen : and the People were without Number that 
came with him out of Egypt; the Lubims, the Sukkiims, 
and the Ethiopians. 

4 And he took the fenced Citie? which pertained to Jq* 
flah, and came to Jerufalem, 

5 Then came Shemaiah the Prophet to Rehoboam, and 
to the Princes of Judah, that were gathered together to 
Jerufalem becaufe of Shifhak, and faid unto them. Thus 
faith the. Lord, Ye have fbrfaken me, and therefore have 
I alfo left you in the Hand of Shifliak, 

6 Whereupon the Princes of Ifrael, and the King hum- 
bled ihemfelves, and they faid. The Lord is righteous, 

7 And when the Lord faw that they humbled them- 
felves, the Word of the Lord came to Shemaiah, faying. 
They have humbled themfelves, therefore I will not deftroy 
them, but I will grant them fome Deliverance, and my 
Wrath fliall iiot be poured out upon Jerufalem by the Hand

and the Treafures of the King's Houfe, he took all : he car- 
ried away alfo the Shields of Gold which Solomon had 
made. 

I o Inilead of which. King Rehoboam made Shields of 
Brafs, and committed them to the Hands of the chief of the 
Giiard that kept the Entrance of the King's Houfe. 

II And when the King entred into the Houfe of the 
IrORD, the Guard came and fet tberp, and brought them 
again into the Guard-chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himfelf, the Wrath pf the 
Lord turned from him, that h^ would not deftroy him al- 
together : and alfo in Judah Things went well. 

1 3 So King Rehoboam ftrengthened himfelf in Jerufalem, 
and reigned : for Rehoboam was one and forty Years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned feventeen Years in 
Jerufalem, the City which the Lord had chofen out of all 
the Tribes of Ifrael, to put his Name there : and his Mo- 
ther's Name was Naamah, an Ammonitefs. 

14 And he did Evil, becaufe he prepared not his Heart 
to feek the Lord. 

1 5 Now the Afts of Rehoboam, firft and laft, are they 
not written in the Book of Shemaiah the Prophet, and of 
Iddo the Seer, concerning Genealogies? And there werp 
Wars between Rehoboam and Jeroboam continually. 

16 And Rehoboam flept with his Fathers, and was buried 
in the City of David j and Ab.ijah his Son reigned in his 
ftcad*

and faid, O Altar, Altar, thus faith the Lord, Behold, a 
bhild (hall be bom unto the Houfe of David, Jofiah by 
Name, and upon thee fhall he offer the Priefts of the High- 
places that bum Incenfe upon thee, and Mens Bones (hall be 
burnt upon thee. 

3 And he gave a Sign the fame Day, faying. This is the 
{Sign which the Lord hath fpoken ; Behold, the Altar {hall 
be rent, and the Aflies that are upon it (hall be poured out, 

4 And it came to pafs when King Jeroboam neard the Say- 
ing of the Man of God, which had cried againft the Altai* 
in Beth-el, that he put forth his Hand from th^ Altar, fay- 
ing. Lay hold on him. And his Hand which he put forth 
againft him, dri^d up, fo that he could not pull it in again 
to him. 

5 The Altar alfo was rent, and the Afties poured out 
from the Altar, according to th^ Sign which the Man of 
God had given by the Word of the LoRd. 

6 And the ICing anfwered and faid untd the Man of 
God, Intreat now the Face of the Lord thy God, and 
J)ray for me, that my Hand may be reftored me again. And 
the Man of God befought the Lord, and the King's Hand 
was reftored him again, and became as it was before. 

7 And the King faid unto the Man of God, Cdme honle 
with me, and refrefh thyfelf, and I will give thee a Rc- 
il^rard. 

8 And the Man df GoO faid unto the King, If thoii 
wilt give me hnlf thine Houfe, 1 will not go in with thec^ 
neither will t eat Bread nor drink Water in this Place : 

9 For fo was it charged me by the Word of the LtfRD^ 
iiying, Eat no Bread, nor drink Water, nor turn again By 
the fame Way that thou cameft. 

I o So he went another Way^ and returned hot by the 
Way that he came to Beth-el. 

I I Now there dwelt an old Prophet in Beth-el^ and his 
Sons came and told him all the Works that the Man of 
God had done that Day in Beth-el : the Words which he 
liad fpoken unto the King, them they told alfo to their Fa- 
ther. .... 

1 2 And their Father laid unto thqm, WHat Way i^ireht 
he ? for his Sons had feen what Way the Man of Gotf went, 
ivhich came from Judah. 

1 3 And he faid unto his Sons, Saddle MAk the Afi. So 
they faddled him the Afs^ and h? rode thereon^ 

Odds i4 And 
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14 And went after the Man of God, and found him fit- 
ting under an Oak ; and he faid unto him, Art thou the 
Man of God, that camefl from Judah ? And he faid, t 

am. 

1 5 Then he faid unto him. Come home with me, and 
eat Bread. 

1 6 And he faid, I may not return with thee, nor go in 
with thee : neither will I eat Bread, nor drink Water with 
thee in this Place. 

1 7 For it was faid to me by the Word of the Lord, 
Thou (halt eat no Bread, nor drink Water there, nor turn 
again to go by the Way that thou cameft. 

1 8 He faid unto him, I am a Prophet alfo as thou art, 
and an Angel fpake unto me by the Word of the Lord, 
faying, Bring him back with thee into thine Houfe, that he 
may eat Bread, and drink Water. But he lied unto him. 

19 So he went back with him, and did eat Bread in hii 
Houfe, and drank Water. 

20 And it came to pafs, as they fat at the Table, that 
the Word of the Lord came unto the Prophet that brought 
him back : 

2 1 And he cried* unto the Man of God that came froni 
Judah, faying. Thus faith the Lord, Forafmuch as thou 
haft difobeyed the Mouth of the Lord, and haft not kept 
the Commandment which the Lord thy God commanded 
thee, 

22 But cameft back, and haft eaten Bread, and drunk 
Water in the Place of the which the Lord did fay to thee. 
Eat no Bread, and drink no Water ; thy Carcafe fhall not 
come unto the Sepulchre of thy Fathers. 

23 And it came to pafs, after he had eaten Bread, and 
after he had drunk, that he faddled for him the Afs, to wit, 
for the Prophet whom he had brought back. 

24 And when he was gone, a Lion met him by the Way^ 
and flew him : and his^ Carcafe was caft in the Way, and 
the Afs ftood by it, the Lion alfo ftood by the Carcafe. 

25 And behold. Men pafled by, and faw the Carcafe caft 
in the Way, and the Lion ftanding by the Carcafe : and 
they came and told it in the City where the old Prophet 
dwelt. 

26^ And when the Prophet that brought him back from 
the Way, heard thereof, he faid. It is the Man of God, 
who was difobedient unto the Word of the Lord ; there- 
fore 
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fore the Lord hath delivered him unto the Lion, which 
hath torn him, and flain him, according to the Word of the 
^ORD, which he fpake unto him. 

27 And he fpake to his Sons, faying. Saddle me the Afs. 
And they faddled him. 

28 And he went and found his Carcafe caft in the Way, 
and the Afs and the Lion Handing by the Carcafe : the Lion 
had not eaten the Carcafe, nor torn the Afs. 

29 And the Prophet took up the Carcafe of the Man of 
God, and laid It upon the Afs, and brought it back : and 
the old Prophet came to the City, to moum, and to bury 
him. 

30 And he laid his Carcafe in his own Grave, and they 
mourned over him, faying, Alas, my Brother. 

3 1 And it came to pafs after he had buried him, that he 
fpake to his Sons, faying, When 1 am dead, then bury me 
in the Sepulchre wherein the J\dan of God is buried, lay 
my Bones befide his Bones. 

32 For the Saying, which he cried by the Word of the 
Lord againft the Altar in Beth-el, and againft all the Houfeg 
of the high Places which are in the Cities of Samaria, fliall 
furely come to pafs. 

33 After this Thing, Jeroboam returned not from his 
evil Way, but made again of the loweft of the People, Priefts 
of the high Places : whofoever would, he confecrated Rim, 
and he became one of the Priefts of the high Places. 

34 Ani this Thing became Sin unto the Houfe of Jero- 
boam, even to cut it off, and to destroy it from off the 
J*ace of the Earth.

7 Goi tell Jeroboam, Thus faith the Lord God of If- 
rad^ Forafmuch as t exalted thee from among the People^ 
and made thee PHhce over my Peclple Ifrael, 

8 And rent the Kingdom away from the Hbufe of Da- 
vid, and gave it thee ; and yet thou haft not been as my 
Servant David, who kept my Commandmchjts, and who 
followed me with all his Heart, X6 do tb^t qiily which was 
right in mine Eyes. 

9 But haft done Evil above all that wcfe before thee : 
for thou haft gone and made thee other Gods, and molten 
images, to provoke me to Anger^ and haft caft me behind 
thy Back : 

10 Therefore behold, I will bring Evil upon the Houfe 
of Jeroboam, and will cut off from Jeroboam him that pi(^ 
feth againft the Wall, and him that is (hut up and left in 
Ifrael, and will take away the Remnant of the Houfe of 
Jeroboam, as a Man taketh away Dung, till it be all gone.

with the Towns thereof, and Ephraim with the Towna 
thereof. 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recover Strength again in the 
Days of Abijab : and the Lord ftruck him, and he died. 

21 But Abijah waxed mighty, and married fourteei^ 
Wives, and begat twenty and two Sgns, ^nd fixte^n Daugh- 
ters.

30 Becaufe of the Sins of Jeroboam which he finned, 
and which he made Ifrael to fin, by his Provocation where- 
with he provoked ^e Lord God of Ifrael to Anger. 

3 3 In the third Year of Afa King of Judah, began Baaflia 
to reign over all Ifrael in Tirzah, twenty and four Years. 

34 And he did Evil in the fight of the Lord, and walk- 
ed in the Way of Jeroboam, and in his Sin wherewith he 
made Ifrael to fin.

I J/a^ with Judah and many of Ifrael^ moved by the Prophecy 
of Azariah the Son of Odedj make a folemn Covenant with 
60D : 16 He putteth down Maachah his Mother for her 
Idolatry : 1% He bringeth dedicate Things into the Houfe of 
God, and enjoy eth a long Peace. 

Ver. I AND the Spirit of God came upon Azariah 
J\ the Son of Oded. 

2 And he went out to meet Afa, and faid unto him. Hear 
ye me Afa, and all Judah and Benjamin, The Lord is with 
YOU, while ye be with himj and if ye seek him, he will 
be FOUND of you; but if ye forsake him, he will for«

3 Now for a long Seafon Ifrael hath been without the 
true God, and without a teaching Prieft, and without Law. 

4 But 
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4 But when they in their Trouble did turn unto the Lord 
God of Ifrael, and sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And in thofe Times there was no Peace to him that 
went out, nor to him that came in, but great Vexations 
were upon all the Inhabitants of the Countries. 

6 And Nation was dcftroyed of Nation, and City of City; 
for God did vex them with all Adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, let not your Hands be 
WEAK : for your Work shall be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard thefc Words, and the Prophecy 
of Oded the Prophet, he took Courage, and put away the

10 So they gathered themfelves together at Jerufalem ia 
the third Month, in the fifteenth Year of the Reign of Afa.

1 2 And they entred into a Covenant to seek the Lord 
God of their Fathers, with all their Heart, and with all 
tJieirSouL;

1 5 And all Judah rejoiced at the Oath : for they had

gave them Rest round about. 

16 And alfo concerning Maachah the Mother of Afa the 
King, he removed her from being -Queen, becaufe fhe had 
made an Idol in a Grove : ^nd Afa cut down her Idol, aa4 
ftamped it, and burnt it at the Brook Kidron.

1 9 And there was no more War unto the five and thir- 
tieth Year of the Reign of Afa.

8 And Afa had an Army of Men that bare Targets, and 
Spears, out of Judah three hundred thoufand, and out of 
Benjamin, that bare Shields and drew Bows, two hundred 
and fourfcore thoufand : all thefe were mighty Men of Va- 
lour.

10 Then Afa was wroth with the Seer, and put him in a 
Prifon-houfe ; for he was in a Rage with hia% becaufe of 
this Thing. And Afa oppreiled fome of the People the fame 
time. 

1 2 And Afa in the thirty and ninth Year of his Reign, 
was difeafed in his Feet, until his Difeafe was exceeding 
great : yet in his Difeafe he fought not to the Lord, but 
to the Phyficians. 

1 3 And Afa iHept with his Fathers, and died in the one 
and fortieth Year of his Reign- 

14 And they buried him in his own Sepulchres which he 
had made for himfelf in the City of David, and laid him in 
the Bed, which was filled with fweet Odours and divert' 
kinds of Spices prepared by the Apothecaries Art : and they 
made a very great Burning for him.

I •TpHEN the Word of the Lord came to Jehu the 
X Son of Hanani, againft Baa(ha, faying, 
a Forafmuch as I exalted thee out of the Duft, and made 
thee Prince over my People Ifrael, and thou haft walked in 
the Way of Jeroboam, aiid haft made my People Ifrael to 
fin, to provoke me to Anger with their Sins : 

3 Behold, I will take away the Pofterity of Baaflia, and 

the 
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the Pofterity of his Houfe : and will make thy Houfe like 
the Houfe of Jeroboam the Son of Nebat. 

4 Him that dieth of Baaflia in the City (hall the Dogs 
t2Lt : and him that dieth of his in the Fields, fhall the Fowls 
of the Air eat. 

5 Now the reft of the Afls of Baaflia, and what he did^ 
and his Might, are they not written in the Book of the 
Chronicles of the Kings of Ifrael ? 

6 So Baaflia flept with his Fathers, and was buried in 
Tirzah, and Elah his Son reigned in his ftead. 

7 And alfo by the Hand of the Prophet Jehu the Son of 
Hanani, came the Word of the Lord againft Baaflia, and 
againft his Houfe, even for all the Evil that he did in the 
fight of the Lord, in provoking him to Anger with the 
Work of his Hands, in being like the Houfe of Jeroboam^ 
and becaufe he killed him. 

8 In the twenty and fixth Year of Afa King of Judah^ 
began Elah the Son of Baaflia to reign over Ifrael in Tirzah, 
two Years. 

9 And his Servant Zimri, (Captain of half his Chariots) 
confpired againft him as he was in Tirzah, drinking him- 
felf drunk in the Houfe of Arza Steward of his Houfe in 
Tirzah. 

10 And Zimri went in and fmote him, and killed him, 
in the twenty and feventh Year of Afa King of Judah, and 
reigned in his ftead. 

1 1 And it came to pafs when he began to reign, as fooa 
as he fat on his Throne, that he flew all the Houfe of Baa- 
flia : he left him not one that pifleth againft a Wall, neither 
of his Kinsfolks, nor of his Friends. 

1 2 Thus did Zimri deftroy all the Houfe of Baaflia, ac- 
cording to the Word of the Lord, which he fpake againft 
Baaflia by Jehu the Prophet ; 

1 3 For all the Sins of Baaflia, and the Sins of Elah his 
Son, by which they finned, and by which they made Ifrael 
to fin, in provoking the Lord God of Ifrael to Anger with 
their Vanities. 

14 Now the reft of the Afls of Elah, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the Book of the Chronicles of the 
Kings of Ifrael ? 

1 5 In the twenty and feventh Year of Afa King of Ju- 
dah, did Zimri reign feven Days in Tirzah : and the People 

were 
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were encamped againft Gibbethon, which belonged to the 
Fhiliftines. 

1 6 And the People that were encamped heard fay, Zimri 
hath confpired, and hath alfo flain the King : wherefore all 
Ifrael made Omri the Captain of the Hod, King over Ifrael 
that Day in the Camp. 

17 And Omri went up from Gibbethon, and all Ifrael 
with him, and they befieged Tirzah. 

1 8 And it came to pafs, when Zimri faw that the City 
was taken, that he went into the Palace of the King's Houfe^ 
and burnt the King's Houfe over him with Fire, and died ; 

19 For his Sins which he iinned in doing Evil in the fight 
of the Lord, in walking in the Way of Jeroboam, and in 
his Sin which he did, to make Ifrael fin. 

20 Now the reft of the Afts of Zimri, and his Treafon 
that he wrought, are they not written in the Book of the 
Chronicles of the Kings of Ifrael ? 

21 Then were the People of Ifrael divided into two 
Parts : half of the People followed Tibni the Son of.Ginath, 
to make him King; and half followed Omri. 

22 But the People that followed Omri, prevailed againft 
the People that followed Tibni the Son of Ginath : fo Tib- 
ni died, and Omri reigned. 

23 In the thirty and one Year of Afa King of Judah, 
began Omri to reign over Ifrael twelve Years : fix Years 
reigned he in Tirzah. 

24 And he bought the Hill of Samaria of Shemer, for two 
Talents of Silver, and built on the Hill, and called the Name 
of the City which he built, after the Name of Shemer, Own- 
er of the Hill, Samaria. 

25 But Omri wrought Evil in the Eyes of the Lord, 
and did worfe than all that were before him. 

26 For he walked in all the Way of Jeroboam the Son of 
Nebat, and in his Sin wherewith he made Ifrael to fin, to 
provoke the Lord God of Ifrael to Anger with their Va- 
nities. 

27 Now the reft of the Adls of Omri, which he did, 
and his Might that he fhewed, are they not written in the 
Book of the Chronicles of the Kings of Ifrael ? 

28 So Omri flept with his Fathers, and was buried in Sa- 
maria, and Ahab his Son reigned in his ftead. 

29 And in the thirty and eighth Year of Afa King of 

Judah, 
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Judah^ began Ahab the Son of Omri to reign over Ifrael ; 
and Ahab the Son of Omri reigned over Ifrael in Samaria 
Jwenty and two Years, 

30 And Ahab the Son of Omri did Evil in the fight of 
the Lord, above all that were before him. 

3 1 And it came to pafs, as if it had been a light Thing 
for him to walk' in the Sins of Jeroboam the Son of Nebat ^ 
that he took to Wife Jezebel the Daughter of Ethbaal King 
of the Zidonians, and went and ferved Baal, and worlhip- 
ped him. 

32 And he reared up an Altar for Baal, in the Houfe of 
Baalj which he had built in Samaria. 

33 And Ahab made a Grove; And Ahab did more to 
provoke the Lord God of Ifrael to Anger, than all the 
Kings of Ifrael that were before him. 

34 In his Days did Hiel the Bethelite build Jericho : he 
laid the Foundation thereof in Abiram his Firft-bom, and 
fet up the Gates thereof in his youngeft Son Segub, accord- 
ing to the Word of the Lord, which he fpakc by Jofhua 
ihe Son of Nun. 

11 CH RON. CHAP. XVn.

2 And he placed Forces in all the fenced Cities of Judah, 
and the Cities of Ephraim, which Afa his Father had ta- 
ken. 

3 And the Lord was with Tehofhaphat, becaufe he walk- 
ed in the fir ft Ways of his Fathor David, and fought not un- 
\p Baalim; 

4 But fought to the Lord God of his Fathers, and 
walked in his Commandments, and not after the Doings of 
Ifrael : 

5 Therefore the Lord ftabliftied the Kingdom in his 
Hand, and he had Riches and Honour in abundance. 

Q^q q 6 And 
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6 And bis He^rt was lift up in the Ways of the Lord : 
moreover, he took away the high Places and Groves out of 
Judah. 

7 AUb in the third Year of his Reign, he fent to his 
Princes, to teach in the Cities of Judah. 

S And with them he fent Levites and Priefts. 

9 And they taught in Judah, and had the Book of the 
Xaw of the Lord with them, and went about throughout 
fjl the Cities of Judah, and taught the People. 

10 And the Fear of the Lord fell upon all the Kingdoms 
of the Lands that were round about Judah, fo that they made 
no War againft Jeho(haphat. 

1 1 Alfo fome of the Philillines brought Jehofhaphat Prc- 
fents, and Tribute-filverj and thp Arabians brought him 
Flocks. 

12 And Jehofhaphat waxed great exceedingly, and he 
built in Judah, Caftles, and Cities of Stone. 

13 And he had much Bufinefs in the Cities of Judah; 
and the' Men of War mighty Men of Valour were in Jerur 
falem. 

14 And thefe are the Numbers of them ? of Judah, the 
Captains of Thoufands i Adnah the Chief, and with him 
mighty Men of Valour, three hundred thoufand. 

15 And next to him was Jehohanan the Captain, and 
with him two hundred and fourfcore thoufand.

1 3 And behold, there came a Prophet unto Ahab, fayinp^. 
Thus faith the Lord, Haft thou fecn all this great multi- 
tude? behold, I will deliver it into thine Hand this Day,

14 And Ahab faid. By whom? And he faid. Thus faith 
the Lord, Even by the young Men of the Princes of thq 
provinces. Then he faid. Who fliall order the Battle?

15 Then he numbred the young Men of the Princes of 
the Provinces, and they were two hundred and thirty two, 
and after them he numbred all the People, e\cn all the Chil- 
dren of Ifrael, being fevcn thoufaiuJ. 

1 6 And they went out at Noon : But Benhadad was drink-* 
ing hlmfelf drunk in the Pavillions, he and the Kings, the 
ihirry and two Kin^^s that hdped hioi.

26 And it came to pafs at the return of the Year, that 
Benhadad went up to Aphek, to fight againft Ifrael. 

27 And the Children of Ifrael were numbred, and were 
all prefent, and went againft them, and the Children of If- 
rael pitched before them, like two little Flocks of Kids : 
but the Syrians filled the Countrey. 

28 And there came a Man of God, and fpake unto the 
King of Ifrael, and faid, Thus faith the Lord, Becaufe the 
Syrians have faid. The Lord is Gop of the Hills, but he 
is not God of the Vallics : therefore will I deliver all this 
great Multitude into thine Hand, and ye fliall know that I 
am the Lord.

4 Now therefore thus faith the Lord, Thou ihalt not 
come down from that Bed on which thou art gone up, but 
ihalt furely die. And Elijah departed. 

5 And when the Meilengers turned back unto hioi, he 
iaid unto them, Why are ye now turned back ? 

6 And they faid unto him. There came a Man up to 
meet us, and faid unto us, Go turn again unto the King 
that fent you, and fay unio him. Thus faith the Lord, Is 
it not becaufe there is not a God in Ifrael, that thou fendeft 
to enquire of Baalzebub the God of Ekron ? therefore thou 
(halt not come down from that Bed on which thou art gono 
4ip, but {halt furely die. 

7 And he faid unto them. What manner of Man was he 
which came up to meet you, and told you thcfe Words.' 

8 And they anfwercd him. He was an hairy Man, and 
girt with a Girdle of Leather about his Loyns. And he 
faid, It is Elijah the Tifhbite. 

9 Then the King fent unto him a Captain of fifty, with 
his fifty : and he went up to him (and behold, he fat op 
the top of the Hill ) and he fpake unto hixn. Thou Mail 
of God, the King haxh faid. Come dowxu 

T 1 1 2 10 And 
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10 And Elijah anfwered and faid to the Captain of fiftff 
If I be a Man of God, then let Fire come down from 
Heaven and confume thee and thy fifty. And there came 
down Fire from Heaven, and confumed him and his fifty. 

1 1 Again alfo he fent unto him another Captain of fiftyt 
with his fifty : and he anfwered and faid unto him, O Man 
of God, thus hath the King faid, Come down quickly. 

1 2 And Elijah anfwered and faid unto them. If I be a 
Man of God, let Fire come down from Heaven, and con- 
fume thee and thy fifty. And the Fire of God came down 
from Heaven, and confumed him and his fifty. 

1 3 And he fent again a Captain of the third fifty, with 
his fifty : and the third Captain of fifty went up, and came 
and fell on his Knees before Elijah, and befought him, and 
faid unto him, O Man of God, I pray thee, let my Life, 
and the Life of thefe fifty thy Servants be precious in thy 
£ght. 

14 Behold, there came Fire down from Heaven, and 
burnt up the two Captains of the former fifties, with their 
fifties : therefore let my Life now be precious in thy fight. 

15 And the Angel of the Lord faid unto Elijah, Go 
down with \^\m^ be not afraid of him. And he rofe, and 
went down with him unto the King. 

16 And he faid unto him. Thus faith the Lord, Foraf- 
xnuch as thou haft fent Meffengers to enquire of Baalzebub 
the God of Ekron ( is it not becaufe there is no God in If- 
rael to enquire of his Word? ) therefore thou (halt not come 
down oflf the Bed on which thou art gone up, but (halt 
furely die. 

17 So he died, according to the Word of the Lord 
which Elijah had fpoken : and Jehoram reigned in his ftead, 
in the fecond Year of Jehoram the Son of Jehofhaphat King 
of Judah ; becaufe he had no Son. 

C H A P. IL 

i Elijah taking bis Uave of Eliflyay with bis Mantle dividith 
Jordany 9 and granting Elijha his Requejt^ is taken up by a 
fiery Chariot into Heaven. 1 2 EliJha dividing Jordan with 
Elijah's Mantle^ is acknowledged his Succejfor.

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Ver. I A ND it came to pafs when the Lord would take 
J\ up Elijah into Heaven by a Whirlwind, that Eli- 
jah went with Eliflia from Gilgal. 

2 And Elijah faid unto Eliflia, Tarry here, I pray thee : 
for the Lord hath fent me to Beth-el. And Eliflia faid un- 
to him. As the Lord liveth, and as thy Soul liveth, I will 
not leave thee. So they went down to Beth-el. 

3 And the Sons of the Prophets that were at Beth-el 
came forth to Eliflia, and faid unto him, Knoweft thou 
that the Lord will take away thy Matter from thy Head 
To-day? And he faid. Yea, I know it, hold you your 
peace. 

4 And Elijah faid unto him, Eliflia, tarry here, I pray 
thee : for the Lord haih fent me to Jericho. And he faid. 
As the Lord liveth, and as thy Soul liveth, I will not leave 
thee. So they came to Jericho. 

5 And the Sons of the Prophets that were at Jericho came 
to Eliflia, and faid unto him, Knoweft thou that the Lord 
will take away thy Matter from thy Head To-day ? And he 
anfwered. Yea, I know it, hold you your Peace. 

6 And Elijah faid unto him, Tarry, I pray thee, here : 
for the Lord hath fent me to Jordan. And he faid. As the 
Lord liveth, and as thy Soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
And they tw# went on. 

7 And fifty Men of the Sons of the Prophets went, and 
flood to view afar off : and they two ftood by Jordan. 

8 And Elijah took his Mantle and wrapt it together, and 
fmote the Waters, and they were divided hither and thither. 
To that they two went over on dry Ground. 

9 And it came to pafs when they were gone over, that 
Elijah faid unto Eliflia, Aflc what I fliall do for thee, before 
I be taken away from thee. And Eliflia faid, I pray thee> 
let a double Portion of thy Spirit be upon me. 

10 And he faid, Thou hatt aflced a hard Thing : never- 
thelefs, if thou fee me when I am taken from thee, it flull 
be fo unto thee ; but if not, it fliall not be fo. 

1 1 And it came to pafs as they ttill went on, and talked, 
that behold there appeared a Chariot of Fire, and Horfes 
of Fire, and parted them both afunder, and Elijah went up 
by a Whirlwind into Heaven. 

1 2 And Eliflia faw it, and he cried. My Father, my Fa- 
ther, the Chariot of Ifrael, and the Horfemen thereof. 

And 
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And he faw him no more : and he took hold of his avm 
Cloaths, and rent them in two pieces. 

1 3 He took up alfo the Mantle of Elijah that fell from 
him, and went back, and flood by the Bank of Jordan ; 

14 And he took the Mantle of Elijah that fell from him, 
and fmote the Waters, and faid. Where is the Lord Goo 
of Elijah ? and when he alfo had fmitten the Waters, they 
parted hither and thither : and Elifha went over. 

15 And when the Sons of the Prophets which were to 
view at Jericho, faw him, they laid. The Spirit of Elijah 
doth reft on Eliflia. And they came to meet tdm, and bow- 
ed themfelves to the Ground before him. 

16 And they faid unto him. Behold now, there be with 
iJKf Servants fifty ftrong Men, let them go, we pray thee, 
and feek thy Mafter : left peradventure the Spirit of the 
LoaD hath taken him up, and caft him upon fome Moun* 
tain, or into fome Valley. And he faid, Ye (hall not 
fend. 

17 And when they urged him till he was afiiamed, ht 
faid. Send. They fent therefore fifty Men j and they 
fought three Days, but found him not. 

1 8 And when they came again to him ( for he tarried at 
Jericho) he faid unto them. Did I not fay unto you^ Go 
not? 

19 And the Men of the Citv faid unto Etifha, Behold, 
I pray thee, the Situation of this City is pleafant, as my 
Lord feeth : but the Water is naught, and the Ground 

barren. 

20 And he faid. Bring me a new Crufe, and put Salt 
therein. AT.d they brought it to him. 

2 1 And he went forth unto the Spring of the Waters, 
and caft the Salt in there, and faid, Thus faith the Lord, 
J have healed thefe Waters ; there (hall not be from thence 
any more Death, or barren Land. 

22 So the Waters were healed unto this Day, according 
to the Saying of Elifha which be fpake. 

23 And he went up from thence unto Beth-el : and as he 
was going up by the Way, there came forth little Children 
out of the City, and mocked him, and faid unto him. Go 
up thou Bald-head, go up thou Bald-head. 

24 And he turned back, and looked on them, and curfed 
them in the Name of the Lord : and there came forth two 
She-bears out of the Wood, and tare forty and two Children 
of them. 25 And 
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25 And he went from thence to Mount Carmel, and from 
thence he returned to Samaria. 

CHAP. in. 

Uhoram^s Reign. 4 Mejba reielleth. 6 Jih&rantj with 
Jibofiapbat and tbe King $f Edom^ being diftrejfedfor want 
^ef Water ^ by Elijha ohtainetb Water and Promife of Victory. 
21 The Moabites deceived by tbe Colour of the Water^ co^ 
ming to fpoiU (i^t overcome, 26 The King of Moab^ by fa^ 
► erificing the King of Edom's Son^ raifetb the Siege, 

Ver. I '^t O W Jehoram the Son of Ahab began to reign 
JLN over Ifrael in Samaria, the eighteenth Year of 
Jdhofhaphat King of Judah, and reigned twelve Years. 

2 And he wrought Evil in the fight of the Lord, but 
not like his Father, and like his Mother i for he put away 
the Image of Baal that his Father had made. 

3 Ncverthelefs, he cleaved unto the Sins of Jeroboam the 
Son of Nebat, which made Ifrael to fin ; he departed not 
therefrom. 

4 And Meflia King of Moab was a Sheep-mafter, and 
rendred unto the King of Ifrael an hundred thoufand Lambs, 
and an hundred thoufand Rams, with the Wool. 

5 But it came to pafs when Ahab was dead, that the King 
of Moab rebelled againft the King of Ifrael. 

6 And King Jehoram went out of Samaria the fame time, 
and numbred all Ifrael. 

7 And he fent to Jeholhaphat the King of Judah, fay- 
ing. The King of Moab hath rebelled againft me : wilt 
thou go with me againft Moab to Battle? And he faid, I 
will go up : I am as thou art, my People as thy People, and 
my Horfes as thy Horfes. 

8 Arid he faid, Which Way fhall we go up? And he 
infwered. The Way through the Wildernefs of Edom. 

9 So the King of Ifrael went, and the King of Judah, 
ind the King of Edom : and they fetched a Compafs of fe- 
ven Days Journey : and there was no Water for the Hoft, 
and for the Cattle that followed them. 

10 And the King of Ifrael faid, Alas, that the Lord hath 
called thefe three Kings together, to deliver them into the 
Hand of Moab. 

II But 
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1 1 But Jehofliaphat faid. Is there not here a Prophet of 
the Lord, that we may enquire of the Lord by hunt 
And one of the King of Ifraers Servants anfwered and faid^ 
Here is Elifha the Son of Shaphat, which poured Water on 
the Hands of Elijah. 

12 And Jehofliaphat faid. The Word of the Lord it 
with him. So the King of Ifrael, and Jehofliaphat, and the 
King of Edom, went down to him. 

1 3 And Elifha faid unto the King of Ifrael, What have 
1 to do with thee ? get thee to the Prophets of thy Father, 
and to the Prophets of thy Mother. And the King of If-* 
rael faid unto him. Nay : for the Lord hath called thefe 
three Kings together, to deliver them into the Hand of 
Moab. 

14 And Eliflia faid, As the Lord of Hods liveth, be- 
fore whom I ftand, furely were it not that I regard the Pre- 
fence of Jehofliaphat the King of Judah, I would not look 
toward thee, nor fee thee. 

15 But now bring me a Minftrel. And it came to pafs 
when the Minftrel played, that the Hand of the Lord came 
upon him. 

16 And he faid, Thus faith the Lord, Make this Val- 
ley full of Ditches. 

17 For thus faith the Lord, Ye fliall not fee Wind, 
neither fliall ye fee Rain ; yet that Valley fliall be filled with 
Water, that ye may drink, both ye, and your Cattle, and 
your Beafts. 

1 8 And this is but a light Thing in the fight of the Lord: 
he will deliver the Moabites alfo into your Hand. 

19 And ye fliall fmite every fenced City, and every 
choice City, and fliall fell every good Tree, and ftop all 
Wells of Water, and marr every good piece of Land with 
Stones. 

20 And it came to pafs in the Morning when the Meat- 
offering was offered, that behold, there came Water by the 
way of Edom, and the Countrey was filled with Water. 

2 1 And when all the Moabites heard that the Kings were 
come up to fight againft them, they gathered all that were 
able to put on Armour, and flood in the Border. 

22 And they rofe up early in the Morning, and the Sun 
flione upon the Water, and the Moabites law the Water on 
the other fide as red as Blood : 

23 And 
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23 And they faid. This is Blood : the Kings are furely 
(Iain, and they have fmitten one another : now therefore^ 
Moab, to the Spoil. 

24 And when they came to the Camp of Ifrael, the Is- 
raelites rofe up and fmote the Moabites, fo that they fle4 
before them : but they went forward fmiting the Moabites 
even in their Countrey, • 

25 And they beat down the Cities, and on every good 
piece of Land call every Man his Stone, and filled it, and 
tiiey ftopped all the Wells of Water, and felled all the good 
Trees. 

26 And when the King of Moab faw that the Battle was 
too fore for him, he took with him feven hundred Men 
that drew Swords, to break through even unto the King of 
Edom : but they could not. 

27 Then he took his eldeft Son, that fhould have reigned 
in his (lead, and offered him for a Burnt-ofiering upon the 
Wall ; and there was great Indignation againft Ifrael : and 
they departed from him, and returned to their own Land. 

CHAP. IV. 

I EHJha multiplieth the fFidow^s Oyl : S Hf giveth a Sm t§ 
the good Shunammite : 1% He raifeth again her dead Son ; 
1% At Gilgal h$ healeth the deadly Pottage : 42 He fatij^ 
fieth an hundred Men with twenty Loaves. 

Ver, I ^^OW there cried a certain Woman of the Wives 
jLN of the Sons of the Prophets unto Eliflia, faying, 
Thy Servant my Hufband is dead, and thou knoweft that 
thy Servant did fear the Lord : and the Creditor is come 
to take unto him my two Sons to be Bondmen. 

2 And Eliflia faid unto her, What ftiall I do for theef 
tell me, what haft thou in the Houfe ? And flie faid. Thine 
Handmaid hath not any thing in the Houfe fave a Pot of 
Oyl. 

3 Then he faid. Go borrow thee Veflels abroad of all 
tiiy Neighbours, even empty VelTels, borrow not a few. 

4 And when thou art come in, thou flialt ftiut the Door 
upon thee, and upon thy Sons, and {halt pour out into all 
thofe Veffels, and thou (halt fet afide that which is full. 

5 So flie went from him, and fliut the Door upon her, and 
upon her Sonsj who brought the Veflels to h^r, and {hp 
poured out. 

U u u (> And 
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... :6 And it came to paf§ when the Veflels were full, that 
flic (kid.uttto her Son, Bri^ig me^yet a Veflel. And ^ 
iaid unto her. There is not a Veflel more« And the Oyf 
ftaycd. 

. 7 Then Ihe came and told, the Man of God : and he 
ipudv Go» ffW the Oyl, aod pay thy Debt, and live thou 
and thy Qiildren of the ref^. 

8 And it fell on a Day that Elifha palTed to Shunem^ 
where was a great Woman s and flie conftrained him to eat 
Bread. And fo it was, that as oft as he palTed by, he turned 
in thither to eat Bread. 

9 And fhe faid unto her Hu(band, Behold, now, I per- 
ceive that this is an holy Man of God, which padeth by 
lis continually. 

10 Let us make a little Chamber, I pray thee, on the 
Wall, and let us fet for him there a Bed, and a Tabfe, ancf 
a Stool, and a Candleftick : and it fiiall be when he cometb 

^ to us, that he ihall turn ip thither. 

11 And it fell on a Day that he came thither, and he 
turned into the Chamber, and lay there. 

1 2 And he faid to Gehazi his Servant, Call this Shunam- 
,mite. And when he had called her, fhe flood before him. 

1 3 And he faid unto him. Say now unto her. Behold, 
fhou haft been careful for us with all this Care; what is to 
be done for thee ? wouldft thou be fpoken for to the King, 

.: or to the Captain of the Hoft ? And fhe anfwered, I dwell 
among mine own People. 

14 And he faid. What then is to be done for her? And 
Gehazi anfwered. Verily (he hath no Child, and her Hu^ 
band is old. 

1 5 And he faid. Call her. And when he had called her, 
flie ftood in the Door. 

p6 And he faid. About this Seafon, according to the 
time of Life, thou (halt embrace a Son. And (he fiud, 
Kay, my Lord, thou Man of God, do not lie unto thine 
Handmaid. 

17 And the Woman conceived, and bare a Son at that 
Seafon that Elifha had faid unto her, according to the time 
of Life. 

1 8 And when the Child was grown, it fell on a Day, that 
he went out to his Father to the Reapers. . 

19 And he faid unto hi^ Father, My Head, my Head. 
And he faid to a Lad, Carry him to bis Motheif, 

20 And 



' to And when he had taken him, and brought him to his 
Mother, he fat on her Knees till Noon^ and then died. 

^ 1 1 And (he went up, and laid him on the Bed of the Maa 
of God, and (hut the Door upon him, and went out. ^ 

22 And (he called unto her Hulband, and (aid. Send me, 
I pray thee, one of the young Men, aiid one of the Ade^ 
that I may run to the A^ of God, and come again. 

23 And he faid. Wherefore wUt thou go to him To-dajr f 
it is neither New-moon, nor Sabbath. And (be iaid^ It 
fball be well. 

24 Then fhe faddled an Afs, and faid to her Serran^ 
Drive, and go forward i flack not thy riding for me, except 
I bid thee. 

25 So (he went, and came unto the Man of God to 
Mount Carmel : and it came to pafs when the Man of 
God faw her afar off, that he faid to Gehazi bis Servant^ 
Behold, yonder is that Shunammite : 

26 Run now, I pray thee, to meet her, and fay untD 
her. Is it well with thee ? is it well with thy Hufband ? is 
it well with the Child? And (he anfwered, Jt is well. 

27 And when (he came to the Man of God to the Hillp 
(he caught him by the Feet : but Gehazi came near to thruft 
her away. And the Man of God faid. Let her alone, for 
her Soul is vexed within her : and the LoitD hath hid it 
from me, and hath not told me. 

28 Then (he faid. Did I de£re a Son of my Lord? did 
I not fay. Do not deceive me? 

29 Then he faid to Gehazi, Gird up thy Loyns, and 
take my Staff in thine Hand, and go thy way : if thou meet 
^y Man, falute him not^ and if any falute thee, ^nfwer 
him not again ; and lay my Staff upon the Face of the 
Child. 

30 And the Mother of the Child faid, As the Lord U« 
yedi, and as thy Soul liveth, I will not leave thee. Aud 
be arofe and followed her. 

3 1 And Gehazi paded on before them, and laid the Staff 
upon the Face of the Child, but there was neither Voice 
nor hearing : wherefore he went again to meet him, and 
told him, faying. The Child is not awaked. 

3 2 And when Eliiha was come into the Houfe, behold^ 
^e Child was dead, and laid upon his Bed. 

3 3 He went in therefore, and (hut the Door upon them 
twain, ^d prayed un;o the Lord. 

U u u a J4 And 
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34 And he went up, and lay upon the Child, and put hi^ 
Mouth upon his Mouth, and his Eyes upon his Eyes, and 
his Hands upon his Hands, and he ftretched himfelf upon 
the Child, and the Flefli of the Child waxed warm. 

35 Then he returned and walked in the Houfe to and 
fro, and went up, and ftretched himfelf upon him : and the 
Child neefed feven times, and the Child opened his Eyes. 

36 And he called Gehazi, and faid. Call this Shunam- 
mite. So he called her : and when fhe was come in imto 
him, he faid. Take up thy Son. 

37 Then fhe went in, and fell at his Feet, and bowed 
berfelf to the Ground, and took up her Son, and went out. 

3 8 And Elilha came again to Gilgal, and there was a Dearth 
in the Land, and the Sons of the Prophets were fitting be- 
fore him : and he faid unto his Servant, Set on the great 
Pot, and feethe Pottage for the Sons of the Prophets. 

39 And one went out into the Field to gather Herbs, 
and found a wild Vine, and gathered thereof wild Gourds 
his Lapful, and came and Hired them into the Pot of Pot* 
lagc : for they knew them not. 

40 So they poured out for the Men to cat : and it came 
to pafs as they were eating of the Pottage, that they cried 
dut, and faid, O thou Man of God, there is Death in the 
Pot : and they could not eat thereof. 

41 But he faid, Then bring Meal : and he caft it into 
the Pot ; and he faid. Pour out for the People, that they 
taay eat : and there was no Harm in the Pot. 

42 And there came a Man from Baal-fhallfha, and brought 
the Man of God Bread of the Firft-fruits, twenty Loaves 
of Barley, and full Ears of Com in the Huflc thereof : and 
he faid, Give unto the People, that they may eat. 

43 And his Servitor faW, What fliould I fet this before 
an hundred Men ? He faid again. Give the People, that 
they may eat : for thus faith the Lord, They (hall eat, and 
fiiall leave thereof. 

44 So he fet it before them, and they did eat, and left 
thereof according to the Word of the Lord. 

CHAP. V.

2 And the Syrians had gone out by Companies, and had 
brought away Captive out of the Land of Ifrael, a little 
Maid, and fhe waited on Naaman*s Wife, 

3 And fhe faid unto her Miftrefs, Would God my Lord 
were with the Prophet that is in Samaria : for he would re- 
cover him of his Leprofy. 

4 And one went in, and told his Lord, faying. Thus 
and thus faid the Maid that is of the Land of Ifrael. 

5 And the King of Syria faid. Go, and I will fend a Let* 
ter unto the King of Ifrael. And he departed, and took 
with him ten Talents of Silver, and fix thouland pieces of 
Gold, and ten Changes of Raiment. 

6 And he brought the Letter to the King of Ifrael, fay- 
ing. Now when this Letter is come unto thee, behold, I 
have therewith fent Naaman my Servant to thee, that thou 
mayeft recover him of his Leprofy. 

7 And it came to pafs when the King of Ifrael had read 
the Letter, that he rent his Cloaths, and faid. Am I God, 
to kill and to make alive, that this Man doth fend unto me 
to recover a Man of his Leprofy ? wherefore confider, I 
pray you, and fee how he feeketh a Quarrel againft me. 

8 And when ]Eli(ha heard that the King of Ifrael had 
rent his Cloaths, he fent to the King, faying, Wherefore 
haft thou rent thy Cloaths? let him come now to me, and 
he (hall know, that there is a Prophet in Ifrael. 

9 So Naaman came with his Horfes, and with his Cha- 
riot, and fiood at the Door of the Houfe of Elifha. 

10 And Eliflia fent a Meflenger unto him, faying. Go 
and wafh in Jordan feven times, and thy Flefli fhall come 
again unto thee, and thou (halt be clean. 

11 But Naaman was wroth, and went away, and faid^ 
Behold, I thought. He will furely come out to me, and

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jboid, and call on the Name of tbe Lord hU Go0, and 
ftrike his Hand over the Place, and recover the t;eper. 

12 Are not Abana and Pharpar, Rivers of DanrnTcust 
better Aan all the Waters of Ifrael ? may I not wafh in them 
and be dean ?

14 Then went he down, and dipped himfdf feven times 
in Jordan, according to the Saying of the Man of God : 
tnd his Fkfli came again like unto the Flefb of a little Child, 
and he was dean. 

1 5 And he returned to the Man of God, he and all his 
Coinpany, and came and ftood before him : and he fald. 
Behold now I know that there is no God in all the Earth, 
but in Ifrad : now therefore, I pray thee, take a Bleffing of 
thy Servant, 

16 But he faid. As the Lord liveth, before whom I 
ftand, I will receive none. And he urged him to take h, 
but he refuted. 

.17 And Naaman faid. Shall there not then, I pray thee, 
be given to thy Servant two Mules Burden of Earth ? for 
thy Servant will henceforth offer neither Burnt-offering, nor 
Sacrifice unto other Gods, but unto theXoRD. 

18 In this Thing the Lord pardon thy Servant, that 
when my Mafter goeth into the Houfe of Rimmon to wor* 
fliip there, and he leaneth on my Hand, and I bow myfelf 
in the Houfe of Rimmon : when I bow down myfelf in the 
Houfe of Rimmon, the Lord pardon thy Servant in this 
Thing. 

19 And he faid unto him. Go in Peace, So he departed 
from htm a little way. 

ao But Gehazi the Servant of Eli(ha the Man of Gop, 
faid, Behold, my Mafter hath fpared Naaman this Syrian, 
in not receiving at his Hands that which he brought : but as 
the Lord liveth, I will run after him, and take fomewhat 
of him. 

a I So Gehazi followed after Naaman : and when Naa^ 
man law him running after him, he lighted down from die 
Chariot to meet him, and faid. Is all well ? 

2s And he faid. All is well : my Mafter hath fent me, 
faying, Behold, even now there be come to me from Mount 

Epbraim 
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iraim ^wo young Men of the Sons of the Prophets : give 
lem, I pray thee, a Talent of Silver, and two Changes of 
Garm^ts. 

^ jM And Naaman fald. Be content, take two Talents,' 
And he urged him, and bound two TaJents of Silver in two 
BagSfr ^1^ (^^ Changes of Garments, and laid them upon 
^o Q^ his Servants, and they bare them before him. 
'24 And when he came to the Tower, he took them fiiom 
idbeir Hand, and bellowed them in the Houfe s and be let 
the Men go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and flood before his Mailer : And 
EIi£ha faid unto htm, Whence comeft thou, Gehazi ? And 
he faid, Thy Servant went no whither. 

26 And he faid unto him. Went not mine Heart with 
thee, when the Man turned again from his Chariot to meet 
thee I is it a Time to receive Money, and to receive Gar- 
ments, and Olive-yards, and Vineyards, and Sheep, and 
Oxen, and Men-fervants, and Maid- fervants? 

^7 Xhc Ij^profy therefore of Naaman (hall cleave unto 
tfiee. and unto thy Seed for ever. And he went out from 
iiis rrefence a Leper as white as Snow. 

CHAP. VI. 

I Elijha giving Leave to the young Prophets to enlargi their 
Dw^ttings^ caufeth Iron to fwim : 8 He difclojeth the Eng 
ef Syria's Counjei 1 3 The Army which was fent to Dothan 
tofipprehend.nli/hay is /mitten with Blindnefs : 19 Being 
brought into Samaria ^ they are difmijfed in Peace. 24 The 
Papiine in Samaria caufeth Women to eat their own Children. 
30 The King fendeth to Jlay Elijba. 

Fent AND the Sons of the Prophets faid unto Eliflia, 
jljL Behold now, the Place where we dwell with thee 
is too flrait for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto Jordan, and take thence 
every Man a Beam, and let us make us a Place there where 
we may dwell. And he anfwered. Go ye. 

J And one faid, Be content, I pray thee, and go with 
lhy,.Servants. And he anfwered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And when they came to Jor- 
dan, they cut down Wood- 
s' But as o;ie was felling a Beam, the Ax-head fell into 

the 
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the Water : and he cried, and faid, Alas Mailer, for it wis 
borrowed. 

6 And the Man of God faid, Where fell it ? And he 
(hewed him the Place. And he cut down a Stick, and caft 
it in thither, and the Iron did fwiro. 

7 Therefore faid he. Take it up to thee. And he put 
out his Hand, and took it. 

8 Then the King of Syria warred againft Ifrael, and took 
Counfel with his Servants, faying. In fuch and fuch a Place 
{hall be my Camp. 

9 And the Mzn of God fent unto the King of Ifrael, 
faying. Beware that thou pafs not fuch a Place ; for thither 
the Syrians are come down. 

I o And the King of Ifrael fent to the Place which the 
Man of God told him, and warned him of, and faved him- 
fclf there, not once nor twice. 

I I Therefore the Heart of the King of Syria was fore 
troubled for this Thing, and he called his Servants, and faid 
unto them. Will ye not fhew me which of us is for the 
King of Ifrael ? 

1 2 And one of his Servants faid. None, my Lord, O 
King: but Eliflia the Prophet, that is in Ifrael, telleth 
the King of Ifrael the Words that thou fpeakeft in thy 
Bed-chamber. 

13 And he faid. Go, and fpy where he is that I may 
fend and fetch him. And it was told him, faying. Behold 
he is in Dothan. 

14 Therefore fent he thither Horfes, and Chariots, and 
a great Hoft : and they came by Night, and compafled the 
City about. 

1 5 And when the Servant of the Man of God was rifen 
early and gone forth, behold, an Hoft compaffed the City, 
both with Horfes, and Chariots : and his Servant faid unto 
him, Alas, my Matter, how (hall we do ? 

1 6 And he anfwered, Fear not : for they that be with us» 
are more than they that be with them. 

17 ^ And Eliflia prayed, * i/«*. K 7 And of the Angdf ht

f 8 And when they came down to him, Elifha prayed un- 
to the Lord, and faid. Smite this People^ I pray thee, with 
Blindnefs. And he fmote them with Blindnefs, according 
«| the Word of EiifRk. 

19 And £Ii(ha faid unto them, This is not the Way^ 
neither is this the City : follow me, and I will bring ypa 
to the Man whom ye feek. But he led them to Samarial 

20 And it came to pafs, when they were come into Sa« 
maria, that Elifha faid. Lord, open the Eyes of thefe Med 
that they may fee. And the Lord opened their Eyes, and 
they law, and behold, they were in the mids of Samaria. 

21 And the King of Ifrael faid unto Elifha, when he faw 
them. My Father, fhall I fmite them? fhall I finite them? 

22 And he anfwered. Thou fhalt not fmite them: wouldfl 
thou fmite thofe whom thou hafl taken Captive with thy 
Sword, and with thy Bow? fet Bread and Water before 
them that they may eat and drink, and go to their Matter. 
^ 23 And he prepared great Provifion for them : and when 
they had eaten and drunk, he fent them away, and they 
went to their Mafter. So the Bands of Syria came no more 
into the Land of Ifrael. 

24 And it came to pafs after this, that Benhadad King 
of Syria gathered all his Hoft, and went up, and befieged 
Samaria. 

25 And there wjis a great Famine in Samaria : and be- 
hold, they befieged it, until an Afs's Head was fold for 
fourfcore pieces of Silver, and the Fourth part of a Cab of 
Poves Dung for five pieces of Silver. 

26 And as the King of Ifrael was palling by upon the 
Wall, there Yrried a Woman unto him, faying. Help, my 
Lord, O King. 

27 And he faid. If the Lord do not help thee, whence 
fliall I help thee? out of the Barn-floor, or out of the 
Wine-prefs ? 

28 And the King faid unto her, W^at aileth.thee? And 
(he anfwered, This Woman faid unto me,. Give thy Son, 
that we may eat him To-day, and wt will eat my Son To- 
morrow. 

29 So we boiled my Son, and did eat him : and I faid 
unto her on the next Day, Give thy Son, that we may eat 
him : and fhe hath hid her Son. 

30 And it came to pafs when the King heard the Words 
of the Woman, that he rent his Cloaths, and he palTed by 
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upon the Wall, and the People looked, and behold, he had 
Sackcloth within upon his Flefh. 

31 Then he faid, God do fo and more alfo to me, if the 
Head of Elifha the Son of Shaphat (hdl (land on him this 
Day. 

32 But Elifha fat in his Houfe, (and the Elders fat with 
him) and the King fent a Man from before him: but 
ere the Meffenger came to him, he.faid to the Elders, See 
ye how this Son of a Murderer hath fent to take away mine 
Head ? look when the Meffenger cometh, (hut the Door^ 
and hold him faft at the Door : is not the Sound of his 
Mailer's Feet behind him ? 

33 And while he yet talked with them, behold the Mef- 
fenger came down unto him: and he faid. Behold, this E- 
vil is of the Lord, what fhould I wait for the Lord any 
longer? 

CHAP. VIL 

I Elijha pr$phefieth incredible Plenty in Samaria. 3 Four, 
Lepers venturing on the Hoji of the Syrians^ bring Tidings of 
their Flight, 1 2 The King finding by Spies the News to be 
true^ fpoileth the Tents of the Syrians, 1 7 The Lord who 
would not believe the Prophecy of Plenty ^ having the Charge 
of the Gate is troden to Death in the Prefs. 

T/r. i^HEN EUQia faid. Hear ye the Word of the; 
X .Lord, Thus faith the Lord, To-morrow about 
this time, (hall a Meafure of fine Flour be fold for a Shekel^ 
and two Meafures of Barley for a Shekel, in the Gate of 
Samaria. * 

% Then a Lord on whofe Hand the King leaned, anfwer-^ 
ed tlie Man of God^ and faid. Behold, if the Lord would 
make Windows in Heaven, might this Thing be ? And he 
faid. Behold, Thou {halt fee it with thine Eyes, but fhalt 
not eat thereof. 

3 And there were four leprous Men at the entring in of 
the Gate : and*they faid one to another^ Why fit we here 
until we die ? 

_ * 

4 If we fay we will enter into the City, then the Famine 
is in the City, and we (hall die there : and if we fit ftill 
here, we die alfo. Now therefore come, and let us fall un* 
to the Hoft of the Syrians : if they fave us alive, we fhall 
live; and if they kill us, we (hall but die. 

5 And 
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5 And they rofe up in the Twilight to go unto the Camp 
of the Syrians : and when they were come to the utter- 
moft Part of the Camp of Syria, behold, there was no Man 
there, 

6 For the Lord had made the Hoft of the Syrians to 
hear a Noife of Chariots, and a Noife of Horfes, even the 
Noife of a great Hoft : and they faid one to another, Lo, 
the King of Ifrael hath hired againft us the Rings of the 
Hittites, and the Kings of the Egyptians, to come upon 
us. 

7 Wherefore tjiey arofe and fled in the Twilight, and 
left their Tents, even the Camp as it was, and fled for their 
Lives. 

8 And when thefe Lepers came to the uttermoft Part of 
the Camp, they went into one Tent, and did eat, and drink^ 
and carried thence Silver, and Gold, and Raiment, and 
•went and hid it; and came again, and entred into another 
Tient, and carried thence alfo, and went and hid it. 

9 Then they faid one to another. We do not well : this 
Day is a Day of good Tidings, and we hold our Peace: 
If we tarry till the Morning Light, fome Mifchief will come 
upon us : now therefore come, that we may go and tell the 
King's Houfhold. 

10 So they came and called unto the Porter of the City : 
and they told them, faying, We came to the Camp of the 
Syrians, and behold there was no Man there^ but Horfes 
ind Afles tied, and the Tents as they were. ' 

11 And he called the Porters, and they told it to the 
King's Houfe within. 

1 2 And the King arofe in the Night, and faid unto his 
Servants, I will now IheW ydu what the Syrians have done 
to us : they know that we be hungr^, therefore are they 
gone out of the Camp, to hide themfelves in the Field, fay- 
ing. When they come out of the City, we ftiall catch them 
^ive, and get into the City. 

1 3 And one of his Servants anfwered and faid. Let fome 
take; I pray thee, five of the Horfes that remain, which 
are left in the City : (behold, I fay, they are even as all 
the multitude of the Ifraelites that are confumed) and let us 
fend and fee. 

14 They took therefore two Chariot-horfes, and the 
King fent after the Hoft of the Syrians. 

15 And they went after them unto Jordan, and lo, all

the Way was full of Garments, and Veflels, which the Sy^ 
rians had caft avray in their Hafte : and the Meflengers re- 
turned and told the King. 

1 6 And the People went out, and fpoiled the Tents of 
the Syrians. So a Meafure of fine Flour was fold for a 
Shekel, and two Meafures of Barley for a Shekel, accorck 
ING to the Word of the Lord. 

17 An4»the King appointed the Lord on whofe Hand 
he leaned, to have the Charge of the Gate : and the People 
trode upon him in the Gate, and he died, as the Man of 
God had said, who fpake when the King came down to 

him. * 

1 8 And it came to pafs as the Man of God had fpoken 
tmto the King, faying, Two Meafures of Barky for a She- 
kd, and a Meafure of fine Flour for a Shekel, fhall be To- 
morrow about this time in the Gate of Samaria : 

19 And that Lord anfwered the Man of God and faid. 
Now behold, if the Lord (hould make Windows in Hea-> 
veo, might fuch a Thing be? And he iaid. Behold, thou 
ibalt fee it with thine Eyes, but (halt not eat thereof. 

20 And fo it FELL OUT unto him : for the People trod 
upon him in the Gate, and he died. 

CHAP. Via 

t Thi Shunamtmte having lift her Countny fevtn Yean to &• 
void the forewarned Famine^ fur Elijha's Mirage's Sake bath 
her Land reftored by the King. 7 Hazael being fent with 
a Prefent by Benbadad to EUJha at Damafcus^ after he had 
heara the Prophecy^ killeth his Mafter^ and Jucceedeth him. 
16 Jehoranfs wicked Reign in Judah. 20 Edom and Lib" 
nab revolt. 23 Jkaziah fucceedeth Jiboram. 25 Abazi^ 
ah*i wieked Reign. zS He vijiteth Jeboram wounded ai 
Jizreeh 

Ver. I 'TpHEN fpake Eli(ha unto the Woman (whofe Son 
X he had reftored to Life) faying, Arife, and go 
thou and thy Houfliold, and fojoura wherefoever thou canft 
fojoum : for the Lord hath called for a Faminei and it 
fliall alfo come upon the Land feven Years. 

2 And the Woman arofe, and did after the Saying of the 
Man of God : and (he went with her Houfliold, and fo- 
joumed in the Land of the Philiftines feven Years. 

3 And 
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3 And it came to pafs at the (even Years End,Hhat the 
Woman returned out of the Land of the Philiftinei : and 
flie went forth to cry unto the King for her Houfi^ and for 
her Land. 

4 And the King talked with Gehazi the Servant of the 
Man of God, faying. Tell me, I pray thee^ all the geeat 
Things that Elisha hath done. 

5 And it came to pafs as he was telling the King how he 
had reftored a dead Body to Life, that behold, the Wo- 
man whofe Son he had restored to Life, cried to the 
King for her Houfe, and for her Land, and Gehazi fiud^ 
My Lord, O King, this is the Woman, and this is her SoKy 
whom Elifha restored to Life. ^ 

6 And when the King afked the Woman, (he told him* 
So the King appointed unto her a certain Officer, faying^ 
Reftore all that was hers, and all the Fruits of the Fields 
fince the Day that (he left the Land, even until now. 

7 And Elisha came to Damafcus; and Benhadad the 
Kbg of Syria was fick, and it was told him, faying. The 
Man of God is come hither. 

8 And the King faid unto Hazael, Take a Prefent in 
thine Hand, and go meet the Man of God, and enquire of 
the Lord by him, faying, fhall I recover of this Difeafe? 

9 So Hazael went to meet him, and took A Prefent with 
hini, even of every good Thing of Damaicus, forty Ca- 
mels Burden, and came and ftoK>d before him, and faid. 
Thy Son Benhadad King of Syria hath fent me to thee, lay- 
ing, Shall I recover of this Difeafe ? 

I o And Elifha faid unto him. Go, fay unto him. Thou 
mayeft certainly recover : howbeit the Lord hath ihewed 
me, that he (hall surely die. 

II And he fettled his Countenance ftedfaftly, until he 
was afhamed : and the Man of God wept. 

1 2 Apd Hazael faid. Why weepeth my Lord ? And he 
anfwered, Becaufe I know the Evil that thou wilt do unto 
the Children of Ifrael : their ftrong Holds wilt thou fet on 
fee, and- their young Men wilt thou flay with the Sword, 
and wilt dafh their Children, and rip up their Women with 
Child. • 

13 And Hazael faid. But what, is thy Servant a Dog 
that he fhould do this great Thing? And Elifha anfwered. 
The Lord hath fhewed me that thou fhalt be King over 
Syria. 

14 So 
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14 Sb he departed from Eliiha, and came to his Maftert 
who faid to him. What faid Eliflia to thee ? and he anfwfrr- 
cd. He told me that thou (houldft furely recover. 

15 And it came to pafs on the Morrow, that he took a 
thick Cloth, and dipt it in Water, and fpread it on his Face, 
fo that he died : and Hazael reigned in his ftead. 

U. C H RO N. CHAP. XXI. 

I ^ihoramjuueiding Jibo/hapbat^ fiayHh bis Brethnn : 5 /& 
wickid Reign, 8 Edom and L'ibnah revolt. 1 2 Tbe Prth 
pbecy e/Elijab againji bim in f Writing. 16 Philijlines arid 
Arabians opprefs^ bim : 1 8 His incurable Difeafe^ infamous 
Deatbj and Burial. 

Ver.i'y^OW Jehofliaphat flept with hfs Fathers, and 
xN was buried with his Fathers in the City of Da- 
vid : and Jehoiam his Son reigned in his ftead. 

2 And he had Brethren the Sons of Jehofhaphat, Az3tr 
riah, and Jehiel, and Zechariah, and Azariah, and Micha- 
el, and Shephatiah : all thefe were the Sons of Jehofhaphat 
King of Ifrael. 

3 And their Father gave them great Gifts of Silver and 
of Gold, an4 of precious Things, with fenced Cities in Ju- 
dah : but tlie tCingdom gave he to Jehoram, becaufe he was 
the Firft-bom. 

4 Now when Jehoram was rifen up to the Kingdom of 
his Father, he ftrengthened himfelf, and flew all his Brethren 
with the Sword, and divers alfo of the Princes of Ifrael. 

5 Jehoram was thirty and two Years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned eight Years in Jerufalem. 

6 And he walked in the Way of the Kings of Israel, 
like as did the Houfe of Ahab : for he had the Daughter of 
Ahab to Wife : and he wrought that which was cm\ in the 
Eyes of the Lord. 

7 Howbeit, the Lord would not destroy the House 
of David, becaufe of the Covenant that he had made 
with Davidy and as he promised to give a Light to hin^ 
and to his Sons for ever. 

8 In his Days the Edomites revolted from under the Do- 
ininion of Judah, and made themfelves a King. 

9 Then Jehoram went forth with his Princes, and all his 
Chariots with him ; and he rofe up by Night, and fmote 

the 
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fedomites which compaiTed him in, and the Captains of the 
Chariots. 

I o So the Edomites revolted from under the Hand of Judah 
iiilU> this Day. The fame time alfo did Libnah revolt from 
under his Hand; becaufe he had forsaken the Lord God 
of his Fathers. 

, 1 1 Moreover, he made high Places in the Mountains of 
Judah, and caufed the Inhabitants of* Jerufalem to commit 
Fornication, and compelled Judah thereto* 

12 And there came a Writing to him from Elijah 
tjie Prophet, faying, Thus faith the Lord God of David 
thy Father, Becaufe thou haft not walked in the Ways 
of Jehofhaphat thy Father, nor in the Ways of Afa King of 
Judah, 

1 3 But haft walked in the Way of the Kings of Israel^ 
and haft made J'udah and the Inhabitants of Jerufalem to go 
a whoring, like to the Whoredoms of 5ie Houfe of A- 
hab, and alfo haft flain thy Brethren of thy Father's Houfe, 
which were better than thyfelf : 

14 Behold, with a great Plague will the Lord fmite 
thy People, and thy Children, and thy Wives, and all thy 
Goods. 

15 And thou (halt have great Sickness, by Difeafe of 
thy Bowels, until thy Bowels fall out by reafon of the Sick- 
nefs Day by Day. 

16 Moreover, the Lord ftifred up againft Jehoram the 
Spirit of the Philiftines, and of the Arabians, that were njear 
the Ethiopians. 

17 And they came up into Judah, and brake into it, and 
carried away all the Subftance that was found in the King's 
Houfe, and his Sons alfp and his Wives ; fo that there was 
never a Son left him, fave Jehoahaz the youngeft* of his 
Sons. 

1 8 And after all this, the Lord smote him in his Bow- 
els with an incurable Disease. 

19 And it came to pafs that in procefs of Time,* after 
the End of two Years, his Bowels fell out by reafon of his 
Sicknefs : fo he died of fore Difeafes : And his People made 
no Burning for him, like the Burning of his Fathers. 

20 Thirty and two Years old was he when he began to 
reign, and he reigned in Jerufalem eight Years, and depart- 
ed without being desired : howbeit they bjuried him in the 
City of David, but not in the Sepulchres of the Kings.

Ramoth-gilead. 

a And when thou comeft thither, look out there Jehu 
the Son of Jehofliafrfiat, the Son of Nimfhi, mcA go in, and 
make him arife up from among his Brethren, and carry him 
to an inner Chamber. 

3 Then take the Box of Oil, and pour it on his Head^ 
and fay. Thus saith the Lord, I have anointed thee King 
orer Ifrael : then open the Door, and flee, and tarry not. 

4 So the young Man, the Prophet, went to Ramotb« 
gilead. 

5 And whefi he came, behold, the Captams of the Hoft 
were fitting; and he faid, I have an Errand to thee, O 
Captain. And Jehu faid. Unto which of all us ? And be 
ftid^ To thee, O Captain. 

6 And he arofe, and went into the Houfe, and he poured 
the Oil on his Head, and faid unto him. Thus faith the 
Lord Ood of Ifrael, I have anointbd thee King over the 
People of the Lord, even over Ifrael. 

7 And thou (halt fmite the Houfe of Ahab thy Mafter^ 
that I may avenge the Blood of my Servants the Pro- 
phets, and the Blood of all the Servants of the Lord at the 
Hand of Jezebel. 

S For the whole House of Arab fhall perifh. 

9 And I will make the Houfe of Ahab like the Houfe of 
Jeroboam, the Son of Nebat, and like the Houfe of Baaiba 
the Son of Ahijah. 

10 And the Dogs fhall eat Jezebel in the Portion of Jez- 
reel, and there fhall be none to bury her. And he opened 
the Door, and fled. 

1 1 Then Jehu came forth to the Servants of his Lord, 

and 
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ted one faid uiito him. Is all well? wherefore came this 
imad Fellow to thee ? And he faid unto them. Ye know thic 
"Man, and his Communication. 

1 2 And they faid, It is falfe, tell us now, and he (kid, 
^us and thus fpake he to me, faying. Thus saitk the 
Lord, I have anointed thee King over Ifrael. 

1 3 Then they halted, and took every Man his Garment^ 
-and put it under him on the top of the Stairs, and blew with 
^Trumpets, faying, Jehu is King. 

14 So Jehu confpired againft Joram : (Now Joraro bad 
lept Ramoth-gilead, he and all Ifrael, becaufe of Hazael 
King of Syria. 

15 But King Joram was returned to be healed in Jezreel^ 
of the Wounds which the Syrians had given him, when he 
fought with Ha!fcael King of Syria.) And Jehu faid. If it 
\it your Mindl, then let none go forth, nor efcape out of 
the City, to go to tell it in Jezreel. 

1 6 So Jehu rode in a Chariot, and went to Jezreel (for 
Joram lay there) and Ahaziah King of Judah was come 
down to fee Joram. 

1 7 And there ftood a Watchman on the Tower in Jez- 
reel, and he fpied the Company of Jehu as he came, and 
feid, I fee a Company. And Joram faid. Take an Horfe- 
man, and fend to meet them, and let him fay, Is it Peace ? 

18 So there went one on Horfeback to meet him, and 
^id. Thus faith the King, Is it Peace? And Jehu laid, 
.What haft thou to do with Peace? turn thee behind me. 
And the Watchman told, faying. The Mcffenger came to 
them, but he cometh not again. 

19 Then he fent out a fecond on Horfeback, which came 
to them, and faid, Thus faith the King, Is it Peace ? And 
Jehu anfwered. What haft thou to do with Peace ? turn 
thee behind me. 

20 And the Watchman told, faying. He came even unto 
them, and cometh not again : and the Driving is like the 
Driving of Jehu ; for he driveth furioufly. 

21 And Joram faid, Make ready. And his Chariot was 
.made ready. And Joram King of Ifrael, and Ahaziah King 
of Judah went out each in. his Chariot, and they went out 
againft Jehu, and met him in the Portion of Naboth. 

22 And it came to pafs when Joram faw Jehu, that he 
faid. Is it Peace, Jehu? And he anfwered. What Peace, 

Yyy fo 
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ib long as the Whoe£Doms of tby Mother JbzbbbL) and 
her Witchcrafts are fo many? 

23 And Joram turned his Hands and fled» and (aid to 
iUiaziah, lliere is Treachery, O Ahaziah. 

24 And Jehu drew a Bow with his full Strength, and 
fmote Jehoram between his Arms, ancf the Arrow went out 
at bis Heart, and he funk down in his Chariot. 

25 Then (aid Jehu to Bidkar his Captain, Take up, and 
caft him in the Portion of the Field of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite : for remember, how that when I and thou rode to- 
gether after Ahab his Father, the Lord laid this Burden 
upon him. 

26 Surely I hare feen Yefterday the Blood of Naboth, 
and the Blood of his Sons, faid the Lord, and I will rb- 
quiTB thee in this Plat, faith the Lord. Now therefore 
take and caft hjm into the Plat of Ground, according to the 
Word of the Lord. 

27 But when Ahaziah the King of Judah iaw this, he 
fled by the way of the Garden-houfe, and Jehu ft)llowed af- 
ter him, and faid. Smite him alfo in the Chariot : And they 
did fo, at the going up to Gur, which is by Ibleam : and 
he fled to Megiddo, and died there. 

28 And his Servants carried him in a Chariot to Jerula- 
lem, and buried him in his Sepulchre with his Fathers in 
the City of David. 

29 And in the eleventh Year of Joram the Son of Ahab, 
began Ahaziah to reign over Judah. 

30 And when Jehu was come to Jezreel, Jezebel heard 
of it, and (he painted her Face, and tired her Head, and 
looked out at a Window. 

31 And as Jehu entred in at the Gate, (he faid. Had 
2imri Peace, who flew his Mafter? 

32 And he lift up his Face to the Window, and Mi, 
Who is on my fide, who ? And there looked out to him 
two or three Eunuchs. 

33 And he faid. Throw her down. So they threw her 
down ; and fome of her Blood was fprinkled on the Wall, 
and on the Horfes : and he trode her under foot. 

34 And when he was come in, he did eat and drink, and 
faid, Go fee now this cursed Woman, and bury her : for 
flie is a King's Daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her, but they found no more 

of 
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dF her than the Scull, and the Febt, and the Palms of 
her Hands. 

36 Wherefore they came again, and told him: and he 
£iid. This is the Word of the Loed, which he sparji by 
his Servant Elijah the Tishbitb, ^ying. In the Portion 
of Jezreel (hall Dogs eat the FIe(h of Jezebel : 

37 And the Carcafe of Jezebel (hall be as Dung upon, the 
Face of the Field, in the Pojtioa of Jezreel, fo that they 
Aall not fay. This is JezebeL 

CHAP. X. 

I Jehu by his Letters caufeth /event y ofAhaFs Cbtliren to be 
beheaded. 8 He excufeth the FaSf by the Prophecy of Eli- 
jah, iz At the Sbearing'houfe be flayeth two and forty of 
Ahaziab's Brethren : 1$ He taketh Jehonadab into bis Com- 
pany : iS By Subtilty he dejiroyeth all the Worjhippers ofBaah 
2 9 Jehu folkweth Jeroboam's Sins. 32 Hazael opprejfetb 
IfraeL 34 Jehoahaz fucceedeth him. 

Ver. I A ND Ahab had feventy Sons in Samaria : and Je* 
J\ hu wrote Letters, and fent to Samaria, unto the 
Rulers of Jezreel, to the Elders^ and to them that brought 
up Ahab*s Children, faying, 

2 Now aflbon as this Letter cometh to you, feeing your 
Mailer's Sons are with you, and there are with you Cha- 
riots and Horfes, a fenced City alfo, and Armour : 

3 Look out the meetbst of your Mailer's Sons, and fet 
him on his Father's Throne, and Sght for your Mailer's 
Houfe. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, and faid. Behold, 
two Kings ilood not before him : how then fliall we iland? 

5 And he that was over the Houfe, and he that was over 
fhe City, the Elders alfo, and the Bringers up of the Chil- 
dren fcnt to Jehu, faying. We are thy Servants, and will 
do all that thou ihalt bid us ; we will not make any King : 
do thou that which is good in thine Eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a Letter the fecond time to them, fay- 
hig> If ye be mine, and if you will hearken unto my Voice, 
take ye the Heads of the Men your Mailer's Sons, and come 
to me to Jezreel by To-morrow this time : (now the King's 
Sons being feventy Perfons, were with the Great Men of 
(he City which brought them up) 

7 And it came to pafs when the Letter came to them, 
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that they took the King's Sons, and Hew 5«vekty Pcrfons, 
and put their Heads in Bafket^ and fent him them to Jezi 

8 And there came a Meflenger, and told him, *faying» 
They have brought the Heads of the King's Sons. And he 
faid, Lay ye them in two Heaps at the entring in of the 
Gate, until the Morning. 

9 And it came to pafs in the Morning, that he went out^ 
and flood, and faid to all the People, Ye be righteous : be-* 
hold, I confpired againft my Matter, and flew him : but 
who flew all thefe? 

10 Know now, that there fhall fall unto the Earth no- 
thing of the Word of the Lord, which the Lord fpakc 
concerning the Houfe of Ahab : for the Lord hath done 
that which he fpake by his Servant Elijah. 

1 1 So Tehu flew all that remained of the Houfe of Ahab 
In Jezreel, and all his Great Men, and his Kinsfolks, and 
bis Priefts, until he left him none remaining. 

12 And he arofe and departed, and came to Samaria. 
And as he was at the Shearing-houfe in the Way, 

1 3 Jehu met with the Brethren of Ahaziah King of Ju- 
4ah, and faid. Who are ye ? And they anfwered. We are 
the Brethren of Ahaziah, and we go down to falute the 
Children of the King, and the Childrep of the Queen. 

1 4 And he (aid, take them alive. And they took them 
alive, and flew them at the Pit of the Shearing-houfe, even 
two and forty Men j neither left he any of them. 

15 And when he was departed thence, he lighted on Je- 
honadab the Son of Rechab, coming to meet him, and hct 
faluted him, and faid to him. Is thine Heart right, as 
my Heart is with thy Heart? And Jehonadab anfwer-j 
©d. It is. If it be, give me thine Hand : And he gave 
him his Hand, and be took him up to him into the Cha- 
riot. 

16 And he faid, Come with me, and fee my Zeal for 
the Lord, fo they made him ride in his Chariot. 

17 And when he came to Samaria, he flew all that re- 
mained unto Ahab in Samaria, till he had deftroyed him ac«» 
cording to the Saying of the Lord, which he fpake to 
Elijah. 

1 8 And Jehu gathered all the People together, and faid 
unto them, Ahab ferved Baal a little, but Jehu fhall ferve 
him much. 

19 Now 
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xg Now therefore call unto me all the Prophets of Baal, 
|J1 his Servants, and all his Priefts^ let none be wanting : 
for I have a great Sacrifice to do to Baal ; whofoever flail 
be wanting, he (hall not live. But Jehu did it in Subtil- 
TY, to the Intent that he might deftroy the Worihippcrs of 
Baal. 

20 And Jehu faid, Proclaim a folemn Aflembly for Baal. 
And they proclaimed it. 

1 1 And Jehu fent through all Ifrael, and all the Worfhip* 
pers of Baal came, fo that there was not a Man left that 
came not : and they came into the Houfe of Baal, and the 
Houfe of Baal was full from one End to another. 

22 And he laid unto him that was over the Veftry, Brii^ 
forth Veftments for all the Worihippers of Baal. And he 
brought them forth Veftments. 

23 And Jehu went, and Jehonadab into the Houfe of 
Baal, and faid unto the Wod[hippers of Baal, Search, and 
look that there be here with you none of the Servants of the 
Lord, but the Worfhippers of Baal only. 

24 And when they went in to ofier Sacrifices and Bumt- 
oSerings, Jehu appointed fourfcore Men without, and faid. 
If any of the Men whom I have brought into your Hatids 
efcape, he that letteth him go, his Life (hall be for the 
LiF£ of him. 

25 And it came to pafs as foon as he had made an end 
of offering the Bumt-offering, that Jehu faid to the Guard, 
and to the Captains, Go in and flay them, let none come 
forth. And they fmote them with the Edge of the Sword, 
and the Guard, and the Captains caft them out, and went 
to the City of the Houfe of Baal. 

26 And they brought forth the Images out of the Houfe 
of Baal, and burnt them. 

27 And they brake down the Houfe of Baal, and made 
it a Draught-houfe. 

28 Thus Jehu deftroyed Baal out of Ifrael. 

29 Howbeit, from the Sins of Jeroboam, who made If- 
rael to fin, Jehu departed not from after them, to wit, the 
golden Calves that were in Beth-el, and that were in Dan. 

30 And the Lord faid unto Jehu, Becaufe thou haft 
done well in executing that which is right in mine Eyes, 
and haft done unto the Houfe of Ahab according to all that 
was in mine Heart, thy Children of the fourth Generation 
iball fit on the Throne of Ifrael. 

31 But 
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> 31 But Jehu took no heed to walk in the Law of the 
Lord God of Ifrael, with all his Heart : for he depart- 
-ed not from the Sins of Jeroboam, which made Ifrael to 
fin. 

3s In thofe Days the Lord began to cut Ifrael short : 
and Hazael fmote them in all the Coafts of Ifiael. 

33 From Jordan Eaft-ward, all the Land of Gilead, the 
Gadites, and the Reubenites, and the Manaffites. 

34 Now the reft of the A€ts of Jehu, and all that he did, 
and all his Mig^t, are they not written in the Book of the 
Chronicles of the Kings of Ifrael ? 

35 And Jehu flept with his Fathers, and they buried him 
in Samaria, and Jehoahaz his Son reigned in his ftead. 

36 And the Time that Jehu reigned oyer Ifrael in Sama- 
ria was twenty and eight Years, 

IL.CHRON. CHAP. XXH. 

I Jbaziab fuccndtng^ nigneth wickedly : 5 In bis Cwfidi-^ 
racy with Joram tbe Son of Abab^ be is jlain by Jehu.

Ver. I AHAZIAHthe Son of Jchoram reigned over Ju-

s Forty and two Years old was Ahaziah when he began 
to reign, and he reigned one Year in Jerufalem : his Mo* 
ther*s Name alfo was Athaliah the Daughter of Omri. 

3 He alfo walked in the Ways of the Houfe of Ahab : 
for his Mother was his Counsellbr to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did Evil in the fight of the Lord, like 
the Houfe of Ahab : for they were his Counselle&s after 
the Death of his Father, to his Destruction. 

5 He walked alfo after their Counfel, and went with 
Jehoram the Son of Ahab King of Ifrael, to war againft 
Hazael King of Syria at Ramoth-gilead : and the Syrians 
fmote Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed in Jezreel, becaufe of 
the Wounds which were given him at Ramah, when he 
fought with Hazael King of Syria. And Azariah the Son 
of Jehoram King of Judah went down to fee Jchoram the 
Son of Ahab at Jezreel, becaufe he was fick. 

7 And the Deftru£tion of Ahaziah was of God by coming 

to 
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to Joram : for when be was come, he went out with Je* 
horam againft Jeha the Son of Nimfhi, whom the IrO&o 
had anointed to cut oflf the Houfe of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pafs that when Jehu was executing 
Judgment upon the Houfe of Ahab, and found the Princes 
of Judah> and the Sons of the Brethren of Ahazi^ that mi'^ 
niftred to Ahaziah, he flew them. 

9 And he fought Ahaziah : and they caught him ( for he 
was hid in Samaria) and brought him to Jehu : and when 
they had flain him, they buried him^ becaufe ( ikid they) 
he is the Son of Jehofhaphat, who sought the Loi^d with 
all his Heart. So the Houfe of Ahaziah had no Power 
to keef) ftill the Kingdom. 

1 o But when Athdiah the Mother of Ahaziah faw that 
her Son was dead, {he arofe, and deftroycd all the Seed 
royal of the Houfe of Judah. 

1 1 But Jehofhabeath the Daughter of the King took Jo- 
ash the Son of Ahaziah, and ftole him from among the 
King's Sons that were flain, and put him and his Nurfe in a 
Bed-chamber, and hid him from Athaliah, fo that he flew 
him not. 

1 2 And he was with them hid in the Houfe of God fix 
Years, and Athaliah reigned over the Land.

1 Jebcajb being faved by Jehojbeba his Aunt from Athaliah* s 
Maffacre of tit, Seed royal^ is hid fix Years in the Houfe of 
God.

• 9 And the Captains over the Hundreds did accordmg to 
all things that Jehoiada the Prieft- commanded. 

10 And to the Captains over Hundreds did the Priefts 
give King David's Spears and Shields, that were in the 
Temple of the Lord. 

1 1 And the Guard ftood every Man with his Weapons in 
his Hand, round about the King. 

12 And he brought forth the King's Son, and put the 
Crown upon him, and gave him the Teftimony, and they 
made him King, and anointed him, and they dapt their 
Hands, and faid, God fave the King. 

1 3 And when Athaliah heard the Noife of the Guard, 
and of the People, flie came into the Temple. 

14 And when (he had looked, behold, the King flood by 
a Pillar, as the Manner was, and the Princes, and the Trum- 
peters by the King, and all the People of the Land re- 
joyced, and blew with Trumpets : and Athaliah rent bet 
Cloaths, and cried, Treafon, Treafon. 

1 5 But Jehoiada commanded the Officers of the Hof(, 
and faid unto them. Have her forth without the Ranges | 
and him that followeth her, kill with the Sword.

IT is obferved by the learned Dr. Lightfoot^ That the Mur- 
der of Zacharias the Prophet in the Court of the TempleJ 
Was the Beginning of the Ruin of Judah^ whereby they 
plainly fliew'd, that they defpifed and rejedled the Lord, his 
Temple, Priesthood, and Prophecy; and from that 
Time did their State decay, of which they were forewam'd 
by the Prophet Hose a. 

Chap, iv. Vn. I Hear the Word of the Lord, ye Chil- 
dren of Ifrael : for the Lord hath a Controversy with 
the Inhabitants of the Land, becaufe there is no Truth, 
nor Mercy, nor KNOwtEDCE pf God in the Land. 

2 By Swearing, and Lying, and Killing, and 
Stealing, and comipitting Adultery, they break out, 
and Blood toucheth Blood. 

3 Therefore fliall the Land mourn, and every one that 
dwelleth therein fhall languish, with the Beads of the 
Field, and with the Fowls of Heaven, yea, the Fiflies of 
the Sea alfo (hall be taken away.

People are as they that ftrive with the Prieft. 

5 Therefore (halt thou fall in the Day, and the Prophet

Mother. 

6 My People are destroyed for lack of Knowledge : 
becaufe thou haft rejedled Knowledge, I will alfo rejed thee, 
that thou (halt be no Prieft to mc : feeing thou halt for- 
gotten the Law of thy God, I will alio forget ;hy Chil- 
dren,

I Jebeabaz his fvichd Reign. 3 Jehoahaz oppnjfed by Ha- 
zaeU is relieved by Prayer. 8 Joajb fucceedeth him : i o His 
wicked B^ign. 12 Jeroboam fucceedeth him. 14 Elifl>a 
dyingt prophefteth to Joajh three Victories over the Syrians. 
20 The Moabites invading the La^dy EUJha^s Bones raife up 
a dead Mm* 22 Hazael dyings Joajb gettetb three Piifo- 
ries over Benhadad. 

Ver. I T N the three and twentieth Year of Joafli the Son 
X *of Ahaziah King of Judah, Jehoahaz began to reign 
over Ifrael in Samaria, and reigned sEvjgNTEEN Years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the fight of the^ 
^ORD, and followed the Sins of Jeroboam, which made If- 
rael lb fin, he departed not therefrom, 

3 And the Anger of the Lord was kindled againft If- 
rael, and he delivered them into the Hand of Hazael 
King of Syria, and into the Hand of Benhadad the Son of 
Hazael, all jheir Days. 

'4 And Jehoahaz besought the Lord, and the Lord 
P^arkned unto him : for he faw the Oppression of If- 
rael, becaufe the King of Syria opprefled them. 

5 (And the Lord gave Ifrael a Saviour, fo that they went 
out from under the Hand of the Syrians : and the Children 
of Ifrael dwelt in their Tents, as beforetime. 

6 Neverthelefs they departed not from the Sins of the 
Houfe of Jeroboam, but walked therein, and there remain- 
ed the Grove alfo in Samaria.) 

7 Neither did he leave of the People to Jehoahaz, but fifty 
Horfemen, and ten Chariots, and ten thoufand Footmen ; 
for the King of Syria had deftroyed them, and had made 
them like the Dust by threshing. 

9 And Jehoahaz flept with his Fathers, and they buried 
him in Samaria, and Joafli his Son reigned in his ftead. 

10 In the thirty and feventh Year of Joafli King of Ju- 
dah, began Jehoafli the Son of Jehoahaz to reign over lirael 
in Samaria, and reigned fixteen Years. 

1 1 And he did that which was evil in the fight of the 
Lord ; he departed not from all the Sins of Jeroboam. 

12 And the reft of the Ads of Joafli, and all that he did,

1 3 And Joa(h flept with his Fathers, and Jeroboam fat 
upon his Throne : and Joalh was buried in Samaria with 
the Kings of Ifrael. 

14 Now EliOia was fallen fick of his Sicknefs whereof 
he died, and Joafli the King of Ifrael came down unto him, 
and WEPT over his Face, and faid, O my Father, my Fa- 
ther, the Chariot of Ifrael, and the Horfemen thereof. 

1 5 And Eliftia faid unto him. Take Bow and Arrows : 
and he took unto him Bow and Arrows. 

16 And he faid to the King of Ifrael, Put thine Hand 
•pon the Bow : and he put his Hand upon it : and Eliflia 
put his Hands upon the King's Hands. 

1 7 And he faid. Open the Window Eaftward : and he 
opened it. Then Eliflia faid. Shoot : and he (hot. And he 
faid, The Arrow of the Lord's Deliverance, and the 
Arrow of Deliverance from Syria : for thou flialt fmiie the 
Syrians in Aphek, till thou have confumed them. 

18 And he faid. Take the Arrows : and he tooV thcnv 
And he faid unto the King of Ifrael, Smite upon the 
Ground : and he fmote thrice, and ftaycd. 

19 And the Man of God was wroth with him, and faiJ, 
Thou fliouldft have fmitten five or fix times, then hadft thou 
fmitten Syria, till thou hadft confumed it : whereas now 
thou (halt fmite Syria but thrice. 

11 C HRO N. CHAP. XXV. 

I Amaziah beginneth to reign well : 3 He executeth Juflue 
upon the Traitors : 5 Having hired an Army of Ifrachtei 
again ft the EdomiteSy at the IVord of a Prophet^ he lofeth the 
hundred Talents^ and difmijith them : 11 He overthroweth 
the Edomites. 1 3 The Ifraelites difcontcnted v^ith their Dif- 
mijfton^ /poll as they return home.

Overthrow .-25 His Reign : i-j He isjlain by Confpiracy. 

Ver. I A MAZIAH was twenty and five Years old when 
XX he began to reign, and he reigned twenty and 
nine Years in Jcrufalem. 

2 And he did that which was right in the fight of the 
Lord, b.ut not with a perfect Heart. 

3 Now 
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3 Now it came to pafs when the Kingdom was eftablifli- 
ied to him, that he slew his Servants that had killed the 
King his Father. 

4 But he SLEW not their Children, but did as it i$ 
WRITTEN in the Law in the Book of Moses, where the 
Lord commanded, faying. The Fathers (hall not du 
for the Children, neither (hall the Children die for 
the Fathers, but every Man fliall die for his own Sin. 

5 Moreover, Amaziah gathered Judah together, and Ben- 
jamin : and he numbred them from twenty Years old and 
above, and found them three hundred thoufand choice 
Men, able to go forth to War, that could handle Spear and 
Shield. 

6 He hired alfo an hundred thoufand mighty Men of 
Vilour out of Ifrael, for an hundred Talents of Silver. 

7 But there came a Man of GdD to him, faying, O 
King let not the Army of Israel go with thee; for the 
Lord is not with Israel, to witj with all the Children 
of Ephraim. 

8 Brft if thou wilt go, do it, be ftrong for the Battle :

9 And Amaziah faid to the Man of God, But what (hall 
We do for the hundred Talents which I have given to, the 
Army of Ifrael? And the Man of God anfwered, The 
Lord is able to give thee much more than this. 

10 Then Amaziah feparated the Army that was come to 
him out of Ephraim, to go home again : and they returnfcd 
home in great Anger. 

1 1 And Amaziah ftrengthened himfelf, and led forth his 
People, and went to the Valley of Salt, and fmotc of the 
Children of Seir ten thoufand. 

12 And other ten thoufand left alive, did the Children of 
Judah carry away Captive, and brought them unto the top 
of the Rock, and caft them down from the top of the 
Rock, that they were broken all in pieces. 

13 But the Soldiers of the Army which Amaziah fent 
back, that they (hould not go with him to Battle, fell upon 
the Cities of Judah, from Samaria even unto Beth-horon, 
and fmote three thoufand of them, and took much Spoil.

1 6 And it came to pafs, as he talked with him, that the 
King faid unto him. Art thou made of the King's Coun* 
selT forbear; why fliouldft thou be fmitten? Then the 
Prophet forbare, and faid, I^know that God hath deter* 
MINED to destroy thee, becaufe thou haft done this, and 
baft not hearkned unto my Counfel. 

17 Then Amaziah King of Judah took Advice, and fent 
to Joafli, faying. Come, let us fee one another in the Face. 

1 8 And Joa(h King of Ifrael fent to A^naziah, faying. 
The Thiftle that was in Lebanon, fent to the Cedar that 
was in Lebanon, faying. Give me thy Daughter to my Son 
to Wife :. and there pafTed by a wild Beaft that was in Le- 
banon, and trod down the Thiftle. * 

19 Thou fayeft, Lo, thou haft fmitten the Edoihites, 
and thine Heart lifteth thee up to boaft : abide now at 
home, why fliouldft thou meddle to thine Hurt, that thou 
fliouldft fall, even thou and Judah with thee? 

20 But Amaziah would not hear, for it cab^e trf" God, 
that he might deliver them into the Hand of their Enemies, 
becaufe they sought after the Gods of Edom. 

21 So Joafli the King of Ifrael went up, and they (aw 
one another in the Face, both he and Amaziah King of 
Judah, at Beth-fliemefli, which belongeth to Judah. 

li And Judah was put to the worfe before Ifrael, and 
they fled every Man to his Tent. 

23 And Joafli the King of Ifrael took Amaziah King of 
Judah the Son of Joafli, the Son of Jehoahaz, at Betd- 
fliemefli, and brought him to Jerufalem, and brake down 
the Wall of Jerufalem, four hundred Cubits. 

24 And he took all the Gold, and the Silver, and all 
the Veflels that were found in the Houfe of God with O- 
bed-edom, and the Treafures of the King's Houfe, the 
Hoftages alfo, and returned to Samaria. 

25 And Amaziah the Son of Joafli King of Judah, lived 
after the Death of Joafli Son of Jehoahaz King of Ifrael,

Yer. I TP H E N all the People of Judah took Uzziah, who 
X was fixteen Years old, and made him King in 
the Room of his Father Amaziah. 

3 Sixteen Years old was Uzziah, when he began to reign, 
tod he reigned fifty and two Years in Jerufalem. 

4 And he did that which was right in the fight of the 
Lord, according to all that his Father Amaziah did. 

5 And he sought God in the Days of Zechariah, who 
had Understanding in the Visions of God : and as 
long as he sought the Lord, God made him to pro- 
sper. 

6 And he went forth and warred againft the Philiftincs, 
and brake down the Wall of Gath, and the Wall of Jab- 
nch, and the Wall of Aflidod, and built Cities about Afh- 
dod, and among the Philiftines. 

7 And God helped him againft the Philistines, and 
againft the Arabians that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Mc* 
hunims. 

8 And the Ammonites gave Gifts to Uzziah, and his 
Name fpread abroad even to the entring in of Egypt, for he 
ftrcngthened himfelf exceedingly. 

9 Moreover, Uzziah built Towers in Jerufalem, and 
fortified them. 

to Alfo he built Towers in the Defert, and digged ma- 
ny Wells, for he had much Cattle, both in the Low-Coun- 
trey, and in the Plains : Hulbandmen alfo, and Vine-dref- 
fers in the Mountains, and in Carmel : for he loved Huf- 
bandry. 

1 1 Moreover, Uzziah had an Hoft of fighting Men, that 
went out to War by Bands. 

A a a a 12 The 
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1 2 The whole Number of the chief of the Fathers of the 
mighty Men of Valour, were two thoufand and fix hundred. 

13 And under their Hand was an Army, three hundred 
thoufand, and feven thoufand and five hundred, that made War 
with mighty Power, to help the King againft the Enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them throughout all the 
Hoft, Shields, and Spears, and Helmets, and Habeigeons, 
and Bows, and Slings to cad Stones. 

. 1 5 And he made in Jerufalem Engines invented by cun- 
ning Men, to be on the Towers, and upon the Bulwarks, 
to (hoot Arrows and great Stones withal : and his Name 
fpread far abroad, for he was marvellously helped till 
he was ftrong. 

1 6 But when he was strojjg, his Heart was lifted 
irp to his Destruction : for he transgressed againft 
the Lord hjs God, and went into the Temple of the Lord, 
to bum Inccnfe upon the Altar of Incenfe. 

1 7 Azariah the Prieft went in after him, and with him 
fourfcore Pricfts of the Lord, that were valiant Men. 

1 8 And they withftood Uzziah the King, and faid unto 
him. It appertaineth not unto thee, Uzziah, to bum In- 
cenfe unto the Lord, but to the Priefts the Sons of Aaron, 
that are confecrated to burn Incenfe : go out of the Sanftu- 
ary, for thou haft trespassed, neither (hall it be for thine 

/ Honour from the Lord God. 

19 Then Uzziah was wroth, and had a Cenfer in his 
Hand, to bum Incenfe : and while he was wroth with the 
Priefts, the Leprosy even rofe up in his Forehead, before 
the Priefts in the Houfe of the Lord, from befidc the In- 
cenfe-altar. 

20 And Azariah the Chief-prieft, and all the Priefts looked 
upon him, and behold^ he was leprous in his Forehead, and 
they thruft him out from thence, yea, himfelf alfo haftcd to 
go out, becaufe the Lord had fmitten him. 

21 And Uzziah tlie King was a Leper unto the Day of 
his Death, and dwelt in a feveral Houfe, being a Leper, for 
he was cut off from the Houfe of the Lord : and Jotham 
his Son was over the King's Houfe, judging the People of 
the Land.

And the Children of Ammon gave 
him the fame Year, an hundred Talents of Silver, and 
ten thoufand Meafures of Wheat, and ten thoufand of Bar- 
ley. So much did the Children of Ammon pay unto him, 
both the fecond Year and the third. 

6 So Jotham became mighty, becaufe he pripaR£D his 
Ways before the Lord his God. 

8 He was five and twenty Years old when he began to 
Tcign, and reigned fixteen Years in Jerufalem. 

9 And Jotham ilept with his Fathers, and they buried 
him in the City of David, and Ahaz his Son reigned in his 
Head, 

II. KINGS, CHAP. XVI. 

I Jhaz bis wicked Reign. 5 Ahaz cjfailed by Rezin and 
Pekah^ hireth Tiglath-piUfer againjl them, 10 Abazfend^ 
ing a Pattern of an Altar from Damafcus to Urijab, divert^ 
ith the brazen Altar to bis own Devotion : 17 He fpoiletk 
the Temple, 

Ver. I T N the feventeenth Year of Pekah the Son of Rema- 
X liab, Ahaz the Son of Jotham King of Tudah be^ 
gan to reign. 

2 Twenty Years old was Ahaz when he began to reign^ 
and reigned fixteen Years in Jerufalem, and did n^t that 
which was right in the sight of the Lord his God, like 
David his Father. 

3 But he walked in the Ways of the Kings oTifrael, 
yea, and made his Son to pass through the Fire, according 
to the Abomination of the Heathen, whom the Lord 
CAST OUT from before the Children of Ifrael. 

4 He facrificed and burnt Incenfe in the high Places, and 
on the Hills, and under every green Tree. 

5 Then Rezin King of Syria, and Pekah Son of Reraa- 
liah King of Ifrael, came up to Jerufalem to War : and they 
befieged Ahaz, but could not overcome him. 

6 At that Time Rezin King of Syria recovered Elath to 

Syria, 
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Syria, and drave the Jews from Elath : and die Sjrrians 
came to Elath, and dwelt there. 

7 So Ahaz fent Meffengers to Tiglath-pilefer King of 
AjSSYRiA, faying, I am thy Servant, and thy Son : come 
up, and fave me out of the Hand of the King of Syria, 
ani out of the Hand of the King of Israel, which rife up 
againft me. 

8 Ahaz took the Silver and Gold that was found in the 
Houfe of the Lord, and in the Treafures of the King's 
Houfe, and fent it for a Prefent to the King of Aflyria. 

9 And the King of Aflyria hearkned unto him : for the 
King of Aflyria went up againfl: Damafcus, and took it, 
and carried the People of it Captive to Kir, and flew 

Rezin. 

10 And King Ahaz went to Damafcus, to meet Tiglath- 
pilefer King of Aflyria, and faw an Altar that was at 
Damafcus : and King Ahaz fent toURijAH the Priest the 
Fafhion of the Altar, and the Pattern of it, according to all 
the Workmanlhip thereof. 

1 1 And Urijah the Pried built an Altar, according to all 
that King Ahaz had fent from Damafcus : fo Urijah the 
Prieft made it againfl King Ahaz came from Damafcus. 

' I X And when the King was come from Damafcus, the 
King faw the Altar : and the King approached to the Altar, 
and offered thereon. 

13 And he burnt his Burnt-offering, and his Meat-offer- 
ing, and.poured his Drink-offering, and fprinkled the Blood 
of his Peace-offerings upon the Altar. * 

14 And he brought the brafen Altar which was before 
the Lord, from the Forefront of the Houfe, from between 
the Altar and the Houfe of the Lord, and put it on the 
North-fide of the Altar. 

15 And King Ahaz commanded Urijah the Priest, 
iaying. Upon the great Altar burn the Morning Bumt- 
offering/ and the Evening Meat-offering, and the King's 
Bumt-facrifice, and his Meat-offering, with the Bumt-oflTer- 
ing of all the People of the Land, and their Meat-oflfering, 
and their Drink-offerings, and fprinkle upon it all the Blood 
of the Burnt-offering, and all the Blood of the Sacrifice : and 
the brasen Altar fhall be for me to enquire by. 

16 Thus did Urijah the Priest, according to all that 
King Ahaz commanded. 

17 And 
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1 7 And King Ahaz cut off the Borders of the Bafes* and 
removed the Laver from off them, and took down the Sea 
from off the brafen Oxen that were under it, and put it 
upon a Pavement of Stones. 

1 8 And the Covert for the Sabbath that they had built in 
the Houfe, and the King's Entry without, turned he f»m 
the Houfe of the Lord, for the King of Aflyria^

4 He facrificed alfo, and burnt Incenfe in the high Pkicc3> 
and on the Hills, and under every green Tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lord his God delivered him into 
the Hand of the King of Syria, and they fmote him, and 
carried away a great i^ultitude of them Captives, and 
brought them tp Damascus : and he was alfo deliverea 
into the Hand of the King of Ifrael, who fmote him with 
a great Slaughter. 

6 For Pekah the Son of Remaliah flew in Judah an 
hundred and twenty thousand in one Day, which 
were all valiant Men; becaufe they had forsaken thQ

the King's Son, and Azricam the Govemour of the Houfe, 
and Elkanah that was next to the King.

1 3 And faid unto them, Ye (hall not bring in the Cap- 
tives hither : for whereas we have offended againft the 
Lord already, ye intend to add more to our Sins, 
and to our Trefpafs : for our Trespass is great, and there 
is fierce Wrath againft Israel. 

^ 14 So the armed Men left the Captives, and the Spoil, 
Before the Princes and all the Congregation. 

1 5 And the Men which were exprefled by Name, rofe

fVr. iTTEZEKIAH the Son of Ahaz began to reign 
n when he was five and twenty Years old, and he 
reigned nine and twenty Years in Jerqfalem. 

2 And he did that which was right in the fight of the 
Lord, according to all that David his Father had done.

4 And he removed the htgh Places, and hrAe iht l[itta«l4, 
and cut down the Groves, and brake in pieces the brtScn 
Serpent that Mofes had made : for nhto thofe Dayn th6 
Children of Ifrael did bum Incenfe to ft : ^d he c^teA it 
Nehuflitan. 

5 iHe trufted !n the Lord God of KtittU fo that rftcr 
him was none like him among all the Kings of Judaih, not 
atoy that were befofe him. 

6 For h^ dave to the LotiD, and departiid not fh>m fol- 
lowing him, but kept his Commandments, whid) die Lotti> 
commanded Mofes. 

7 And the Lord was with hhn, artd hfe proffreWd \frhi- 
thcrfoever he went forth : and he rebclied againft the tUti^ 
t>f Affyria, and ferved him not* 

X Chron. XXIX. 

3 He, in the firft Year of his Reign, in the fifft Mohth, 
opened the Doors of the Hbufe of the LokD, and repaired 
Uiem. 

4 And he brought in the Priefts and the Levite^ knd ga- 
thered them together into the Eaft-ftreet; 

5 And faid linto them. Hear me, yc Lcvites, faftfti^ 
now yourfelves, and fanftify the Houfe of the !L6^d Ooti 
of ypuf Fathers, and carry forth the Filthinefs out of 'the 
holy Place. 

6 For our Fathers have trefpaffed, thd done thJit wbidi 
h evil in the Eyes of the L6rd our Goi>, and have forfakeh 
him, and have turned away their Faces from the Habitation 
of the Lord, and turned their Backs. 

7 Alfo they baVe (hut up the Doori of the Porch, *Bd 
put out the Lamps, and have not burtit Incenfe, nor oRred 
Bumt-ofierings in the holy Place, unto the GoD of Ifrael. 

8 Wherefore the Wrath of the Lord wis upon JiHhth 
iind Jerufalem, and he hath delivered them tb Trotiwe, to 
Aftonifliment, and to Hiffing, as ye fee with your Eyes. 

9 For lo, our Fathers have fidlen by the Sword, and our 
Sons and our Daughters, and our Wives are in Captivity for 
this. 

I o Now it is in mine Heart to ^rtke a Covenant wifli 
the Lord God of Ifrael, that his fierce Wrath may turn 
away from us. 

II My Sons, be not now negligent : for the Lord hath 

chofen 
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chofen you to ftand before him, to ferve him, that 70a 
ihould minifter unto him, and b6m Incenfe. 

1 2 Then the Levites aroft : of the Sons of the Koha- 
thites ; and of the Sons of Merari j and of the Gerfhonites ; 

1 3 And of the Sons of Elizaphan s and of the Sons of 
Afaph ; 

1 4 And of the Sons of Heman ; and of the Sons of Je- 
duthun. 

15 And they gathered their Brethren, and fanftified them- 
felves, and came according to the Commandment of the 
King, by the Words of the Lord, to deanfe the Houfe of 
the Lord. 

16 And the Priefts went into the inner Part of the Houfe 
of the Lord to cleanfe it, and brought out all the Unclean- 
nefs that they found in the Temple of the Lord, into the 
Court of the Houfe of the Lord. And the Levites took if, 
to carry it out abroad unto the Brook Kidron. 

1 7 Now they began on the firft Day of the firft Month 
to fanftify, and on the eighth Day of the Month came they 
to the Porch of the Lord : fo they fandtified the Houfe of 
the Lord in eight Days, and in the fixteenth Day of the 
firft Month they made an end. 

1 8 Then they went in to Hezekiah the King, and laid. 
We have cleanfed all the Houfe of the Lord, and the Al- 
tar of Bumt-offering, with all the Veflels thereof. 

19 Moreover, all the Veflels which King Ahaz in his 
Reign did caft away in his Tranfgreflion, have we prepared 
and fan£lified, and behold, they are before the Altar of the 
Lord. 

20 Then Hezekiah rofe early, and gathered the Rulers of 
the City, and went up to the Houfe of the Lord. 

21 And they brought feven Bullocks, and feven Rams, 
and feven Lambs, and feven He- goats, for a Sin-ofiering for 
the Kingdom, and for the San£tuary^ and for Judah : and 
he commanded the Priefts, the Sons of Aaron, to offer them 
on the Altar of the Lord. 

22 So they killed the Bullocks and the Rams, and alfo 
the Lambs, they fprinkled the Blood upon the Altar. 

23 And they brought forth the He-goats for a Sin-of- 
fering, before the King, and the Congregation, and thejr 
laid their Hands upon them : 

24 * And the Priefts killed them, and they made Recon-

ciliation 
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dilation with their Blood upon the Altar, to make an A- 
tonement for all Ifrael : for the King commanded that the 
Burnt-offering, and the Sin-offering fliould be made for all 
Ifrael. 

25 And he fet the Lcvites in the Houfe of the Lord, 
with Cymbals, with Pfalterics, and with Harps, according 
to the Commandment of David, and of Gad the King's 
Seer, and Nathan the Prophet : for fo was the Command- 
ipent of the Lord by his Prophets. 

26 And the Levites ftood with the Inftruments of David; 
and the Priefts with the Trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer the Bumt-offering 
upon the Altar : and when the Burnt-offering began, the 
Song of the Lord began alfo with the Trumpets, apd with 
the Inftruments ordained by David King of Ifrael. 

28 And all the Congregation worlbipped, and the Singers 
fang, and the Trumpeters founded, and all this continued 
until the Burnt-offering was finiftied. 

29 And when they had made an end of offering, the King 
and all that were prefcnt with him, bowed themfelves and 
worfhipped. 

30 Moreover, Hezekiah and the Princes commanded the 
Levites to ling Praife unto the Lord, with the Words 
of David, and of Afaph the Seer : and they fang Praifes 
with Gladnefs, and they bowed their Heads and worfhip- 
ped. 

3 1 And Hezekiah anfwered and faid. Now ye have con- 
fecrated yourfelves unto the Lord, come near and bring 
Sacrifices, and Thank-offerings into the Houfe of the 
Lord. And the Congregation brought in Sacrifices, and 
Thank-offerings, and as many as were of a free Heart, Burnt- 
offerings. 

32 And the Number of the Burnt-offerings which the 
Congregation brought, was threefcore and ten Bullocks, an 
hundred Rams, and two hundred Lambs : all thefe were for 
a Bumt-offering to the Lord. 

'33 And the confecrated Things were fix hundred Oxen, 
and three ihoufand Sheep. 

34 But the Priefts were too few, fo tifat they could not 
flay all the Burnt-offerings : wherefore their Brethren the 
Levites did help them till the Work was ended, and until 
the other Priefts had fanftified themfelves : for the Levites 

C c c c were 
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were more upright in Heart, to fandlify themfelves, than 
the Priefts. • 

35 And alfo the Bumt-ofFerings were in abundance; fo 
the Service of the Houfe of the Lord was fet in order. 

36 And Hezekiah rejoyced, and all the People, that God 
had prepared the Pdople : for the Thing was done fuddenly% 

CHAP. XXX. 

I Hezekiah proclaimeth a folemn Pajfover on the fecond Month 
for Judah and Ifrael. 1 3 The Affembly having dejlroyed the. 
Alt an of Idolatry^ keep the Feaj} fourteen Days. 27 The 
Priejis and Levites blejs the People. - 

Fer. I A ND Hezekiah fent to all IfracI and Judah, and 
l\ wrote Letters alfo to Ephraim and Manafleh, that 
they fliould come to the Houfe of the Lord at Jerufalem, 
to iccep the Paflbvcr unto the L<jrd God o^Jfrael. 

2 For. the Kkig^had taken Oinfel, and his Princes, and 
all the Congregation in Jerufalerij, to keep the Paflbver in 
the fecond Month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that Time, becaufe the 
Priests had not sanctified themfelves fufficicntly, nei- 
ther had the People gathered themfelves together to Jeru* 
lalem. 

4 And the Thing pleafed the King, and all the Congre- 
gation. 

5 So they eftablifhed a Decree, to make Proclamation 
throughout all Ifrael, from Beer-fheba even to Dan, that 
they fliould come to keep the Paflbver unto the Lord God 
of Ifrael at Jerufalem : for they had not done it of a long 
time in fuch Sort as it was written. 

6 So the Pods went with the Letters from the King, and 
his Princes throughout all IfracI and Judah, and according 
to the Commandment of the King, faying. Ye Children of 
Ifrael, turn again unto the Lord God of Abraham, Ifaac, 
and Ifrael, and he will return to the Remnant of you, that 
arc efcaped out of the Hand of the Kings of Aflyria. 

7 And be not ^e like your Fathers, and like ypur Bre- 
thren, which trefpafled againft the Lord God of their 
Fathers, who therefore gave them up to Dcfolation, as ye 
fee. 

8 Now 
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8 Now be ye not ftiff-necked as your Fathers were, but 
.yield yourfelves unto the Lord, and' enter into his SandtU- 
ary, which he hath fanftified for ever : and ferve the Lord 
your God, that the P'iercenefs of his Wrath may turn aw:ty 
from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the LcJrd, your Brethren, 
.and your Children fliall find Compaffion before them that 
lead them Captive, fo that they fliall come again into this 
Land :. for the Lord your God is gracious and merciful, 
and will not Kim away his Face from you, if ye return unto 
him. . • ' • ^ ' 

I o So the Polls pafled from City to City, thrffugtiout the 
Countrey of Ephraim and Manafleh, even unto Zebulun^: 
but they laughed thcjn to Scorn, and mocked them. 

I I Neverthelefs, divers of Aflier and Manaffeh, and Ze- 
bulun, humbled themfelve^, and came to Jerufalem. 

12 Alfo in Judah, the Hand of God was to give them 
one Heart to do the Commandment of the King and oF the 
Princes, by the Word of the LpRD.'^* 

1 3 And there affembled at Jerufalem much People to keep 
the Feaft of unleavened Bread iii 'the' fccorid Month, a very 
great Congregation. ^ .....' 

14 And they arofe, and took away the Altars that were 
in Jerufalem, and all the Altars for Incenfe took they away, 
and caft them into the Brook Kidron. 

1 5 Then they killed the Paflbver on the fourteenth Day 
of the fecond Month : and the Priefts and the Levites were 
ASHAMED, and SANCTIFIED thcmfclves, and brought in 
the Burnt-offerings into the Houfe of the Lord. 

16 And they flood in their Places after their Manner, ac- 
cording to the Law of Moses : the Priefts fprinkled the 
Blood which they received of the Hand of the Levites. 

1 7 For there were many in the Congregation that were 
not SANCTIFIED ! therefore the Levites had the Charge df 
the killing of the Paffovers for every one that was not clean, 
to fanftify them unto the Lord. 

1 8 For a multitude of the People, even many of Ephraim, 
and Manafleh, Iflachar, and Zebylun, had not cleansed 
thcmfelves, yet did they eat the Paflbver, otherwife than it 
was written : but Hezekiah prayed for them, faying. The 
opoD Lord pardon every one 

19 That prepareth his Heart to seek God, the 

C c c c 2 Lord 
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Lord God of his Fathers, though he be not cleansed 
according to the Purification of the Sandluary. 

20 And the Lord hearkened to Hezekiah, and healed 
the People. 

21 And the Children of Ifracl that were prefent at Jeru- 
salem, kept the Fegft of unleavened Bread feven Days with 
great Gladnefs : and the Levites, and the Priefts praifed the 
Lord Day by Day, finging with loud Inftruments unto the 
Lord. 

22 And ftezekiah fpake comfortably unto all the Lcvitc^, 
that TAUGHT the good Knowledge of the Lord : and 
ihey did eat throughout the Feall feven Days, .offering Peace- 
offerings, and making Confession to the Lord God of 
their Fathers. 

23 And the whole Affembly took Counfel to keep other 
feven Days : and they kept other feven Days with Glad- 
ness. 

24 For Hezekiah did give to the Congregation a thou- 
fand Bullocks, and feven thoufand Sheep ; and the Princcf$ 
gave to the Congregation a thoufand Bullocks, and ten thoi^- 
fand Sheep : and a great Number of Priefts fandtified them- 
felves. 

25 And all the Congregation of Judah, with the Priefts 
and the Levites, and all the Congregation that came out of 
Ifrael, and the Strafigcrs that came out of the Land of Ifrael, 
and that dwelt in Judah, kEjOYCED. 

26 So there was great Joy in Jerufalem : fof fince the 
Time of Solomon there was not the like in Jerufalefo. 

27 Then the Priefts the Levites arofe, and blessed' the 
People : ^nd their Voice v^as heard, and their Prayer caihc 
up to his HOLY Dwelling-place, even unto Heaven. 

CHAP. XXXL 

I The People is forward in dejlroying Idolatry. 2 Hezekiah 
order eth the Courfei of the Priefis and Levites, and provideth 
for their fVork and Maintenance, 5 The People* s Forward" 
nefs in Offerings and Tithes. 1 1 Hezekiah appointeth Offi- 
cers to difpofe of the Tithes. 20 The Sincerity of Hezekiah. 

Ver. I lOf O W when all this was finiflied, all Ifrael that 

jL^ were prefent, Went out to the Cities of Judah, 

and BRAKE the Images in pieces, and cut down the Grovel, 

and

and threw down the high Places and the Altars out of all 
judah and Benjamin, in tphraim alfo and Manafleh, until 
they had utterly destoyed them all. Then all the Chil- 
dren of Ifrael returned every Man to his Pofleflion, into 
their own Cities. 

2. And Hezekiah appointed the Courfcs of the Priefts and 
the Levites after their Courfes, every Man according to his 
Service, the Priefts and Levites for Burnt-offerings, and for 
i^eace-offerings, to minifter and to give Thanks, and to 
praife in the Gates of the Tents of the Lord. 

3 He appointed alfo the King's Portion of his Subftance 
for the Burnt-offering, to wit, for the Morning and Even- 
ing Burnt-offerings, and the Burnt-offerings for the Sabbaths, 
and for the New-moons, and for the fet Feafts, as it is 
wi'itten in the Law of the Lord. 

4 Moreover, Be commanded the People that dwelt in 
Jerufalem to give the Portion of the Priefts and the Le- 
vites, that they might be encouraged in the Law of the 
Lord. « 

5 And as foon as the Commandment came abroad^ the 
Children of Ifrael brought in abundance the First-fruits 
of Com, Wine, and Oyl, and Honey, and of all the In- 
creafe of the Field, and the Tithe of all Things brought 
they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the Children of Ifrael and Judah, they 
alfo brought in the Tithe of Oxen, and Sheep, and the 
Tithes of holy Things, which were confecrated unto the 
Lord their God, and laid them by Heaps. 

7 In the third Month they began to lay the Foundation 
of the Heaps, and finiftied them ^in the feventh Month. 

8 And when Hezekiah and the Princes faw the Heaps, 
they bleffed the Lord and his People Ifrael. 

9 Then Hezekiah queftioned with the Priefts and the 
Levites concerning the Heaps. 

10 And Azariah the chief Prieft of* the Houfe of Zadok, 
anfwered him, and faid, Since the People began to bring 
the Offerings into the Houfe of the Lord, we have had 
enough to eat, and have left Plenty : for the Lord hath 
BLESSED his People i and that which is left, is this great 
Store. 

1 1 Then Hezekiah commanded to prepare Chambers in 
the Houfe of the Lord ; and they prepared them. 

1 2 And brought in the Offerings, and the Tithes, and 

the 
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the dedicate Things faithfully : over which Cononiah the 
Levite was Ruler. 

13 At the Commandment of Hezekiah the King, and 
' Azariah the Ruler of the Houfe of God. 

19 Alfo of the Sons of Aaron the Priefts, which were 
^n the Fields of the Suburbs of their Cities, in every feveral 
City, the Men that were expreffed by Name to give Por- 
tions to all the Males among the Priefts,* and to all that were 
reckoned by Genealogies, among the Levites. 

20 And thus did Hezekiah throughout all Judah, and 
'ijvrought that which was good and right and Truth before 
the Lord his God. 

2 1 And in every Work that he began in the Service of 
the Houfe of God, and in the Law, and in the Command- 
ments to feek his God, he did it with .all his Heart, and 
•profpered. 

2 Kings XVIII. 

1 3 Now m the fourteenth Year of King Hezekiah, dU 
Sennacherib King of Aflyria come up againft all the fencW 
Cities of Judah, and took them. 

14 And Hezekiah King of judah fent to the King of A^- 
fyria to Lachifli, /aying, I have offended, return from me: 
that which tholi piittcft on me, I will bear. And the King 
of Aflyria appointed unto Hezekiah King of Judah, three 
hundred Talents of Silver, and thirty Talents of Gold. 

1$ And Hezekiah gave him all the Silver that was foiind 
in the Houfe of the Lord, and in the Treafures of the 
King's Houfe. 

1 6 At that Time did Hezekiah cut off the Gold from the 
Doors of the Temple of the Lord, and from the Pillari 
which Hezekiah King of Judah had overlaid, and gave it to 
the King of Aflyria. 

1 7 And the King of Affyria fent Tartan, and Rabfarisi 
and Rab-fhakeh from Lachifh, to King Hezekiah with a 
great Hoft againfl: Jerufalem, and they came and flood by 
the Conduit of the upper Pool, which is in the Highway 
of the Fuller's Field. 

1 8 And Vhen they had called to the King, there came out 
to them Eliakim, which Was over the Houfhold, and Sheb- 
na the ScrihQ, and Joah the Recorder. 

19 And'Rab-lhakeh faid unto them, Speak ye now to 
Hezekiah, Thus faith the great King, the King of Aflyria, 
What Confidence is this wherein thou trufteft? 

20 Thou 
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20 Thou fayeft (but they are but y^ Words) I have 
Counfel and Strength for the War^ ^^^ on whom doft 
thou truft, that thou rebelled againft me? 

2 1 Now behold, thou trufteft upon theStaff of this bruifcd 
Reed, even upon Egypt, on which if a Man lean, it wilt 
go into his Hand, and pierce it : fo is Pharaoh King 6\ E-. 
gypt, unto all that truft on him. 

22 But if ye fay unto me. We truft in the Loud out 
God : is not that he whofe high Places, and whofe Altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath faid to Judah and Je-. 
rufalem. Ye fliall worfliip before this Altar in Jerulalem? 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give Pledges to xny 
Lord the King of Aflyria, and I will deliver thee two thou-* 
fand Horfes, if thou be able on thy part to fet Riders upou 
them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away the Face of one Cap- 
tain of the leaft of my Matter's Servantsi and put thy Truft 
on Egypt for Chariots and for Horfemen? . "^ 

'25 Am I now come up without the Lord againft this 
Place to deftroy it ? the Lord faid to ine) Go up agaioft 
this Land, and deftroy it.. ^''' », . „ 

26 Then fatd'Eliakim, and Shebna, an3 Joah, unto Rab- 
(Gakeh, Speak, I pray, theie^ to tjt)]f. Semnt^ in «the Syrian 
Language ( for we underifana it y and talk 4iot With us in 
the Jews Language, in the Ears of the Peoplp that arc* 01^ 
the Wall. 

27 But Rab-fhakeh faid'untQ,them, Hath my Matter fent 
me to thy^Mafter, and to thee, to fpeak ihefe Words? hath 
he not fent me to the Men which fit on tfie Wall, that they 
may eat their own Dung, and drink their own Pifs with 

28 Then Rab-fliakeh ftood and cried with a loud Voice 
in the Jew^ Language, and fpake, faying. Hear the Won) 
of the great King, the King of Aflyria. 

29 Thus faith the King, Let not Hezekiah deceive you, 
for he fliall not be able to deliver you out of his Hand. 

30 Neither let Hezekiah make you truft in the Lord, 
faying, The Lord will furely deliver us, and this City fliall 
not be delivered into the Hand of the King of Aflyria. 

3 1 Hearken not unto Hezekiah : for thus faith the King 
of Aflyria, Make an Agreement with me by a Prefent, and 
come out to me, and then eat ye every Man of his own Vine, 
and every one of his Fig-tree, and 4rink ye every one of the 
Waters of his Ciftern.

36 But the People held their peace, and anfwered him 
not a Word : for the King's Commandment was, faying, 
Anfwer him not. 

37 Then came Eliakim th^ jSon of Hilkiah, which was 
qver the Houfliold, and Shebna the Scribe, and Joah the 
Son of Afaph the Recorder, to Hezekiah with t]ieir Cloaths 
rent, and told him the Words of Rab-fliakeh.

Ver. I 1 S I A H was eight Years old when he began to 
J reign, and he reigned in Jerufalem one and thirty 

Years. 

2 And he did that which was right in the fight of the 
Lord, and walked in the Ways of David his Father, and 
declined neither to the Right Hand nor to the Left. 

3 For in the eighth Year of his Reign, while he was yet 
YOUNG, he began to seek after the God of David his Fa- 
ther : and in the twelfth Year he began to purge Judah and 
Jerufalem from the high Places, and the Groves, and the 
carved Images, and the molten Images.

10 And he defiled Topheth, which is m the Valley of the 
Children of Hinnom, that no Man might make his Son or 
his Daughter to pafs through the Fire to Molech. 

1 1 And he took away the Horfes that the Kings of Ju- 
dah had given to the Sun, at the Entring in of the Houfe 
of the Lord, by the Chamber of Nathan- Melech the Cham- 
berlain which was in the Suburbs, and burnt the Chariots of 
the Sun with Fire. 

12 And the Altars that were on the top of the upper

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Chamber of Ahaz, which the Kings of Judah had made, 
and the Altars which Manafleh had made in the two Courts 
of the Houfe of the Lord, did the King beat down, and 
brake them down from thence, and caft the Duft of them 
into the Brook Kidron. 

1 3 And the high Places that were before Jerufalem, which 
were on the right hand of the Mount of Corruption, which 
Solomon the King of Ifrael had builded for Alhtoreth the 
Abomination of the Zidonians, and for Chemofh the Abo- 
mination of the Moabites, and for Milcom the Abomination 
of the Children of Ammon, did the King defile.

1 2 And Jehoiachin the King of Judah went out to the 
King of Babylon, he and his Mother, and his Princes, and 
his Officers : and the King of Babylon took him in the 
EIGHTH Year of his Reign. 

1 3 And he carried out thence all the Treafures of the 
Houfe of the Lord, and the Trcafijres of the King's Houfe, 
and cut in pieces all the Veflels of Gold which Soiomon 
King of Ifrael had made in the Temple of the Lord, as 
t^e Lord had Said. 

14 And he carrieB away all the Princes, and all the migh- 
ty Men of Valour, evjcn ten thoufand Capti^s, and all the 
Craftfmen and Smiths : npne remained fave the pooreft fort 
of the People of the Land. 

15 And he carried away Jehoiachin to Babylon, his 
Wives, and his Officers. 

16 And all the Men of Might, even feyen thoufand, and 
Craftfmen, and Smiths a thoufand, all that were Arong, and 
apt for W|r, were brought Captive to Babylon. 

1 7 And the King of Babylon made Mattaniah his Fa- 
ther's Brother Kipg in his iteadj aqd changed his ^ame to 
-Zcdekiah, 
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1 8 Zedekiah was twenty and one Years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and be reigned eleven Years in Jerufalem. 

19 And he did that i§hich was evil in the Sight of the 
XrORD, according to all that Jehoiakim had done. 

20 For through the Anger of the Lord it came to pafs 
in Jerufalem and Judah, until he had caft them out front 
his Prefence, that Ziedekiah rebeUed againft the King of 
Babylon.

2 And the City was befieged unto the eleventh Year of 
King Zedekiah. 

$ And on the ninth Day of the fourth Month, the Fa- 
mine prevailed in the Qity, and there was ho Bread for the 
People of the Land. 

4 And the City was broken up, and all the Men of War 
fled by Night, by the Way of the Gate between two Walls 
i^hich is by the King's Garden (now the Chaldees were 
againft the City round about) and the King went aWay 
toward the Plain. 

5 And the Army of the Chaldees purfued after the King, 
and overtoo]p him in the Plains of Jericho : and all his Af- 
jny was fcattered from him. 

6 So they took the King, and brought him up to tl\e 
King of Babylon, to Riblah^ and they gave Judgment upon 
him. 

7 And they flew the Sons t>f Zedekiah before his Eyes, 
and put out the Eyes of Zedekiah, and bouni him with 
Fetters of Brafs, and carried him to B«bylon. 

8 And in the fifth Month, on the feventh Day of the 
Month which is the nineteenth Year of Kin^ Nebuchad- 
nezzar) 
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hexxar) came Nebuzaradan, Captain of the Guard of the 
King of Babylon unto Jerufalcm : 

9 And he burnt the Houfe of the Lord, and the King't 
Houfe, and sd] the Houfes of Jerufalem. 

I o And all the Army of the Chaldees that were with the 
Captain of the Guards brake down the Walls of Jeruft- 

lem. 

I I Now the reft of the People that were left in the Qty, 

and the Fugitives that fell away to the King of Babylon, 
with the Remnant of the Multitude, did Nebuzaradan ^e 
OpUin carry away, 

1 2 But' the Captain of the Guard left of the Poor of the 
Land, to be Vihe-dreflers, and Hufbandmen. 

15 And the Fire-pans, and the Bowls, and fuch Things 
as were of Gold, in Gold, and of Silver, in Silver, the 
Captain of the Guard took away. 

1 6 The two Pillars, one Sea, and the Safes which Solo- 
nioo had made Jor 'the Houfe of the Lord, the Brafs of 
all thefe Vcffels was without Weight: 

1 8 And the Captain 6f the Guard took Seraiab the Chief 
Prieft, and Zec^aniah the ftcond Prief^ and the three 
Keepers of the DooJ^. 

1 9 And out of the City he took an Officer that was fet 
over the Men of War, and five Men of them that were in 
the Kmg*s Prefence, which were found in the City, and 
the principal Scribe of the Hoft, which muttered the People 
of the Land, and threefcore Men of the People of the Land 
that were found in the City. 

20 And Nebuzaradan Captain of the Guard took thefej 
*ftBd brought them to the King of Babylon, to Riblah. 

21 ' And the King of Babylon fmote them, and ilew them 
at Riblah in the Land of Hamath. So Judah was canied 
away out of their Land. 

22 And as for the People that remained in the Land of 
Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar had left, over them he made 
Gedeliah Ruler. 
' 23 And When all the Captains of the Armies, they and 
their Men, heard that the King of Babylon had made Ge- 
daliah Govemour, there cabie to Gedaliah to Mizpah, even 
IQimael,. and Johanan and Seraiab and Jaazaniah, they, and

24. And Gedaliah fware to them, tod to their Men, and

£ud uoto tfaem. Fear not to be the Servants of tbeCbaldeeti

25 JBut it came to pafs in the feventh Month, that Uhr 
sqaely of the Seed-ropI, came, and ten Men with him, 
and fmot^ Gedaliah, that he died, and the Jews and tbf 
Qialdefes that were with him at Mizpah. 

26 And all the People, and the Captains of the Armies 
arofe, and came to Egypt : for they were afraid of the 
Cbaldees. 

27 And it came to pafs in the feven and twentieth Year 
of the Captivity of Jehoiachin King of Judab, in the twelfth 
Month, on the feven and twentieth Day of the Month, that 
EvU-n^erodach King of Babylon, in the Year that he began 
to reign, did lift up the Head of Jehoiachin King of Judah 
outofPrifon.

2 But neither he, nor his Servants, nor the People 
of the Land, did hearken unto the Words of the Lord, 
which he fpake by the Prophet feremiah. 

3 And Zcdekiah fent Jebucal and Zephanlah the Prieft to 
the Prophet Jeremiah, faying, Pr^y now i^nto the Lord our 
Qou for us, 

4 Now 
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* 4 ^ow ^ctcmiah came in and went out zthobg (he Pcq- 
fflc : for they had not put him into Prifon. 

5 Then Pharaoh's Army was come forth out of Egypt» 
and when the Chaldeans tnat befieged Jerufalem heard Ti- 
dings of them, they departed frotn Jerufalem. 

6 Then came the Word of the Lobd unto the Prophet 
Jeremiah, facing, 

7 Thus faith the Lord, the God of Ifrael, Thus fliall 
ye fay to the King of Judah, that fent you unto me to en- 
*quire of me^ Behold, Pharaoh's Army which is cotM fortfi 
to help you, fhall return to Egypt into their own Land. . 

8 And the Chaldeans fhall come again, and fight agaiflft 
this City, and take it, and bora it with Fire. 

9 Thus faith the Lord, Deceive not yourfelves, laying, 
tThe Chaldeans fhall furely depart : for thty (hall not dtpixt. 

10 For xhough ye had imitten th6 whole Army of the 
Chaldeans that fight againft you, and there remained but 
WOUNDED Mbn among them, yet fhould they rife up every

deans was broken up from Jerufalem for fear of Pharaoh's

18 Moreover, Jeremiah faid unto King Zedekiah, What

you, faying. The King of Babylon (hall not come againft 
yoUf nor ag^unft this Land ? 

to Therefore hear now, I pray thee, O my Lord the 
j^Ting, let my Supplication, I pny thee, be accepted before 
thee; diat thou caufe me not to return to the Houfe of Jo- 
nadian the Scribe, left I die there. 

a I Then Zedekiah the King a>mmanded that they (houM 
commit Jeremiah into the Court of the Prifon, and that 
they (hould give him daily a Piece of Brea4 out of the Ba^ 
ker's Street, until all the Bread in the City were ^peo^ 
.T^us Jeremiah repiaiqed in the Court of tne Prifon,

pin I'T^HEN Shephatiah, and Gedaliah, and Suca, and 
X Paihur, heard the Words that Jeremiah had fpo- 
ken unto all the People, faying, 

a Thus laith the Lord, He that remainetb in this City 
fliall die by the Sword, by the Famine, and by the Pefti- 
lence : but he that goeth forth to the Chaldeans fliall live | 
for he fliall have his Life for a Prey, and fliall live. 

3 Thus faith the Lord, This City fliall furely be given 
into the Hand of the King of Babylon's Army^ which fliall 
take it. 

4 Therefore the Princes faid unto the King, We befeech 
thee, let thb Man be put to Death : for thus he weakeneth 
the Hands of the Men of War that remain in thisCity, and 
the Hands of all the People, in fpcaking fuch Words unto 
them : for this Man feeketh liot Uie Wel£u^ of this Peoj^i 
j)Ut the Hurt. 

5 Then Zedekiah faid. Behold, he is in your Hand : for 
the King is not he that can do any thing againft you. 

6 Then took they Jeremiah, and caft him into the Dur- 
geon of Malchiah : and they let down Jeremiah with Cords, 
and ifa the Dungeon there was no Watery but MiRR : fo 
Jeremiah funk in the Mire. 

7 Now when Ebed-melech the fethiopiah, one of the Eu- 
nuchs which was in the King's Houfe, heard that they ha4 
put Jeremiah in the Dungeon, 

8 Ebed-melech went forth out of the King's Houfe, and 
fpake to the ICing, faying, 9 ^fy 
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9 My Lord the King, thefe Men have done Evil in all 
that they have done to Jeremiah the Prophet, whom they 
have caft into the Dungeon, and he is like to die for Hun- 
ger in the Place where he is, for there is no more Bread in 
the City. 

I o Then the King commanded Ebed-melech the Ethio- 
pian, faying, take from hence thirty Men with thee, and 
take up Jeremiah the Prophet out of the Dungeon before he 
die. 

I I So Ebed-melech took the Men with him, and took old 
caft Clouts, and old rotten Rags, and let them down by 
Cords into the Dungeon to Jeremiah. 

1 2 And Ebed-melech faid unto Jeremiah, put now thefe 
old caft Clouts, and rotten Rags under thine Arm-holes, un- 
der the Cords, and Jeremiah did fo. 

1 3 So they drew up Jeremiah with Cords, and took him 
up out of the Dungeon, and Jeremiah remained in the Court 
of the Prifon.

1 6 So Zedekiah the King fware fecretly unto Jeremiah, 
as the'LoRD liveth that made us this Soul, I will not put 
thee to Death, neither will I give thee into the Hand of 
thefe Men that feek thy Life. 

1 7 Then faid Jeremiah unto Zedekiah, Thus faith the 
Lord, the God of Hofts, the God of Ifrael, If thou wilt 
alTuredly go forth unto the King of Babylon's Princes, then 
thy Soul {hall live, and this City (hall not be burnt with 
Fire, and thou (halt live, and thine Houfe. 

1 8 But if thou wilt not go forth to the King of Babylon's 
Princes, then fhall this City be given into the Hand of the 
Chaldeans, and they (hall burn it with Fire, and thou fhalt 
not efcape out of their Hand. 

19 And Zedekiah the King faid unto Jeremiah, I am a- 
fraid of the Jews that are fallen to the Chaldeans, left they 
deliver me into their Hand, and they mock me. 

20 But Jeremiah faid. They fhall not deliver thee ; O- 
PEY, I bcfecch thee, the Voice of the Lord which I fpcak 
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onto thee : fo it (hall be well unto thee, inH iSiy Soul ftiatl 
live. 

21 But if thou refufe to go forth, this is the ViTord tbxt 
the Lord hath (hewed me. 

22 And behold, all the Women that are left in the King 
of Juidah^s Hbufe, (hall be brou^t forth to the )Cing of Ba^* 
bylon's Princes, and thofe Women (hall fey. Thy Ftiefids 
mVe fet thee on, and have prevailed againft ihee : ihy JFcci 
are funk in the Mire, and they are turned away back. 

23 So they (hall bring out all thy Wives and thy Cfaitdren 
to the Chaldeans, and thou (halt not efcape out of their 
Hand, but (hall be taken by the Hand of the King of &iby^

24 Then faid 2edekiah unto Jeremiah, Let no Man 
know of thefe Words, and thou (halt not die.

2 And in the eleventh Year of Zedekiah, in the fourth 
Montli, the ninth Day of the Month, the City was broken 
up. 

3 And all the Princes of the King of -Babylon came in, 
and fat in the middle Gate. 

4 And it came to pafs, that when Zedekiah faw them, 

and 
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and all the Men of War, then they fled, and went fqrth out 
of the City by Night, by the Way of the King's Garden, by 
the Way of the Plain. 

5 But the Chaldeans Army purfued after tbepi, and over- 
took Zedekiah in the Plains of Jericho; and wheli t|iey had 
taken him, they brought him up to Nebuchadnezzar to 
RiWah. 

6 Then the King of Babylon flew the Sons of Zebediab, 
in Riblah before his Eyes : alfo the King of Babyloti flew all 
the Nobles of Judah. 

7 Moreover, he put out Zedekiah's Eyes, and bound hiiji 
with Chains to carry him to Babylon. 

8 And the Chaldeans burnt the Houfes of thp People^ 
0nd brake down the Walls of Jerufalem. 

9 Then Nebuzaradan the Captain of the Guard carried 
away Captive into Babylon the Remnant of the People. 

10 But Nebuzaradan left of the Poor of the People, and 
gave them Vineyards and Fieys. 

1 1 Now Nebuchadnezzar gave Charge concerning Jere- 
miah to Nebuzaradan, faying, 

12 Take him, and look well to him, and do him no 
Harm, but do unto him even as he ftiall fay unto thee. 

13 So Nebuzaradan fent all the King of Babylon's 
Princes. 

14 And they took Jeremiah out of the Prifon, and com- 
mitted him unto Gedaliah, that hp fhould carry him Home: 
io he dwelt among the People. 

15 Now the Word of the Lord came unto Jeremiah, 
while he was fliut up in Prifon, faying, 

16 Go and fpeak to Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, faving. 
Thus faith the Lord of Holts, the God of Ifrael, Benold, 
I will bring my Words upon this City for Evil, and not for 
Good, and they fhall be accomplifli'd in that Day before 
Jhee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that Day, faith the Lord, 
and thou fhalt not he given into the Hand of the Men of 
which thou art afraid. 

1 8 For I will furely deliver thee, and thou flialt not fidl 
by the Sword, but thy Life fhall be for a Prey unto thee, be- 
(3ufe thou haft put thy Trust in me, faith the Lord.

% And the Captain of the Guard took Jeremiah, and faid 
unto him. The Lord thy God hath pronounced this Evil 
upon this Place. 

3 Now the Lord hath brought it, and done according as 
he hath faid: becaufe ye have finned againft the Lord, 
and have not obeyed his Voice, therefore this Thing is come 
upon you. 

4 And now, behold, I loofe thee this Day from the 
Chains which were upon thine Hand : If it feem good unto 
thee to come with me to Babylon, come, and I will look 
well unto thee: but if it feem ill unto thee to come with 
me into Babylon, forbear: behold all the Land is before 
thee? whither it feemeth good and convenient for thee to 
go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone back, he faid. Go back 
alfo to Gedaliah, whom the King of Babylon hath made 
Govemour over the Cities of Judah, and dwell with him a- 
mong the People ; or go wherefoever it feemeth convenient 
unto thee to go. So the Captain of the Guard gave him 
Viftuals and a Reward, and let him go. 

6 Then went Jeremiah unto Gedaliah to Mifpah , and 
dwelt with him among the People, that were left in the 
Land. 

7 Now when all the Captains of the Forces which were 
in the Fields, even they and their Men heard that the King 

\of Babylon had made Gedaliah Govemour in the Land, and 
had committed unto him Men and Women, and Children, 
and of the Poor of the Land of them that were not carried 
away Captive to Babylon: 

8 Then they came IQ Gedalial} to Mizpah, even Hhmacl, 

and 
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and Johanan, and Jonathan, and Seraiah, and the Sons of 
Ephai und Tezaniah, they and their Men. 

9 And GedSliah fware unto them, and their Men, lay- 
ing. Fear not to ferve the Chaldeans : dwell in the Land^ 
and ferve the King of Babylon, and it {hall be well with 
you. 

1 o As for me, behold, I will dwell at Mizpah to ferve 
the Chaldeans : which will come unto us, but ye, gather ye 
Wine, and Summer Fruits, and Oyl, and put them in youir 
Veffels, and dwell in your Cities that ye have taken. 

1 1 Likewifc when all the Jews that were in Moab, and a- 
mong the Ammonites, and in Edom, and that were in all 
the Countries, heard that the King of Babylon had left a 
Remnant of Judah, and that he had fet over them Gedaliah. 

1 2 Even all the Jews returned out of all Places, whither 
they were driven, and came to the Land of Judah, to Ge- 
daliah unto Mifpah, and gathered Wine and Summer Fruiti 
very much. 

1 3 Moreover, Johanan and all the Captains of the Forces 
that were in the Fields, came to Gedaliah. 

14 And faid unto him. Doit thou certainly know, that 
Baalis the King of the Ammonites hath fent Immael to llay 
thee ; But Gedaliah believed them not. 

1 5 Then Johanan fpake to Gedaliah fecretly, faying, Let 
me go I pray thee, and I will flay Ifhmael, and no Man (hall 
know it. Wherefore fliould he flay thee, that all the Jews 
which are gathered unto thee, (hould be fcattered, and the 
Remnant of Judah perifh ? 

1 6 But Gedaliah faid unto Johanan, Thou flialt not do 
this Thing, for thou fpeakell felfly of Iflunael.

( That there came from St^echem, Sbiipbf ?nd Samaria, 
lourfcort Men having their Beardi ibaven, and their 0oath9 
Ecnt, and baying cut themfelves, ^ith Q^erings and I(h 
cenfe in their Hand, to bring them ;o the Houfe of the 
LoED. 

$ And Ifbm^el wrat forth to meet thpm, weeping all ^^ 
Ifmg u be went : and it came to pafs as be met themi be 
laid unto themt Cpme to Gedaliah. 

7 And it wa^ fo when they came into the midft of the 
Gity> that lihmael flew them> and caft them into the midi| 
©f the Pit. 

8 But ten Men were found among them, that faid unto 
Iftmael, Slay us not: for we have Treafures in the Field: 
ib he flew them not. 

a Now the Pit whierein Iflimael had caft all the dead Bo* 
^ies of the Mep (whom he had flain) was it, which Ab 
had made for Fear of Baaflia King of Ifrael -, and Iflimael fil- 
led it with them that were flain. 

lo Then Iflimael carried away Captive all the Refidue qf 
the People, that were in Mizpah, even the King's Daugh- 
ters, and sdl the People that reinain'd in Mizpah, whom Ne- 
buzaradan had committed to Gedaliah, and Iflimael carried 
tbem away Captive, a^d departed to go over to the Apimo- 

nites. 

I I But when Jghanan, and all the Captains of the Forces 
that were with him, heard of all the Evil that Iflimael had 

done.

1 o The Chaldeans anfwered before the King^ and iaidt

there isi none other that can (hew it before the King, ex- 
cept the Gods, whofe Dwelling is not with FIe(h. 

12 For this Caufe the King was angry and very furious, 
and commanded to deftroy all the wife Men of Babylon. 

1 3 And the Decree went forth, and they fought Danid 
and his Fellows to be Ilain. 

14 Then Daniel anfwered with Ccunfel and WiAlom to 
Arioch Captain of the King's Guard, which was gone forth 
to flay the wife Men of Bs^ylon. 

1 5 He anfwered and laid to Arioch, Why is the Decree 
fo hafty from the King? then Arioch made the Thiiq; 
known to Daniel. 

16 Then Daniel went in, and defired of the King, that 
he would gi\re him Time, and that he would (hew the King 
the Interpretation. 

17 Then Daniel went to his ttoufe, and made the Thing 
known to Hananiah, Mifliael and Azariah his Companioas. 

1 8 That they would d£sir£ Mercies of the God of Hea- 
ven concerning thb Secret ; that Daniel and his Fellows 
fliould not periih with the reft of the wife Men of Babylon. 

19 Then was the Secret revealed unto Daniel in a 
Night Vision : then Daniel blefled the God of Heaven. 

20 Daniel anfwered and faid, Blefled he the Name of 
God for ever and ever: for Wifdom and Might are his.

5 And alfo let the golden and filver Veflels of the Houfe 
of God, which Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
Temple which is at Jerufalem, and brought into Babylon, 
be reftored, and brought again into the Temple which is at 
Jerufalem, every one to his Place, and place them in the 
Houfe of God. 

6 Now therefore Tatnai, Governor beyond the River, 
Shethar-boznai, and your Companions the Apharfachites, 
which are beyond the River, be ye far from thence. 

7 Let the Work of the Houfe of God alone, let the Go- 
vernor of the Jews build this Houfe of God in this Place. 

8 Moreover^ I make a Decree, what ye (hall do to the 

Elders 
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Elders of thefe Jews, for the buHdtng of tbtslToixie of Gob, 
that of the King's Ooods, even of the Tribtte bejrond f^ 
River, forthwith Expences be given unto Aeft BSen, doit 
they be not hindred. 

9 Atud that which they have need of, hcst&i ytxtti^ Btit- 
Itxrks, and Rams, and Lambs, for tlie Burnt ofeifligs Of the 
God of Hbav£n, Wheat, Salt, Wine, and Oyl, accord- 
ing to the Appointment of the Priefts, whfd^ tt^ alt Jem- 
fklem, let it be given them Day by Day without fail : 

I o That they may offer Sacrifices of fweet Savours unto 
the Goo of Heaven, and pray for the Life of the King, 
and of his Sons. 

I I Alfo I have made a Decree, that whofoev^ (hall alter 
this Word, let Timber be pulled doWn from bis HoUfe, and 
being fet up, let him be hanged thereon, and let his Houfe 
be made a Dunghil for this. 

12 And the God that hath caufed his Name to dwell 
there, dellroy all Kmos, and People that (hall put to their 
Hand, to alter and to deftroy this Houfe of God which is 
at Jerufalem: I Darius have made a Decree, let it be 
done with Speed. 

1 3 Then Tatnai, Shcthar-boznai, and their Companions, 
according to that which Darius the King had fent, fo they 
did fpeedily. 

14 And the Elders of the Jews builded, and they pro- 
fpcred through the Prophefying of Haggai, and Zechariah, 
and they builded and finiihed it, according to the Command* 
ment of the God of Ifrael, and according to the Com- 
mandment of Cyrus and Darius, ^d Artaxerxes King of 
Perfia. 

15 And this Houfe was finiflied on the third Day of the 
Month Adar, which was in the fixth Year of the Reign of 
Darius the King. 

1 6 And the Children of Ifrael, the Priefts and the Le- 
vites, and the Reft of the Children of the Captivity, kept 
the Dedication of this Houfe of God with Joy, 

18 And they fet the Priefts in their Divifions, and the 
Lcvites in their Courfes, for the Service of God, which is 
at Jerufalem-, as it is written in the Book of Mofes. 

21 And the Children of Ifrael which were come again 
out of Captivity, and all fuch as had feparated thcmfelves 
unto them from the Filthinefs of the Heathen of the Land, 
to fcek the Lord God of Ifrael, did eat, 

22 And 
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4 2 And kept the Feaft of unleavened Bread feven Days 
with Joy : for the Lord had made them joyful : and turned 
the Heart of the King of Aflyria unto them, to ftrengthen 
their Hands in the Work of the Houfe of God, the God 
of Ifrael.

I Ezra goetb up to Jerufalem. 1 1 The gracious Commijfion of 
Artaxerxii to him. 27 Ezra blejfeth God for bis Favour. 

Ver. I ''^T O W after thefe Things, in the Reign of Artax- 
XN erxes King of Perfia, Ezra, whofe Defcent is 
reckoned from Aaron the High Prieft. 

2 The Son of Shallum^ the Son of Zadock, the Son of 
Ahitub, • 

3 The Son of Amariah, the Son of Azariah, the Son of 
Meraioth, 

4 The Son of Zerahiah, the Son of Uzzi, the Son of 
Bukki, 

6 This Ezra went up from Babylon, and he was a ready 
Scribe in the Law of Mofes : and the King granted him all 
his Requeit, according to the Hand of the Lord bis God 
upon him. 

7 And there went up fome of the Children of Ifrael, and 
of the Priefts, and Levites, and Singers, and the Porters, 
and the Nethinims, unto Jerufalem, in the feventh Year of 
Artaxerxes the King. 

8 And he came to Jerufalem in the fifth Month, which 
was in the feventh Year of the King. 

9 For upon the firft Day of the firft Month, began he to 
go up from Babylon, and on the firft Day of the fifth 
Month, came he to Jerufalem, according to the good Hand 
of his God upon him. 

10 For Ezra had prepared his Heart to seek the 
Law of the Lord, and to do it, and to teach in Ifrael 
Statutes and Judgments. 

1 1 Now this is the Copy of the Letter that the King 
Artaxerxes gave unto Ezra. 

1 2 Artaxerxes King of Kings, Unto Ezra the Prieft, a 
Scribe of the Law of the God of Heaven, perfcdl Peace, 
and at fuch a Time. 

13 I make a Decree, that all they of the Pcojle of If- 

M m m m racl, 
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rael, and of his Priefts, and Levites in my Realm, which 
are minded of their own free Will to go up to Jerufklem, go 
"with thee. 

14 Forafouch as thou art fent of the King, and of his 
f?ven Counfellors, to enquire concerning Judah and Jena- 
falem, according to the Law of thy God which is in thine 
Hand. 

15 And to carry the Silver and Gold, which the King 
and his Counfellors have freely offered unto the Goo of If* 
rael, whofe Habitation is in Jerufalem. 

1 6 And all the Silver and Gold that thou canft find in all 
the Province of Babylon, with the Free-will-offering of the * 
People, and of the Priefts, offering willingly for the Houfe 
of their God, which is in Jerufalem. 

1 7 That thou mayft buy fpeedily with this Money, Bul- 
locks, Rams, Lambs, with their Meat-offerings, and their 
Drink-offerings, and offer them upon the Altar of the Houfe 
of your God which is in Jerufalem. 

1 8 And whatfoever fhall feem good to thee, and to thy 
Brethren, to do with the reft of the Silver and Gold, that 
do after the Will of your God. 

19 The Veffels alfo that are given thee, for the Service 
of the Houfe of thy God, thofe deliver thou before the 
God of Jerufalem. 

20 And whatfoever more {hall be needful for the Houfe 
of thy God, which thou (halt have Occafion to beftow, 
bcftow it out of the King's Treafure Houfe. 

2 1 And I, even I Artaxerxes the King, do make a De- 
CR HE to all the Treafurcrs which are beyond the River, That 
whatfoever Ezra the Prieft, the Scribe of the Law of the 
God of Heaven, (hall require of you, it be done fpeedily; 

22 Unto an hundred Talents of Silver, and to an hun- 
dred Meafures of Wheat, and to an hundred Baths of Wine^ 
and to an hundred Baths of Oyl, and Salt without prefcri- 
bing how much. 

23 Whatfoever is commanded by the God of Heaven, 
let it be diligently done, for the Houfe of the God of Hea- 
ven: for why fhould there be Wrath againft the King 
and his Sons ? 

24 Alfo we certify you, that touching any of the Priefts 
n:vi Levites, Singers, Porters, Nethinims, or Miniflcrs of 
t 1:^ rioufc of God, it (hall not be lawful to impofe Toll, 
'i libute, or Cuftoin upon them. 

25 Ard 
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25 Aii4 thou Ezra, after the Wisdom of thy God, that 
is in thine Hand, fet Magiftrates and Judges, which may 
judge all the People that arc beyond the River, and all fuch 
as know the Laws of thy God; and teach ye them that 
kt\ow them not. 

26 And whofoever will not do the Law of thy God, 
and the Law of the King, let Judgment be executed fpeedi- 
ly upon him, whether it be unto Death, or to Banish- 
ment, or to Confifcation of Goods, or to Imprison- 
ment. 

27 Blessed be the Lord God of our Fathers, which 
hath put fuch a Thing as this in the King's Heart, to 
beautify the Houfe of the Lord which is in Jerufalem. 

28 And hath extended Mercy unto me, before the King, 
and his Counfellors, and before all the Kings mighty Prin- 
ces: and I was ftrengthened as the Hand of the Lord my 
God was upon me, and I gathered together out of Ifrael, 
chief Men to go up with me. 

CHAP. Vffl.

Ver.zi T^ HEN I Ezra proclaimed a Faft at the River A- 
A hava, that we might afflict ourfelves before 
our God, to seek of him a right Way for us, and for our 
little one^, and for all Subftance. 

22 For as I was aftiamed to require of the King a Band 
of Soldiers and Horfemen, to help us againft the Enemy in 
the Way : becaufe we had fpoken unto the King, faying. 
The Hand of our God is upon all them for Good, that 
seek him, but his Power and his Wrath is againft all 
them that forsake him. 

23 So we failed and besovght our God for this, and 
he was intreated of us. 

24 Then I fcparated twelve of the chief of the Priefts, 
Sherebiah, Hafliabiah, and ten of their Brethren with them, 

25 And weighed unto them the Silver, and the Gold, 

M m m m 2 and 
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and the Vefiels, even the Offering of the Houfe of our Goi^ 
vrhich the King and his CounfdUors, and bis Lords, and all 
Ifrael there prefent, bad offered. 

28 And I (aid unto them. Ye are holy unto the Lord, 
the Veffels are holy alfo. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, until ye weigh them be- 
fore the chief of the Priefts, and the Levites, and chief of 
the Fathers of Ifrael at Jerufalem, in the Chambers of the 
Houfe of the Lord. 

31 Then we departed from the River Ahava, on the 
twelfth Day of the firft Month, to go unto Jerufalem ; and 
the Hand of our God was upon us, and he delivered us 
from the Hand of the Enemy, and of fuch as lay in Wait by 
the Way. 

32 And we came to Jerufalem, and abode there three 
Days. 

36 And they delivered the King*s Commiffions unto the 
King's Lieutenants, and to the Governors on this Side the 
River, and they furthered the People, and the Houfe of God,

5 He prayeth unto God With Confejfion of Sins. 

Ver. I "^JOW when thefe Things were done, the Prin- 
JlN ces came to me fayingv The People of Ifrael, 
and the Priefts, and the Levite§, have not feparated them- 
felves from the People of the Lands, doing according to 
their Abominations. 

2 For they have taken of their Daughters for themfelves, 
and for their Sons: fo that the holy Seed have mingled 
themfelves with the People of thofe Lands : yea, the Hand 
of the Princes and Rulers hath been chief in this Trefpafs. 

3 And when I heard this Thing, I rent my Garment and 
my Mantle, and pluckt off the Hair of my Head, and of 
my Beard, and fat down aftonicd. 

4. Then were aflembled unto me every one that trem- 
bled at the Words of the God of Ifrael, becaufe of the 
TranfgrcfTion of thofe that had been carried away, and I 
fat aftonicd until the Evening Sacrifice. 

5 And at the Evening Sacrifice, I arofc up from my Hea- 
vincfs, and having rent my Garn.ent and my Mantle, I fell 

upon 
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upon my Knees, and fpread out my Hands unto the Lord 
my God. 

6 And (aid, O my God, I am ashamed, and blufh to 
lift up my Face to thee, my God : Our Iniquities are in- . 
creafed over our Heads, and our Trcfpafles is grown up unto 
the Heavens. 

7 Since the Days of our Fathers, have we been in a great 
Trefpafe unto this Day, and for our Iniquities have we, 
our Kings, and our Priefts been delivered into the Hand of 
the Kings of the Lands, to the Sword, to Captivity, and 
to a Spoil, and to Confiifion of Face, as it is this Day. 

8 And now for a little Space Grace hath been fliewed 
from the Lord our God, to leave us a Remnant to cfcape, 
and to give us a Nail in his holy Place, that our God may 
LIGHTEN our Eyes, and give us a little Reviving in our 
Bondage. 

9 For we were Bondmen, yet our God hath not for- 
saken us in our Bondage, but hath extended Mercy unto 
us in the Sight of the Kings of Perfia, to give us a Revi- 
ving, to fet up the Houfe of our God, and to repair the 
Defolations thereof, and to give us a Wall in Judah and 
Jerufalem. 

10 And now, O our God, what (hall we fay after this ? 
for we have forfaken thy Commandments. 

1 1 Which thou haft commanded by thy Servants the Pro- 
phets, faying, The Land unto which ye go to poflefs it, is 
an UNCLEAN Land with the Filthinefe of the People of 
the Lands, with their Abominations, which have filled 
it from one End to another, with their Uncleannefs. 

12 Now therefore give not your Daughters unto their 
Sons, neither take their Daughters unto your Sons, nor feek 
their Peace, or their Wealth for ever: that ye may be 
ftrong, and eat the Good of the Land, and leave it for an 
Inheritance to your Children for ever. 

1 3 And after all that is come upon us for our evil Deeds, 
and for our great Trefpafs, feeing that thou our God haft 
PUNISHED us lefs than our Iniquities deserve, and haft 
given us fuch Deliverance as this. 

1 4 Should we again break thy Commandments, and join 
in Affinity with the People of thefe Abominations? 
wouldeft thou not be angry with us, till thou hadft confu- 
med us, fo that there fliould be no Remnant nor efcaping? 

15 O Lord God of Ifracl, thou art Righteous, for 

we 
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we remain yet efcaped, as it is this Day : behold, we are 
before thee in our Trespasses : for we cannot stakd be- 
fore thee, becaufe of this. 

CHAP. X. 

I Sbichaniab incourageth Ezra to reform thejirange Afarriage. 
6 Ezra Mourning ajfembletb the People. 9 The Pnpli at 
the Exhortation of Ezra^ repent and promife Amendment.

Ver. I "^fOW when Ezra had prayed, and when he hat! 
JlN confessed, weeping and calling himfelf 
down before the Houfe of God, there aflemblcd unto him 
out of Ifrael a very great Congregation of Men, and Wo- 
men, and Children : for the People wept very fore. 

2 And Shechaniah one of the Sons of Elam, anfwered and 
faid unto Ezra, We have trefpafled againft our God, and 
have taken ftrange Wives, of the People of the Land : yet 
now there is Hope in Ifrael concerning this Thing. 

3 Now therefore let us make a Covenant with our 
God, to put away all the Wives, and fuch as are bom of 
them, according to the Counfel of my Lord, and of thofe 
that TREMBLE at the Commandment of our God, and 
let it be done according to the Law. 

4 Arife: for this Matter belongcth unto thee; we alfo 
will be with thee : be of good Courage, and do it. 

5 Then arofe Ezra, and made the chief Priefts, the Le- 
vites, and all Ifrael to fwear, that they ftiould do according 
to this Word : and they fvvare. 

6 Then Ezra rofe up from before the Houfe of God, 
and went into the Chamber of Johanan the Son of Eliafhib: 
and when he came thither, he did eat no Bread, nor drink 
Water: for he mourned becaufe of the Transgression 
of them that had been carried ^way. 

7 And they made Proclamation throughout Judah and 
Jerufalem, unto all the Children of the Captivity, that they 
ihould gather themfelves together unto Jerufalem. 

8 And that whofoever would not come within three 
Days, all his Subftance (hould be forfeited, and himfelf 
feparated from the Congregation. 

9 Tlien all the Men of Judah and Benjamin gathered 

thcmlclves 
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themfelves together unto Jerufalcm, and all the People fat 
in the Street of the Houfc of God, trembling becaufc 
of this Matter, and for the great Rain. 

I o And Ezra the Pried ftood up, and laid unto them. 
Ye have tranfgreflcd, and have taken ftrange Wives, to en- 
creafe the Trefpafs of Ifrael. 

II Now therefore make Confession unto the Lord 
God of your Fathers, and do his Pleasure:* and fepa- 
rate your felves from the People of the Land, and from the 
ftrange Wives. 

1 2 Then all the Congregation anfwered, and faid with a 
\o\x^ Voice, as thou haft faid, fo muft we do. 

1 3 But the People arc many, and it is Time of much 
Rain, and we are not able tp ibnd without, neither is this 
a Work of one Day or two : for we are many that have 
tranfgreflcd in this Thing. 

II. Let now our Rulers of all the Congregation ftand, 
and let all them which have taken ftrange Wives in our Ci- 
ties, come at appointed Times, and with them the Elders 
of every City, and the Judges thereof, until the fierce 
Wrath of our God for this Matter, be turned from us. 

1 5 Only Jonathan the Son of Afahel, and Jahaziah the 
Son of Tikvah, were employed about this Matter: and Me- 
{hullam, and Shabbethai the Levite helped them. 

1 6 And the Children of the Captivity did fo : and Ezra 
the Prieft, with certain chief of the Fathers, and all of them 
by their Names, were feparated, and fat down in the firft 
Day of the tenth Month to examine the Matter. 

1 7 And they made an End with all the Men that had ta- 
ken ftrange Wives, by the firft Day of the firft Month.

2 Wherefore the King faid unto me. Why is thy Coun- 
tenance sAi>, feeing thou art not fick ? this is nothing elfe 
but Sorrow of Heart. Then I was very fore afraid, 

3 And faid unto the King, Let the King live for ever : 
i/rhy fliould not my Countenance be fad, when the City, the 
Place of my Fathers Sepulchres, licth wafte, and the Gates 
thereof are confumed with Fire? 

4 Then the King faid unto me. For what doft thou 
make Requeft? So I prayed to the God of Heaven. 

And I faid unto the King, If it pleafe the King, and if 
thy Servant have found Favour in thy Sight, that thou 
wouldeft fend me unto Judah unto the City of my Fathers 
Sepulchres, that I may build it. 

6 And the King faid unto me, (the Qtieen alfo fitting by 
him) For how long (hall thy Tourney be ? and when wilt 
thou return ? So it pleafed the King to fend me, and I fet 
him a Time. 

7 Moreover, I faid unfo the King, If it pleafe the King, 
let Letters be given me to the Governors beyoncf the Rivei', 
that they may convey me over till I come into Judah ; 

8 And a Letter unto Afaph the Keeper of tlie King's Fo- 
reft, that he may give me Timber to make Beams for the 
Gates of the Palace which appertained to the Houfe, and 
for the Wall of tlie City, and for the Houfe that I fliall en- 
ter into : and the King granted me, according to the good 
aL*iJ of my God upoh me. 

9 Then I came to the Governors beyond the River, and 
gave them the King's Letters. (Now the King had fent 
Captains of the Army, and Horfemen with me.) 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, and Tobiah the Ser* 
vant, the Ammonite, beard of it, it grieved them exceed- 
ingly that there was come a Man to feek the Welfare of 
the Children of Ifrael. 

1 1 So I came to Jerufalem, and was there three Days.

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1 7 Then faid I, Ye fee the Diftrefs that we are in, how

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Uotted out from before tbee : for they htiFc provoked tbed 
to Anger before tbe Builders. 

6 So built we tbe Walli and all Ibe Wall waa joined to* 
gether unto the half thereof: for the People bad a Mind to 
work. 

7 But It came to pais that when SanbaDat» and Tobiaht 
and the Arabians^ and the Ammonites, and the Afhdodite% 
beard that the Walk of Jeruialem were made up> and that 
the Brquches began to be ftoppedi thon tbe; were very 
wroth. 

8 And confpired all of them together^ to come and to 
£ght againft Jerufalem, and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertbeleis, we made our Prayer unto our God, 
and fet a Watch againft them Day and Nighty bccaufe of 
Ibeniu 

14 And I looked, and rofe up, and laid unto the Nobles, 
and to the Rulers, and to the reft of the People, Be not ye 
afraid of them : remembbr the Lord which is great and 
TERRIBLE, and fight for your Brethren, your Sons and 
your Daughters, your Wives and your Houfes. 

CHAP. V. 

I The yavs c&mplain rf tbiir Dgbtj Mortgage^ and Bmdagi. 
6 Nihitniab nbuketh tbi Vfunn^ and caujetb tbem t$ make 
a Cwenant of Reftitiaion. 1 4 Hiforbtanth bis won JUnu* 
ana, and kapitb Hofpitality. 

Vir. I A N D there was a great Cry of the People, and of 
J\ their Wives againft their Brethren the Jiws. 

2 For there were that laid. We, our Sons, and our 
Daughters are many : therefore we take up Com for them, 
that we may eat and live. 

3 Some alfo there were that faid. We have mortgaged 
our Lands, Vineyards, and Houfes, that we might buy 
Corn, becaufe of the Dearth. 

4 There were alfo that faid. We have borrowed Mo- 
KEY for the King's Tribute, and that upon our Lands 
•and Vineyards. 

5 Yet now our Flefli is as the Flefli of our Brethren, our 
Children as their Children : and lo, we bring into Bondaqe 
#ur Sons and our Daughters to be Servants, and fome of 
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bur Daughters are broug}it unto Bondage already, neither is 
it in our Power to mpeem thbm : for othbr men 
HAVE OUR Lands and Vineyards. 

6 And I was very angry when I heard their Cry» and 
thefe Words. 

7 Then I ccmfulted with my felf, and 1 rebuked the Vfo^ 
blesy and the Rulers, and faid unto them. You exact U« 
8URY, every one of his Brother, And I fet a great As- 
sembly againft them. 

S And I (aid unto them. We after our Abilitv, have re- 
deemed our Brethren the Jews, which were fold unto the 
Heathen; and will you even seul your Brethren? gr fhall 
they be fold unto us i then held they their Peace, and found 
nothing to anfwer. 

9 M[o I laid. It is not good that ye do : ought ye not to 
WALK in the Fear of our God, becaufe of die Keproacji 
of the Heathen our Enemies I 

I o I likewife, and my Brethren, and my Servants, might 
exa£t of them Money and Com : I pray you let us leave 
OFF this Usury. 

II Restore, I pray you, to them even this Day, their 
Lands, their Vineyards, their Olive Yards, and their 
Houses, alfo the hundredth Part of the Money, and of die 
Corn, the Wine, and the Oyl, that ye exact of fhera. 

12 Then laid they. We will restore them, and will re- 
quire nothing of them ; fo will we do as thou fayeft. Then 
I called the Priests, and took an Oath of them, that they 
fliould do according to this Promife. 

1 3 Alfo I (hook my Lap, and faid, So God fhake out e- 
very Man from his Houfc and from his Labour, that pcr- 
formeth not this Promife, even thus be he fhaken out, and 
emptied. And all the Congregation faid, Amen, and praised 
the Lord. And the People did according to this Promife. 

14 Moreover, from the Time that I was appointed to be 
their Governor, that is twelve Years, I and my Brethren 
have not eaten the Bread of the Governor. 

1 5 But the former Governors that had been before me, 
were chargeable unto the People, and had taken of them 
Bread and Wine, befides forty Shekels of Silver, yea even 
their Servants bear Rule over the People : but so dw 
NOT I, becaufe of the Fear of God. 

1 6 Yea, alfo I continued in the Work of this Wall, nei- 
tiler bought we any Land. 

17 Moreover, 
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1 7 Moreover, there were at my Table an hundred an4 
fifty of the Jews and Rulers, befides thofe that came unto 
U8, from among the Heathen that are about us. 

1 8 Now that which was prepared for me daUy, was one 
Ox, and fix choice Sheep ; alfo Fowls were prepared for me\ 
and once in ten Days, Store of all forts of Wine : yet for all 
this required not I the Bread of the Governor, becaufe the 
Bondage was heavy upon this People. 

19 Think upon me, my God for Good, according to 
all that I have done for this People. 

C H A P. VI. 

I Sanballat pra^ifnb by Crafty by Rumours^ by hired Prephe^ 
fteij to terrify Nehemiah. 1 5 The fTori is finijhed to the 
Terror of the Enemies. 17 Secret Intelligence pqffeth be- 
tween the Enemies^ and the Nobles of Judah. 

Ten 10 A F T E RWA R D I came unto the Houfe of Sb©- 
MX maiah who was (hut up ; and he faid. Let lis 
meet together in the Houfe of God, within the Temple, 
and let us (hut the Doors of the Temple ; for they will come 
to flay thee in the Night. 

1 1 And I faid, Should such a Man as I flee ? and who 
is there that being as I am, would go into the Temple to 
fave his Life ? I will not go in. 

12 And lo, I perceived that God had not fent him, but 
that he pronounced this Prophecy againft me, for Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired him. 

13 Therefore was he hired, that I fhould be afraid, 
and do fo, and sin, and that they might have Matter for 
an evil Report, that they might reproach me. 

14 My God, think thou upon Tobiah and Sanballat, ac- 
cording to thefe their Works, and on the Prophetess 
Noadiah, and the reft of the Prophets, that would have 
put me in Fear. 

16 And it came to pafs, when all our Enemies heard 
thereof, and all the Heathen that were about us faw thefe 
Things, they were much caft down in their own Eyes : for 
they perceived that this Work was wrought of our God. 
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C H A P. VIL 

I Nehemiah tommittitb the Charge ofJerufaUm to Hanani and 
Hananiah. 5 A Regiftir of the Genealogy of them which 
came at the firjl out of Babylon. 8 Of the People^ Z9 Of 
the Priepy j^^ Of the LeviteSj 46 Of the Nethinims^ 57 
Of Solomon* s Servant s^ 63 And of the Priejls which couU 
not find their Pedigree. 66 The whole Number of them be^ 
w^ 42360, their Subjlance. yo Their Oblatians. 

CHAP. vm. 

1 The Religious Manner of reading and hearing the Law. 9 
They comfort the People. 1 3 The Forwardnefs of them to 
hear J and be injlru^ed. 1 6 They keep the Peaji of Taber^ 
nacles. 

Ver. V A N D all the People gathered thcmfel ves together, 
JuL and they fpake unto Ezra the Scribe, to bring 
the Book of the Law of Mofes, which the Lord had 
commanded to Ifrael. 

i And Ezra the Prieft brought the Law before the Con* 
gregatioii. 

3 And he read therein, from the Morning until Mid-day, 
before the Men and the Women, and thofe that could un- 
derftand, and the Ears of all the People were attentive unto 
the Book of the Law. 

4 And Ezra ftood upon a Pulpit of Wood, which they 
had made for thfe Pufpofe. 

5 And Ezra opened the Book, and all the People ftood up : 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lord the great God : and 
all the People anfwered Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their Hands: and they bowed their Heads, and worship- 
ped the Lord with their Faces to the Ground. 

7 Alfo Jefhua, and others, and the Levites caufed the 
People to underftand the Law : and the People ftood in their 
Place. 

8 So they read in the Book, in the Law of God di- 
stinctly, and gave the Sense, and caufed them to un- 
derstand the Reading. 

9 And Nehemiah, which is the Tirfhatha, and Ezra thr 
Prieft, the Scribe, and the Levites that taught the People, 

Md unto all the People, This Day is holy unto the Lord 

your 
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your God, mourn not, nor weep, for all the People wep^ 
when they heard the Words of the Law. 

ID Then he &id unto them. Go your Way, eat die Fat, 
tnd drink the Sweet, and fend Portions unto them for whom 
nothing is prepared : for this Day is holy unto our Lord : 
neither be you forry, for the Joy of the Lokd is your 
Strength. 

1 1 So the Lerites ftilled all the People, fiyh^ Hold 
your Peace, for the Day is holy, neither be ye grie^. 

1 2 And all the People went their Way to eat and to 
drink, and to fend Pbrtions, and to make great Mirdi, be- 
caufe they had understood the Words that were dedared 
unto them. 

1 3 And on the fecond Day were gathered together the 
chief of the Fadiers of all the People, the Prie£ and the 
Levites, unto Ezra, even to underftand the Words of the 
Law. 

14 And they found written in the Law which die Lord 
had command^ by Mofes, that the Children of Ifnel fliould 
dwell in Booths, in the Feafl of the feventh Afonth : 

1 5 And that they (hould publifh and proclaim, in all their 
Cities and in Jerufalem, faying. Go forth unto the Mounty 
and fetch Olive, Pine, and Myrtle, and Palm-branches, 
and Branches of thick Trees, to nuke Booths, as it is 
written. 

16 So die People went forth and brought them, and made 
themfelves Boottu, every one upon the Roof of his Houfe, 
and m their Courts, and in the Courts of the Houfe of 
God. 

1 7 And all the Congregation made Booths, and fat un- 
der rile Booths : for fince the Days of Jolhua the Son of 
Nun, unto that Day, had not the Children of Ifiad done 
fo : and there was very great Gladnefs. 

1 8 Alfo Day by Day, from the fitft Day, unto the laft 
Day, he read in the Book of the Law of God : and they 
kept the Feaft feven Days, and on the eighth Day was |^ 
folemn Aflembly, according unto the Manner, 

CHAP. DC, 

I A folemn Fa ft and Repentance of the Peopk. 4 The Ltvita 
make a Religious Confejpon of God'i Goodnefsy and their fVick'^ 

idnefs. 
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Ver.i ^^[OW in the twenty and fourth Day of this 
XN Month, the Children of Ifrael were affembled 
with Fasting, and with Sackcloths, and Earth upon them. 

2 And the Seed of Ifrael feparated themfelves from all 
Strangers, and flood and confeiled their Sins, and the 
Iniquities of their Fathers. 

3 And they flood up in their Place, and read in the 
Book of the Law of the Lord their God, one fourth part 
of the Day, and another fourth Part they confessed, and 
WORSHIPPED the Lord their God, 

4 Then flood upon the Stairs of the Levites, Jefhua, and 
Bani, Kadmiel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, and 
Chenani, and cried with a loud Voice unto the Lord their 
God. 

5 And faid. Stand up and bless the Lord your God 
for ever and ever; and blefTed be thy glorious Name,* 
which is exalted above all Blessing and Prais^. 

6 Thou, even thou art Lord alone, thou hafl made 
Heaven, the Heaven of HeAtVens with all their Host, 
the Earth and all Things that are therein, the Seas and 
all that is therein, and thou presbrvest them all, and the 
Host of Heaven worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the God, who didfl chufc Abram, 
and broujhtefl him forth out of Ur of the Chaldecs, and 
gavcft him the Name of Abraham : 

8 And foundefl his Heart faithful before thee, and ma- 
deft a Covenant with him, to give the Land of the Ca- 
naanites, the Hittites, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Jebufites, and the Girgafhites, to give it, I fay, to 
his Seed, and haft performed thy Words, for thou art 
Righteous. 

9 And didft fee the AfRiftion of our Fathers in Egypt, 
and heardeft their Cry by the red Sea : 

10 And (hewedft Signs and Wonders, upon Pharaoh, 
and on all his Servants, and on all the People of his Land : 
for thou knowcft that they dealt proudly againft them: fo 
didft thou get thee a Name, as it is at this Day. 

11 And thou didft divide the Sea before them, fo that 
they went through the midft of the Sea on the dry Land, 
and their Persecutors thou threweft into the Deeps, as a 
Stone into the mighty Waters. 

12 Moreover, thou leddest them^ in the Day by a 
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CLOUDY Pillar; and in the Night by a Pillar of Fire^' 
to give them Light in the Way wherein they ihould ga 

1 3 Thou earned down alfo upon Mount Sikai^ tad spa- 
KEST with them from Hearen, and gaveft them right 
Judgments, and true Laws, good Statutes and Com- 
mandments : 

14 And madeft known unto them thy holy SABBATfl, 
and commandedft them Precepts, Statutes, and Laws, by the 
Hand of Mofes thy Servant . 

15 And gaveft them Bread from Heaven, for their 
Hunger, and broughteft forth Water for them out of the 
Rock, for their Thirft, and promiCedft them that they 
Ihould go in to poflefs the Land, which thou hadft fwom 
to give them, 

16 But they and our Fathers dealt proudly, and hard' 
KED their Necks, and hearkned not to thy Command- 
ments. 

17 And kEFUSED to obey, neither were mindpul op 
thy Wonders that thou didft among them: but hardneo- 
their Kecks, and in their Rebellion appointed a Captain 
to return to their Bondage : but thou art a God ready to 
pardon, gracious and merciful, flow to Anger, and of 
great Kindnefs, and forsookest them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them a molten Calp, and 
faid. This is thy God that brought thee up out of Egypt, 
and had wrought great Provocations: 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold Mercies forsoorbst 
them not in the Wildemefs: the Pillar of the CiouD de- 
parted not from them by Day, to lead them in the Way \ nei- 
ther the Pillar of F^ire bv Night to (hew them Light, 
and the Way wherein they mould go. 

20 Thou gaveft alfo thy good Spirit to instruct 
them, and withheldeft not thy Manna from their Mouth, 
and gaveft them Water for their Thirst. 

21 Yea, forty Years didft thou fuftain them in the Wil- 
demefs, fo that they lacked nothing; their Cloths waxed 
not Old, and their Feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover, thou pavcft them Kingdoms and Na- 
tions, and didft divide them into Corners: fo they pofleffed 
the Land of Sihon, and the Lnnd of the King of Hefhbon, 
and the Land ofO^ Kinp; of Bafhan. 

23 Their Children nlfo multipliedst thou as the 
£tars of Heaven, and broughteft them into the L^.nil, con- 
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cerning which thou hadft promifed to their Fathers, that 
they fhould go in to poflefs it. 

24 So the Children went in and pofleflibd the Land, and 
thou 8UBDUEDST before them the inhabitants of the Land^ 
^d gaveft them into theii^ Hands, with their Kings, and 
the People of the Land, that they might do with them ae 
they would. 

25 And they took strong Cities, and a fat Land^ 
and poflefled Houfes full of all Goods, Wells digged. Vine- 
yards and Olive-yards, and Fruit-trees in Aburidance: So 
they did eat, and wdre filled, and became Fat, and delight-* 
ed themfelves in thy great Goodnefs. 

26 Neverthelefs they were disobedie^tt, and re9El- 
tED againft thee, and caft thy Law behind their Backs, 
and SLEW thy Prophets, which teftified againft them 
to TURN them to thee, and they wrought great Pro* 

VOCATIONS. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredft them into the Hand of 
their Enemies, who vexed them : and in the Time of their 
Trouble when they cried unto thee, thou heardclt (hem 
from Heaven ; and according to thy manifold Mercies^ 
thou gaveft them Saviours, who faved them out of the 
Hand of thei r Enemies. 

28 But after they had Rest, they did Evil again be- 
fore thee : therefore lefceft thou them in the Hand of their 
Enemies, fo that they had the Dominion over them : yet 
when they returned and cried unto thee, thou heardeft 
them from Heaven, and many Times didil thou deliver them, 
according to thy Mercies : 

29 And teftified ft againft them, that thou mighteft bring 
them again unto thy Law: yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkned not unto thy Commandments, but finned againft 
thy Judgments (which if a Man do, he (hall live in tbenl) 
and withdrew the Shoulder, and hardneo their Neck, and 
would not hear. 

30 Yet many Years didft thou forbear them, and teftifi- 
edft againft them, by thy Spirit in thy Prophets ; yet 
would they not give Ear: therefore gaveft thou them into 
the Hand of the People of the Lands. 

31 Neverthelefs, for thy great Mercies Sake, thou didft 
not utterly consume them, nor forsake them; for thou 
art a gracious and ^f£RCIFUL God. 

32 Now therefore our God, the great, the mighty, 

O o o o 2 and 
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and the tbrrible God, who keepeft Covbkant and 
Mercy ; let not all the Trouble feem little before thee, that 
hath come upon us, on our Kings, on our Princes, and on 
our Priefts, and on our Prophets, and on our Fathers, and 
on all thy People, fince the Tftaie o( the Kings of ASjmL^ 
unto this Day. 

33 Howbeit, thou art just in all that is brought upon us; 
for thou haft done Right, but we have done wickedly. 

34 Neither have our Kings, our Princes, our Priests, 
nor our Fathers kept thy Law, nor hearkned unto thy Com- 
mandments, and thy Teftimonies wherewith thou didft te* 
ftify againft them. 

35 For they have not ferved thee in their Kingdom, 
and in thy great Goodness that thou gaveft them, and in 
the large and fat Land which thou gaveft before them, 
neither turned they from their wicked Works. 

36 Behold, we are Servants this Day, and for the Land 
that thou gaveft unto our Fathers, to eat the Fruit thereof, 
and the Good thereof, behold, we are Servants in it. 

37 And it yieldeth much Incrcafe unto the Kings whom 
thou haft fet over us, becaufe of our Sins : alfo they have 
Dominion over our Bodies, and over our Cattle, at their 
Pleafure, and we are in great Diftrefs. 

38 And becaufe of all this, we make a fure Covenant, 
and write it, and our Princes, Lcvites, and Priefts feal 
unto it. 

CHAP. X. 

I The Names eftbem that fealed the Covenant, ig The Points 

of tie Covenant. 

Ver.it AND the People, the Priefts, the Levitts, t^e 
XX Porters, the Singers, the Nethinims, and all 
they that had feparated themfelves from the People of 
the Lands, unto the Law of God, their Wives, their Sons, 
and- their Daughters, every one having Knowledge, and 
having Underftanding. 

29 They clave to their Brethren, and cntred into a Curfc 
and into an Oath^ to walk in God's Law, which was ^iven 
by Mofes the Servant of God, and to obfcrve and ro co all 
the Commandments of the Lord our God, aiid his Judg- 
ments and his Statutes. 
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30 And that we would not give our Daughters unto the 
People of the Land, nor take their Daughters for our Sons. 

3 1 And if the People of the Land bring Ware or any Vi- 
ctuals on the Sabbath Day, to fell, that we would not buy 
it of them on the Sabbath, Or on the Holy-day : and that we 
would leave the feventh Year, and the Exadion of every 
Debt. 

3 2 Alfo we made Ordinances for us to charge ourfelves 
yearly with a third part of the Shekel, for the Service of thci 
Houfc of our God. 

33 For the Shew-bread, and for the continual Meat-of- 
fering, and for the continual Bumt-cfFering of the Sabbaths, 
of the New-moons, for the Set-feafts, and for the Holy- 
things, and for the Sin-offerings, to make an Atonement fot 
Ifrael, and for all the Work of the Houfe of our God. 

34 And we caft the Lots among the Priefts, the Levites, 
and the People for the Wood-offering, to bring it into the 
Houfe of our God, after the Houfe of our Fathers, at 
Times appointed. Year by Year, to bum upon the Altar of 
the Lord our God, as it is written in the Law: 

3 5 And to bring the Firft-Fruits of our Ground, and the 
Firft-fruits of all Fruit of all Trees, Year by Year, unto the 
Houfe of the Lord: 

36 Alfo the Firft-bom of our Sons, and of our Cattle (as it 
is written in the Law) and the Firdlings of our Herds, and 
of our Flocks, to bring to the Houfe of our God, unto the 
Priefts that miniflcr in the Houfe of our God : 

37 And that we (hould bring the firft Fruits of our 
Dough, and our Offerings, and the Fruit of all manner of 
Trees, of Wine, and of Oyl, unto the Priefts, to the 
Chambers of the Houfe of our God, and the Tithes of our 
Ground unto the Levites, that the fame Levites might have 
the Tithes, in all the Cities of our Tillage. 

38 And the Piieft the Son of Aaron, fliall be with the Le- 
vites when the Levites take Tithes: and the Levites (hall 
bring up the Tithe of the Tithes unto the Houfe of our God, 
to the Chambers, into theTreafure-houfe. 

,-' 39 For the Children of Ifrael, and the Children of Levi, 
(hall bring the Offering of the Com of the new Wine, and 
the Oyl, unto the Chambers, where are the VelTels of the 
Sanftuary, and the Priefts that minifter, and the Porters, 
and the Singers : and we will not forfake the Houfc of our 
God.

CHAP. XIII. 

I Upen the reading of the LaWy Separation is madi fr§m tb^ 
mixed Multitude. 4 Nehemiah at his Return caufetb the 
Chambers to he cleanfed. i o He reformeth the Offices in the 
Houfe of God. 1 5 The Violation of the Sabbath^ 23 And the 
Marriages withjirange IVives. 

Ver. I r^ N that Day they read in the Book of Mofes in the 
V-/ Audience of the People ; and therein was found 
written, that the Ammonite and the Moabite fliouid noc 
come into the Congregation of God for ever. 

2 Becaufe they met not the Children of Ifrael with Bread 
and with Water, but hired Balaam againft them, that he 
Ihould curfc thein : Howbeit our God turned the Curfe into 
a Blefling. 

3 Now it came to pafs when they had heard the Law, 
that they feparated from Ifrael all the mixed Multitude, 

4 And before this, Eliafliib the Prieft hiving the Over- 
fight of the Chamber of the Houfe of our God, was allie4 
unto Tobiah. 

5 And he had prepared for him a great Chamber, where 
aforetime they laid the Meat-oftcrings, the Frankincenfe, 
and the Veflels, and the Tithes of the Corn, the new Wine, 
and the Oyl (which was commanded to be given to the Le- 
vites, and the Singers, and the Porters) and the Offerings 
of the Pricftfi. 

6 But in all this Time was not I at Jerufalem : for in the 
two and thirtieth Year of Artaxcrxcs King of Babylon, came 
I unto the King, and after certain Days obtained I Leave of 
Uie King. 

7 And I came to Jerufalem, and unJerftood of the Evil 

that 
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that Eliafliib did for Tobiah, in preparing him a Chamber In 
the Courts of the Houfe of God. 

8 And it grieved me fore, therefore I caft forth all the 
Houfhold Stuff of Tobiah out of the Chamber. 

9 Then I commandedi and they cleanfed the Chambers : 
and thither brought I again the Veflels of the Houfe of OoO, 
With the Meat-offering and the Frankincenfe. 

I o And I perceived that the Portions of the Levites had 
not been given them : for the Levites and the Singers that 
did the Work, were fled every one to his Field. 

I I Then contended I with the Rulers, and faid. Why is 
the Houfe of God forfaken? and I gathered them together, 
and fct them in their Place. 

I a Then brought all Judah the Tithe of the Corn, and 
the new Wine, and the Oyl, unto the Trcafuries. 

1 3 And I made Treafurers over the Treafuries, Shele- 
miah the Prieft, and Zadok the Scribe, and of the Levites, 
Pedaiah : and next to them was Haftan the Son of Zaccur, 
the Son of Mattaniah : for they were counted faithful, and 
their Office was to diftribute to their Brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, concerning this, and 
wipe not out my good Deeds that I have done for the 
Houfe of my God. 

15 In thofcDays faw I in Judah fome treading Winc- 
predes on the Sabbath, and bringing in Sheaves, and lading 
Aflesj asalfoWinc, Grdpes and Figgs, and all manner of 
Burdens, which they brought into Jerufalem on the Sabbath- 
day: and I teftified agiinft them in the Day wherein they 
fold Viftuals. 

16 There dwelt Men of Tyre alfo therein, which brought 
Fifh, and all manner of Ware, and fold on the Sabbath unto 
the Children of Judah, and in Jerufalem. 

17 Then I contended with the Nobles of Judah, and faid 
unto them, What evil Thing is this that ye do, and pro- 
fane the Sabbath-day? 

18 Did not your Fathers thus, and did not our God 
bring all this Evil upon us, and upon this City? yet yc 
bring more Wrath upon Ifrael by profaning the Sabbath. 

' 19 And it came to pafs, that when the Gates of Jerufrr- 
1cm began to be dark before the S.ibbaih, I commanded that 
the Gates fhould be (hut, and charged that they fliould not 
be opened till after the Sabbath: and fomc of my Servants 
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fet I at the Gates, that there (hould no Burthen be bixmght 
in on the Sabbath Day. 

3 o So the Merchants and Sellers of all kinds of Ware, 
lodged without Jerufalem once or twice. 

21 Then I teftified againft them, and faid unto them. 
Why lodge ye about the WaM ? if ye do fo again, I will lay 
Hands on you j from that Time forth came they no more on 
the Sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites, that they (hould cleanfe 
themfelves, and that they (hould come and keep the Gates, 
to fanftify the Sabbath-day. Remember me, O my God, 
concerning this alfo, and fpare me according to the Great- 
nefs of thy Mercy. 

23 And in thofe Days alfo faw I Jews that had married 
Wives of Aflidod, of Ammon, and of Moab : 

24 And their Children fpake half in the Speech of A(h- 
dod, and could not fpeak in the Jews Language, but accord- 
ing to the Language of each People. 

25 And I contended with them, and curfed them, and 
fmote certain of them, and pluckt off their Hair, and made 
them fwear by God, faying. Ye (hall not give your Daugh- 
ters unto their Sons, nor take their Daughters unto your 
Sons, or for your felves. 

26 Did not Solomon King of Ifrael fin by thefe Things? 
yet among many Nations was there no King like him, who 
was beloved of his God, and God made him King over ail 
Ifrael, neverthelefs even him did outlandifh Women caufe 
to fin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you, to do all this great 
Evil, to tranfgrefs againlt our God, in marrying ftrange 
Wives? 

28 And one of the Sons of Joiada, the Son of Elia(hib 
the High Prieft, was Son in Law to Sanballat the Horonite: 
therefore I chafed him from me. 

29 Remember ihem, O my God, becaufc they have de- 
filed the Priefthood, and the Covenant of the Pricfthood, 
and of the Levites. 

Thus cleanfcd I them from all Strangers, and appointed 
the Wards of the Piiefts and the Levites, every one in his 
Bufinefs. 

31 And for the Wood-offering, at Times appointed, and 
for the firft Fruits. Remember me, O my God, for Good.

1 9 Therefore the Jews of the Villages, that dwelt in the 
unwalled Towns, made the fourteenth Day of the Month 
Adar, a Day of Ghdnefs and Feafting, and a good Day» 
and of fending Portions one to another. 

20 And Mordecai wrote thefe Thingi, and fent Letters 
unto all the Jews that were in all the Provinces of the 
King Ahafuorus, both nigh and far./ 

a I To 
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31 To ftablifli this among them, that they(h^ld keep 
the fourteenth Day of the Month Adar, and the fifteenth 
Day of the fame yearly: 

22 As the Days wherein the Jews refted from their Ene- 
mies, and the Month which was turned unto them from 
Sorrow to Joy) and from Mourning into a good Day : that 
they fliould make them Days of Feafting and Joy, and of 
fending Portions one to another, and Gifts to the Poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do a^ they had begun, and 
as Mordecai had written vinto theip. 

24 Bcqiufe Hamap xhp Son of Hammedatha the Agagite^ 
the Enemy of all the Jews, had devifed againft the Jews to 
deftroy them, and had call Pur (that is the Lot) to confum^ 
them^ and to dedroy them. 

29 But when Efther came before the King, he coi^mandr 
cd by Letters, that his \vicked Device which he devifed ar 
gainft the Jews, (hould return upon his own Head, and 
that he and his Sons (hould be hanged on the Gallows. 

26 Wherefore they called thefe Days Purim, after the 
Name of Pur: therefore for all the Words of this Letter, 
and of that which they had feen concerning this Matter, 
and which had come unto them> 

2/ The Jews ordained, and took upon them, and upon 
their Seed, and upon all fuch as joined themfelves unto 
them, fo as it (hould not fail, that they woqld keep tjiefe 
two Days according to the Writing, and according to their 
appointed Time every Year. 

28 And that thefe Days (hould be remembred, and kept 
throughout every Generation, every Family, every Pro- 
vince, and every City j and that thefe Days of Purim (hould 
not fail from ainong the Jews, nor the Memorial of them 
perifl^ from their Seed. 

29 Then Efther the Queen, and Mordecai the Jew, 
wrote wjth all Authority, to confirm this fecond Letter of 
Purim. 

. 30 And; he fent the Letters unto all the Tews, to the hun- 
dred twenty and feven Provinces of the I^ingdom of Aha- 
fuerus, with Words of Peace and Truth. 

31 To confirm thefe Days of Purim in their Times ap- 
pointed, according as Mordecai the Jew, ani Efther the 
Queen hadenjoyned them, and as they had decreed for them- 
felves, and for iheif See J, the Matters of the Faftings and 

their Cry* 
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$* Afll the Decree <rf Efttier confiimed dufe Matten of 
Fiuimt and it was written in the Book.

He receives the ten Com- 
mandments in Mount Sinaiy hfs Face is eradiated with 
Celeftial Glory; hg^ only a View of the promifcd 
Land from a high Mountain, and dies 1 20 Years old.

His Sin in the matter of Uriahs is feverely puniih- 
ed by the Rebellion of /ibfalom, and many Diforders 
in his Family; and his vain Glory in numbring the. 
People by a great Peftilence. 

Upon his folemn Repentance he is reftored to 
the Divine Favour, compofes the facred Book of 
PfalmSy gives DireAions for the building the Tem- 
ple, for which he leaves to Solomon his Son an im- 
menfe Treafure, and dies, after he had retgned 40 
Years.
